DDITIES. Veteran sportsman of 
Saranac Lake, N. Y., 91 years old, 
expects to go to New Brunswick 

for salmon fishing this season. He’ll 
travel by automobile, accompanied by 
a nurse-secretary, a personal physician, 
and a chauffeur ... H. Albert Borner, 
Bucknell University student, last season 
in Pennsylvania killed a pheasant on the 
wing with an arrow ... Owl in Kenil- 
worth, Ill., makes his home in street 
lamp, glass of which is broken. Doesn’t 
mind the free illumination ... Young of 
sand-bar sharks are born alive, tail first, 
and enveloped in sac. The sharklet is 
helpless until released from the umbilical 
cord. This is done by some turtle or crab 
that chances near, so reports Florida’s 
Marineland. 

First funds appropriated for the Penn- 
sylvania Game Commission were voted 
in 1897, amounted to only $800 for the 
following 2 years. In 1901 the appropria- 
tion was $3,000; in 1903 it was $12,000. 
Now annual revenue from sale of hunt- 
ing licenses totals more than $1,700,000. 

Birds. Exchange of information be- 
tween Michigan Department of Conser- 
vation and Finnish research men turns 
up the interesting fact that grouse in 
Finland, like those in North America, 
have a 10-year cycle ranging from abun- 
dance to scarcity. Figures gathered over 
70 years in Finland show 12 climax 
years, 11 good years, 10 average, 15 bad, 
and 22 years of failure. Failure years 
have shown less than 10 percent of the 
production in the climax years ‘ 
Hunter report cards for last season in 
Iowa show average hunter required 3 
hours, 6 minutes, for each cock pheasant 
killed ... Aycock Brown, newspaperman 
in the Sound section of coastal North 
Carolina, offers the opinion that the pro- 
tected whistling swans are driving Can- 
ada geese into the soybean fields by 
gorging on and depleting the aquatic 
plants loved by the geese. These swans 
are quite numerous in the Currituck and 
Lake Mattamuskeet areas. 

Fish. Rod-and-reel anglers last year 
made biggest bluefin-tuna catch ever 
recorded in Nova Scotia. Total of 377 
of the big fish were caught, their weight 
amounted to 228,346 lb., with average of 
604 lb. to the fish. Previous record was 
made in 19387 when 364 fish weighed only 
73,741 lb. John Manning and his wife, of 
Los Angeles, Calif., won top honors by 
together boating 43 bluefins which 
weighed more than 25,000 Ib. 

Michigan’s Hunt Creek Experiment 
Station has found that wild brook trout, 
captured and marked, then released, and 
later recaptured after 46 months, have a 
growing season which amounts to little 
more than 3 months each year. This 


growing season is from May to August 

. Branch Lake, Hancock County, Me. 
last season kept up its record for yield- 
ing mammoth brown trout. Nine trout 
weighing from 6 to 8% lb., were caught 
Long Lake, Aroostook County, also lived 
up to its reputation for big landlocked 
salmon, yielding 10 which weighed fron 
10 to 15 lb. 

First buffalo hunt with bow and arrou 
only since old plain days was staged in 
Rawlins, Wyo., last February. Result 
2 bulls finished off with a rifle, one cow 
slain by mistake. Thirty bowmen from 
7 states took part in this archery party 
Each of the 2 bulls was badly wounded 
by broadhead arrows, probably would 
have died if not mercifully finished by 
bullets. The buffaloes were donated by 
Isadore Bolton, rancher, owner of a buf- 
falo herd. The hunt aroused a violent con 
troversy in Western newspapers. 
writers called it a travesty on sports- 
manship, others said game wounded by 
arrows suffers no more than if injured 
by bullets. American Humane Society 
other groups, had protested against the 
“hunt.” The buffalo were driven past the

Maine’s Enchanted Pond 


OR BROOK-TROUT fishing that is 

very good, in a wilderness setting that 
not only is beautiful but gives seclusion, 
there is Enchanted Pond in west-central 
Maine, west of Moosehead Lake. 

Route 201 follows the Kennebec River, 
the rolling hills and bulky mountains 
making the drive a scenic one. At The 
Forks, where the Dead River joins the 
Kennebec, the highway leaves the Ken 
nebec and takes you for 15 miles through 
the mountains. Then, at Lake Parlin, 
you turn left for Spencer Lake, a dis- 
tance of 2% miles. That’s where you 
leave your car for a buckboard ride to 
Enchanted Pond. 

Enchanted is a wilderness lake where 


the fishing for squaretails—otherwise 
known as brook trout—would be diffi- 
cult to beat. In early evening, when the 


lake is calm, it is not uncommon to see 
trout rising all over the surface. When 
you fish this water in the early twilight, 
with the mountains rising abruptly from 
its shores for many hundreds of feet, it’s 
an experience not easily forgotten. 
The lake is 2% miles long and from 
% to 1 mile wide. Its depth—more than 
300 ft.—accounts for the good fishing 
throughout the summer when many 
lakes and ponds are not at their best. 
The fly fishermen will find that the 
cream of the fishing, however, is in early 
and late summer. Trolling with either 
streamer flies or bait, gives best results 


in late July and August. At the outlet 
of the lake are some excellent trout 
pools. 


Along the lake’s shores are found fos- 
sils of plant and animal life dating from 
early ages. Within a short radius of the 
lake are outlying ponds that also give 
good trout fishing. Little Enchanted 
Pond, a short hike to the west, is one 
of the best trout waters of its size with- 
in the state.

Two Connecticut Streams 


OR trout fishing in Connecticut, I 

recommend either the Housatonic or 
Farmington Rivers. For the Housatonic, 
go to Cornwall Bridge on the railroad. 
A lodge there caters to fishermen. From 
that point you can fish up or down the 
river for miles. You'll find the best fish- 


ing is between Cornwall Bridge and 
West Cornwall, and also above the 
covered bridge at West Cornwall. If you 


can get transportation to it, Cream Hill 
Pond gives good rainbow fishing. 

To reach the Farmington River, go by 
bus from Hartford to New Hartford. 
Winsted is another point of approach, 
but if you have no car you'd have to get 
transportation there for Riverton, on the 
upper river. 

For bass, as well as rainbow and lake- 
trout fishing, there is Lakeville, which 
has an inn and is reached by rail. Other 
good bass lakes are Pocatopaug at East 
Hampton, and Waramaug at New Pres- 
ton.—H. L. R. Voight.

HEN THE CADDIS-FLY hatch is 


on, I’ve caught good fish in streams | 
that ate into the very banks of the high- | 


way. But the trout were gorging and 


| 


feeding as though it would be their last | 


meal all summer. Also, I’ve caught fish | 


after tramping miles into the back coun- 
try, with mud up to my ears and face so 
full of scratches that mosquitoes couldn't 
find an undamaged pore to stick thei! 
beaks into. But, here’s the rub, I’ve tried 
those same waters again and twice 
again and got nothing. 

Having fished in some 16 states and 
provinces, I have found a region where | 
draw very few blanks. This is the Dead 
River and Pierce Pond area in Main¢« 
It is untamed country, up the Kennebex 
River about 140 miles from Portland, o1 
Highway 201. Historically, it is associ 
ated with the name of Arnold, who took 
1,000 men and too little food, and hacked 
his way through the wilderness to Que 
bec, to fight the French. Since that tim: 
all but the lumber companies have left it 
alone. It hasn’t been tamed yet, and m\ 
guess is that it will stay that way for 
long time. 

A couple of weeks spent in this ars 
will produce more good fishing days tha! 
fishless ones, whether in May when thx 
ice goes out, or in August. Seek that 
level in the water where the fish ar 
resting or feeding, and you will catch 
trout and salmon. 

Take Pierce Pond, for instance. T! 
lake lies about 1,200 ft. above sea level 
The water is clear and cold. Giant tree 
lean out over the water, dropping bug 
down as though they were shaken 
through a sieve. Just drop a dry fl) 
over where you see the water dimpled 
and bang! If you are fishing on one of 
those hot days that are rare in this 
state, and the fish aren’t breaking th 
surface, put on a heavier leader and 
tandem Gray Ghost streamer. Then 
cruise slowly along. The fish may be 
just under the surface, or maybe a littl 
deeper, but are never more than 12 o1 
14 ft. down. When you've connected with 
3 or 4 fish here, you’ve got your 10-lb 
limit. 

You can’t drive to Pierce Pond, and 
that’s why it is so good. To get there you 
must make arrangements to be poled 
across the Kennebec River at Caratunk 
and then to be toted into the lake ove! 
the dangdest tote road this side of the 
Mississippi. It’s 6% miles to that beauti 
ful piece of fishing water, but for m) 
money—it’s worth it. 

There is only one sportsman’s camp Or 
the shores of Pierce Pond, its doze!

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Maine Fishing Pilgrimage 


E WERE taking our first vacati 

in Maine, and both my wife and 
wanted to get variety in our stopp!) 
places as well as in our fishing. 

Our first stop was at Belgrade Lak 
I hired a boat, rowed about a quarter 
a mile, saw a likely lily-pad patch, a! 
dropped a White Miller fly right on t! 
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| edge of the pads. At once there was a 
| boil on the water, and I knew a fish was 
there. My first catch was a 15-in. yellow 
perch; within 3 hours I had six others. 
rhen I rigged up my casting rod with a 
weedless spoon, and a bass slammed at 


My line got tangled in the lily pads, 
the bass couldn’t run with it, and I 
couldn’t gain an inch on him. Finally I 
worked the line clear. When I got him 
into the boat I found I had a 17-in. small- 
mouth. He surely was all fight and fury. 

When my next bass felt the hook, he 
jumped twice his length out of water, 
and landed on his side with a smack 
that could have been heard clear across 
the lake. It took 20 minutes of splashing 
give and take before I could get that one 
into the boat. He measured 17% in. 

At Skowhegan I was told that the 
best bass stream in the state was right 
there, but I'd better go to Solon, 12 miles 
distant, because locally the Kennebec 
River was filled with logs. I was advised 
to use streamers, so I tied one on the 
end of a 9-ft. leader, using a level line 
and an 81%-ft. fly rod. 

I put that fly right on a small eddy 
behind a big rock. I hadn't retrieved 
even a foot of line before the rod arched 
and I had a bass on. He jumped, and I 
began to worry about my old leader. But 
everything held, and after a long scrap 
I had my first Kennebec River bass. 
You forget your troubles at a time like 
that, and don’t have a care in the world. 

That bass was a 17-incher, and before 
long I had on another that ripped and 
tore all over the river. When I got the 
net under him I was shaking like a leaf. 
I had heped to get some action up there 
in Maine, and I surely was finding it. 

The next stop was at Moosehead Lake, 
where we rented a cabin. The cabin 
owner, &2 man named Cutler, saw me 
hustling out my tackle and offered to 
go fishing with me. He had a 30-ft. 
cruiser, which made it nice, and fixed 
me up with a wire-line trolling rig. 
About a mile from the dock we slowed 
down to a crawl. Cutler told me to drop 
in my line; I did, and complained almost 
at once that the water didn’t seem to be 
very deep because I had fouled the bot- 
tom. Just then my reel began to scream. 

“Pull the bottom in,” said my new 
friend. “It’s trying to get away from 
you!” 

Sure enough, the “bottom” turned out 
to be my best fish yet, a 27-in. landlocked 
salmon. Our score for that afternoon was 
four salmon and six togue, or lake trout. 
When I got back to the cabin I was 
proudly lugging the best string of fish 
I'd ever caught. 

The next morning Cutler took me up 
to the Moose River for some brook-trout 
fishing. The river is very swift and full 
of large rocks which form small eddies. 
My friend handed me a gray-and-white 
streamer which he said was good—and 
before I could tie it to the 9-ft. tapered 
leader, he was landing a 15-in. brook 
trout. On my first cast my rod arched, 
and I had a 14-incher. Within 3 hours 
we had nine trout apiece, and by 4 
o'clock each of us had his limit, all of 
our fish being about 15 in. long. 

I didn’t go out fishing the’ next day 
until about 4 p.m. My wife had protested 
that I was working to death on my vaca- 
tion, and that I'd better take a rest. Late 
in the afternoon Cutler offered to row 
me along the shore, where big lakers 
come in toward evening. I used a 
Streamer fly with a spinner. We hadn't 
gone 500 ft. when my rod kissed the 
water and the reel began to sing. As I 


ee 


reeled in I felt pretty happy, figuring 
the fish already was mine. But it started 
for Greenville and took out about four 
fifths of my line. It required 20 minutes 
of dingdong battle to get that 26-in. 
togue into the boat. Going back over 
the same spot, I got another—a 25-incher. 

We had to leave for home the next 
day, but Maine already had given me 
the grandest vacation of my life.—Joseph 
R. McNamee.

Smallmouth-bass fishing starts July 1 
and continues through the summer and 
all. Our smallmouths are as scrappy as 
any that can be caught. Live or natural 
baits are used most, though many are 
caught on artificials. 

Great Northern pike are taken at all 
times, as are such panfish as yellow 
perch, sunfish, and rock bass. Anyone 
drawing a blank shouldn’t blame the 
fish, for they are plentiful.

Maryland Trout Stream 


ALLEY RUN, in Maryland's cele- 

brated Green Spring Valley, is an 
ideal stream for the fly fisherman who 
likes his fishing in peaceful surround- 
ings. Beginning at Chatolanee Springs, 
this beautiful meadow stream 
about 6 miles through vistas of ever- 
changing beauty, then empties into Lake 
Roland, just a mile from Baltimore’s 
northern city limits. 

From Stevenson on down to Old Court 
Road Bridge, Valley Run is restricted 
to fly fishing only. Spinners are barred. 
You may use wet or dry flies, nymphs, 
streamers, or bucktails. The season 
runs from April 15 to July 15, but the 
fishing is restricted to Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday, and Sun- 
day. Monday and Tuesday are rest days, 
and the stream is restocked on those 
days. The visiting angler is permitted 
five fish only, all others must be re- 
turned to the stream. The legal mini- 
mum size is 7 in., but as the stream is 
stocked each season with several thou- 
sand 8 to 16-in. brook, brown, and rain- 
bow trout, few if any anglers keep the 
small ones. 

Leaving Stevenson the angler finds 
every type of water that he could wish— 
deep pools, glides, riffles, cut banks— 
and the trout are there. About eight 
bridges cross Valley Run, and at each 
rustic span you'll find a deep pool in 
whose depths are lusty brown trout that 
will take a deep and well-fished Yellow 
Tiger bucktail or a streamer fly.

Montana’‘s Flathead Area 


HE NORTH FORK area of the Fiat- 

head River in Montana has some of 
the finest and most varied kinds of fish 
ing and hunting to be found in the 
country. The North Fork comes into the 
state from Canada, flows along the west 
side of the Continental Divide and fol- 
lows along the western boundary of the 
Glacier National Park for about 40 
miles. 

That part of northwestern Montana 
with its streams, lakes, and wilderness 
can be reached by automobile from 
Whitefish and Columbia Falls, Mont 
Forest Service roads parallel the rive 
on the west, and park roads do the 
same for some distance on the east 
Sportsmen coming from the east, if they 
have made prior arrangements with 
local guides or ranchers, can take the 
Great Northern Railway and detrain at 
Whitefish or Belton. One ranch, located 
on the river in the center of the area 
meets its guests at either place. 

The North Fork and its tributaries ar 
well stocked with rainbows, cutthroats 
and Dolly Vardens, the last-mentioned 
trout going up to 20 Ib. In certai! 
months, also, whitefish will take flies 
Early in the season—that is, late in 
June—McGinty and Roya) Coachmar 
are effective flies. Later on the Biack 
Gnat, Red Upright, and other patterns 
are effective. The Dolly Varden, known 
locally as bull trout, go after red-and: 
white plugs 6 and 7 in. long, as well 28 
big spinners. The lakes along that 
drainage also have lots of trout, an 
limit catches are made either by trolling 
or fly fishing. 

Game in that area is abundant. Elk 
grizzly, black, and brown bears, moult 
tain goats, white-tail and mule deer, # 
well as moose inhabit the region.

We made our second trip there in 
August, and although we didn’t get as 
many as we did on our first trip, still 
we were very successful. This was deep- 
down fishing. My all-metal rod was 
rather heavy for this type fishing. I 
used a single-action reel which could 
take 300 ft. of metal line. Attached to 
the end of the line was about 25 ft. of 
bass line, and then the regular leader. 
Different types of lures are used on the 
lake, and there seems to be little pref- 
erence. Experienced anglers told us to 
fish deep, and we took fish at unknown 
depths, probably 100 to 200 ft. However, 
this deep-fishing theory was negatived 
somewhat on two occasions when we 
took fish, while letting out line, at no 
greater distance from the boat than 
50 ft. 

The cutthroats put up their fight 
deep down, as a general rule, and were 
quite played out by the time they were 
brought to the boatside for netting. 
Our fish averaged around 16 in. long, 
were very fat, and made good eating. 

We used oars for our trolling, but I'd 
recommend an outboard for this fish- 
ing. With the motor it’s possible to 
explore much more of the lake, and it 
is a great advantage, after you've trolled 
leisurely up the lake for five or six 
miles, in getting you back to the camp. 

There is plenty of room for camping, 
and charges are very reasonable. We 
had no trouble in getting a boat.—Calvin 
Hazelbaker,. 


Ohio's Leesville Lake 


NE of the best fishing lakes in Ohio 

is Leesville Lake, in the Muskingum 
Conservancy District in the eastern part 
of the state. The lake, man-made as a 
flood-control project, covers 1,000 acres, 
is clear and well vegetated, and as a 
result affords excellent bass and bluegill 
fishing. 

Route 36 from New Philadelphia takes 
you to Sherrodsville. From there Route 
212 leads over good roads to the entrance 
of the lake. Boats, bait, and light re- 
freshments are to be had at the boat 
landing. A few overnight cabins are 
available, and occasionally it is possible 
to rent an outboard motor. These, how- 
ever, usually are engaged well in ad- 
vance by visiting fishermen. 

The shoreline of the lake is well 
wooded, and along the water’s edge are 
bushes and trees which were covered 
over when the lake filled up. These make 
havens for bass and bluegills. There is 
fine sport along the shores with flies and 
small bass plugs. The lake has a fair 
upply of crappies and many catfish are 
caught. May and June are the best 
months to fish.—Georye D. Robey.

HE COUNTRY at the head of the 

Northwest Miramichi River in New 
Brunswick is all open. With field glass- 
es, you can see for miles in every di- 
rection. Moose, deer, and bears are 
plentiful there. 

The river is a good salmon and trout 
stream, and for miles the -upper part 
of it is open, but it is too low and rocky 
for canoeing. However, there are trails 
from pool to pool. We take a tent and 
camp where the best fishing is. We 
carry in equipment by team, which re- 
turns at a stated time to take us out. 
Such a team costs $8 to $10 a day, and 
it takes 2 days to get in. 

June and July are the best months 
for the fishing.—R. G. Scott. 


Nova Scotia Fishing News 


ECORDS of the catches made by 
anglers in 43 Nova Scotia salmon 

rivers last season show a drop of more 
than 3,600 salmon as compared to the 
rod-and-reel catch in 1945. This drop is 
believed to be almost entirely due to the 
extreme drought conditions that pre- 
vailed throughout spring, summer, and 
autumn. 

There is fine striped-bass fishing in 
the coastal and inland waters of the 
province, but except for a minimum-size 
limit of 16 in., and a bag limit of not 
more than 30 fish nor more than 20 Ib., 
there are no restrictions or seasons on 
this game fish. The most productive area 
for stripers is the Shubenacadie River to 
Grand Lake, from which the river flows 
to the sea. Thousands of stripers make 
an annual migration up this river to the 
lake, and many of them remain in fresh 
water.—C. F. Bowes. 


Wisconsin’s Flambeau District 


OST OF US outdoor folks have fish- 

ing hangouts that we prefer above 
all others. With me such places not 
always are those where I’ve caught the 
most fish. There are other things to be 
considered—good food, good water, sur- 
roundings, and favorable weather. 

The Lac du Flambeau region in Wis- 
consin is one of my favorites. Some old- 
timers say “it is fished out.” Well, I can 
claim to be an old-timer myself, for I’ve 
been going there for 30 years. While it 
is true that the fishing is not what it was 
in years gone by, when a fisherman could 
catch more fish than he could use, there’s 
still enough good fishing there to satisfy 
any reasonable man. 

The Flambeau district has both large- 
mouth and smallmouth bass, wall-eyes, 
muskies, and the usual 
outstanding day of my fishing experience 
up there was in Izaak Walton Lake, for- 
merly known as Swamp Lake. A friend 
and I made an early start, took our 
lunches 
3 miles through the woods to this lake. 
We fished with all kinds of bait, both 
live and artificial, and up to noon had no 
success. 

On the opposite side of the lake were 
2 small islands, covered with nice trees. 
We paddled over to one of these, built 
a fire, made coffee in an old tin gallon 
bucket, and had a swell camp lunch, 
sharing a can of pork and beans with 
3 pine squirrels. 

The wind came up and the lake got 
pretty rough. Our boat was of galva- 
nized iron, big, old, and clumsy, hired 
from an Indian. So we decided to fish 
on the north side of the island, out of the

Ontario Spring Bear 


HE hunting trip I enjoy most is for 

bears in the spring. At that time the 
trout are on the surface and really bite. 
We usually go out around May 10 and 
stay 2 weeks. The pelts then are in good 
condition, and stay that way until the 
end of the month. 

We go to Stormy Lake, Ontario, 36% 
traveling all 
the way by canoe. We do our cooking 
and eating’in a cabin, but sleep in tents 
The lake is far enough in the bush so 
that the fishing and hunting are good. 

As much as I’ve been in the forest, we 
always leave it up to our guides to decide 
when and where to go for our bears and 
how to hunt them. If, at times, the 
hunting gets tough, we spend a day or 


| so fishing, then go back to our hunt with 
| renewed hope. Most persons make the 


mistake of rushing the guides. We feel 
the guides know it’s their job to get 
us our game and fish, and by letting 
them do it in their own way we are sure 
of a successful trip. We've been taking 
the same jaunt for 7 years in succession 
and have enjoyed every one of them. 

Dinorvic is on theTrans-Canada High 
way. There are good camp accomoda 
tions 1% miles south of Dinorvic, and a 
combined fishing and hunting trip can be 
arranged through that camp.— Mrs. 
Josephine Alto. 


Upper Manitou Lake 


HIRTY MILES south of Dryden, in 

northwestern Ontario, is Upper Mani 
tou Lake, a big body of water that 
stretches south for almost 50 miles. At 
its southeastern end it is joined to an 
other lake by Manitou Straits. The two 
lakes make a vast fishing ground which 
gives some of the finest sport to be found 
anywhere. 

Muskies up to 50 Ib. have been taken 
I have seen Northern pike up to 50 in. 
long. Lake trout and wall-eyes are 
abundant. In the bays there are large 
mouth bass. As these waters are lo 
cated in a remote and isolated country 
good fishing is assured for many years 
to come. 

The visiting angler may park his cai 
at Wabigoon (reached either from Du 
luth in the east or Kenora to the west 
board a launch for a pleasant 24-mil¢ 
trip through Wabigoon and Dinorwi« 
Lakes, then make a 6-mile portage by) 
truck to Gold Rock, where the onl) 
camp in that region is located. At that 
camp white and Indian guides are t 
be had, and the accommodations ar‘ 
good. 

I’ve found the lake-trout fishing there 
in May the best I’ve had in Canada, and 
it’s just as good in fall. Muskies ar 
there for the taking from the opening 


| of the season in late June right up t 
| the closing date in late October. 
When the lake trout are at or nea 


the surface, the best lures are wobbling 
spoons, preferably copper-colored. Featt 
ered spinners are tops for muskies an‘ 
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as far in advance as possible to insure good accommodations. 





Northern pike. Any of the popular bass 
plugs will take the largemouth. A June 
Bug spinner, with small fly, worm, or 
minnow attached, is best for wall-eyes. 
There is so much water that you need 
never fish the same lake area twice. 
There is moose, deer, and grouse hunt- 
ing in season. You can get a combina- 
| tion bear and fishing license 
| spring for $10.50. 
The ferry leaves Wabigoon dock short- 
y after noon on Tuesdays and Fridays. 


Special trips, however, may be arranged | 


for with the camp proprietor at Gold 
Rock, via Wabigoon. The fee for a spe- 
cial trip is $20 one way. On scheduled 
days the charge is $2 a person, luggage 
included. 

For a fishing or hunting trip far re- 
moved from the avenues of tourist 
travel, where the nearest telephone is 
30 miles away, the upper reaches of 
Manitou Lake provide the answer. Boat 
and guide fees, and rates for accommo- 
dations, are in line with standard “ceil- 

| ings” throughout northwestern Ontario.

Nipigon Trout 


OR MANY YEARS the speckled-trout 

fishing in the Nipigon region of On- 
tario has been famous. The biggest trout 
of that species on record—14% lb.—was 
taken here, and 5-pounders are rather 
common, 

Fort William and Port Arthur, Ont., 

are logical points of entry from the 
west. Both cities are on Thunder Bay, 
on the northwest shore of Lake Su- 
perior. They may be reached via Du- 
luth, Minn., via the International Bridge, 
155 miles from Duluth. From the east 
approach from Toronto is by Route 11 
to North Bay, Ont., thence through 
Cochrane, Hearst, Geraldton, and Em- 
| pire to Nipigon. This is a part of the 
| new Trans-Canada Highway, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The Canadian 
Pacific and Canadian National Rail- 
ways also tap this region. 

Along the north shore of Lake Su- 

perior the chief going-in points are 
| Nipigon, Schreiber, Jackfish, Rossport, 
| and Heron Bay, all of which are reached 
by the Canadian Pacific. Highway 17 
leads off Route 11 to Rossport and 
Schreiber. 

Lake Nipigon, 70 miles long and 35 
miles wide, is dotted with islands. Riv- 
ers lead back into the forests where 
are moose, deer, and bears. This is the 
land of the Ojibway Indians, and the 
Visiting sportsmen will see them gliding 
along in their canoes, camping in their 
bark tepees, and drying their winter's 
supply of meat. They make excellent 
guides, 

The Nipigon Forest Reserve contains 
7,100 square miles and surrounds Lake 
Nipigon. The lake discharges into Lake 
Superior through the Nipigon River, 
300 to 400 ft. wide, which expands into

price. At many fishing camps cabins may 
be had at very reasonable rates, or you 
can put up at a hotel in some near-by 


| town and drive out daily to the fishing 


waters. 

Charter boating, for salt-water fishing 
is booming in practically every city on 
both the east and west coasts of the 
state. A boat for a party of four will cosi 
$40 a day, more or less—depending or 
what you want. The standard rate in 
Key West is $50 a day. Some large boats 


| on bottom-fishing trips, carry 20 persons 
| or more at a rate of about $3.50 a person 


Incidentally, it’s always best to have a 
prior understanding with the boatman as 
to the disposal of your catch. There have 
been some hot controversies over this 
point. 

If you want to be a lone wolf, you'll be 
able to rent small inboard boats in many 
places for approximately $7 a day, and 
upward. 

There’s wonderful fishing in the Flo: 
ida Keys, if you get that far south, and 
the Overseas Highway is in itself re 
markable. Hundreds of men daily risk 
life and limb by fishing from highway 
bridges, and bring in assorted catches 
of about everything from grunts to jew- 
fish. Trolling over the side of the bridge 
with a feather bait sometimes brings 
good results, but don’t try it from your 
car, for that’s against the law. Grunts, 
groupers, mangrove snappers, and othe! 
bottom fish can be taken readily on hand 
lines, using cut mullet or shrimp fo: 
bait. 

There’s a rash of new fishing camps 
along the highway, and many of them 
offer complete facilities—boats, guides, 
bait, tackle, food, and lodging. 

Key West, famous old city at the end 
of the highway, offers plenty of charte: 
boat and small-boat fishing. There's 
wonderful bottom fishing around the 
reefs a few miles offshore, and fine sail 
fishing a few miles farther out in the 
Atlantic. Bonito, king mackerel, huge 
groupers and vicious barracuda are 
among the prizes you can’t miss in these 
waters. The price of meals in Key West 
is about the same as in Miami, but the 
cost of lodging is considerably less.

The variety of fish is endless, rangin 
from small red snappers, perch, and se 
trout up to the king of all game fish, th 
fighting tarpon. 

The fishing starts in spring, an 
reaches its peak in the summer month 
Here, on moonlit nights, the tarpon az 
so thick that the sound of their feedin 
explodes on the night air. It’s nothing t 
tie into 20 or 30 fish ranging in weigh 
from 50 to more than 100 lb. in just 
few hours, but it’s a lucky man who ca: 
land more than one or two out of ever 
10 hooked. 

On a trip to that area last spring, 
party of four other anglers and I spen 
just one night tarpon fishing. We ha: 
21 in 3 hours, losing all but two as th 
fish threw the hooks in a series of spe: 
tacular jumps. The captain said tha 
was a poor night, as he often had partie 
that raised as many as 100 fish in 
single evening. 

Tarpon fishing is heavy-tackle fishing 
but the light-tackle men can have all the 
sport they want in that area. Since th: 
rezion is largely virgin, the plug caste 
will find that virtually every lure he ha 
in his box will take fish in short orde: 

It’s customary to take 200 to 300 liv 
baits with you on a day’s jaunt in these 
waters, and it’s rare indeed when an) 
are brought back. The fishing holes ars 
so many that our guide told us he neve 
fished the same spot more than once 
month. If we didn’t catch fish withir 
several minutes, he’d pull up anchor and 
seek another location more productiv 
At one spot we had seven different fis 
in 5 minutes, and on our last afternoor 
the final hour of fishing produced sea 
trout, snappers, jacks, and others just 
as fast as we could cast and land ’en 
The lures were taken as soon as they hit 
water. 

Shark River is located in the middl« 
of a vast game preserve, and you'll se¢ 
‘ountless numbers of egrets, herons 
cranes, and other birds peculiar t 
southern Florida. It is isolated territory 
and the services of a competent guid: 
are necessary. 

You have three ways to get there. You 
can go by automobile to Everglades Cit 
on the west coast of Florida, and hire 
boat and guide for the trip; or you ca 
drive to Flamingo, on the extreme soutl 
ern tip of Florida, and charter a boat 
from there; or you can charter a boat 
at almost any spot on either coast of 
Florida, and make the entire journey by 
water. 

The most economical, and perhaps the 
most comfortable, way is via Flamingo 
Accommodations are available at a lodg¢ 
a few miles south of Homestead. A fis} 
ing camp is located 29 miles from th¢ 
lodge or just 40 minutes by automobils 
At the camp you get into a comfortable 
fishing cruiser, and an hour later you 
and your friends can wet your lines ir 
the headwaters of the Shark River itself 
If you want tarpon fishing, leave th: 
fishing camp at noon and spend the 
afternoon at plug casting or bait fishin: 
At dusk the real tarpon fishing start 
This method enables the angler to get 
all but one of his meals at the lodge, and 
to sleep ashore. Either of the oth: 
routes to the river mean sleeping aboa! 
a boat and provisioning it for an « 
tended trip. 

Rates at the lodge are reasonable and 
box lunches are furnished to eat aboard 
the boat. Charter rates for boats va! 
but average from $40 to $60 a day. TI 
includes use of heavy tackle and tl 
services of a guide.

crappies, perch, black bass, perch, shad, 
and striped bass are found in the area, 
with the last species predominating. 


These waters have some of the world’s | 
finest striper fishing—for stripers up to | 


60 lb. The reason for their abundance 
here is that they are anadromous, com- 
ing into fresh water from the sea to 
spawn. They find food in plenty, and 
vast areas of shallow water and sand 
bars suitable for spawning. 

During the spawning season it is not 
unusual to see the water actually 
churned by great schools of stripers. 
Failing that, you can always spot a 
spawning area by the water’s milky 
color, which it takes on as the male 
stripers fertilize the eggs. You also can 
see females rise and descend in the 
water, in order to increase or lessen the 
water pressure to aid them in spawning. 
Another oddity is to be noted. A large 
school of small bass will surround a 
striper ready to spawn. Making a great 
commotion, they descend, then rise to 
hit the spawner in the stomach to help 
her free her eggs.

Navesink River in New Jersey were 


released in the Carquinez Straits, a few | 
miles east of San Francisco Bay. Again | 


in 1882 a shipment of 300 stripers from 
the Shrewsbury River, in New Jersey, 
was released in Suisuin Bay. 


Now, in the Stockton region described, | 


about 17,500 residents enjoy the fasci- 
nating sport of striper fishing, not count- 
ing the thousands who come from San 
Francisco and other parts of the state 
to participate in it. 

Bait fishing or trolling from a boat, 
and bank fishing with bait are the meth- 
ods used. There is no close season on the 
fish but certain regulations must be ob- 


served, such as no fishing between sun- | 


set and sunrise, no fish under 12 in., and 
a daily limit of five fish. Also, these fish 
are not to be shipped out of the state, or 
offered for sale. Only one rod per person, 
and not more than three single hooks, 


| or two lures with triple hooks, may be 


employed. 

There are two annual migrations of 
stripers from the ocean. The spawning 
run comes in the spring, generally be- 
ginning in March and extending into 
June. The second, commonly known as 
the “winter bass run,” usually begins in 
September and lasts anywhere from 2 
weeks to 2 months. 

Weather, as it affects the condition 
of the water, plays an important part in 
the start of these migrations.

The winter run is primarily for feeding 
purposes and perhaps offers the best 
fishing, for the bass are full of fight 
and the water usually is nice and clear. 

Stripers are omnivorous feeders, eat- 
ing both animal and vegetable matter. 
The most successful baits used are fresh 
sardines, shrimps, clams, squid, and live 
minnows, with sardines and minnows 
topping the list. Bait hooks used are 
Nos. 5, 6, and 7. Spoons and artificials 
such as are used for black bass also 
take. A heavy sinker is attached to the 
line when stillfishing. About 100 ft. of 
No. 9 line (but no sinker) are used when 
trolling. Striped bass swim in schools, 
so once one of a party gets a strike, it 
is common to see five or six fish pulled 
in in quick succession.

on most of the streams, although periods 
of rainy weather may affect the trout’s 
feeding habits. Popular flies are the Rio 
Grande King, Gray Hackle, Cowdung, 


| Ginger Quill, and Grasshopper. Other 
| patterns have their adherents, and when 
conditions are right the trout are not 


particular. 
Four kinds of trout are found in the 


| basin streams. They are the rainbow, 


native cutthroat, Loch Leven, and brook. 
The cutthroat, favorite with many 
anglers, is disappearing and is to be 
found only at the headwaters of the 
harder-to-reach streams. Rainbows are 
found in nearly all waters. In recent 
years the state has been stocking streams 
particularly their lower reaches, with 
Loch Levens. For some unexplained rea- 
in disfavor with 
state fish culturists. None are being 
stocked regularly, though many of the 
smaller streams are particularly suitable 
for them. 

Durango, largest city in the basin, has 
about 7,000 population, good hotels, and 
tourist courts. Dude ranches, lodges, and 
resorts of every imaginable type and 
price are located in the vicinity. Several 
outfitters are available, and their serv- 
ices range all the way from near-luxuri- 
ous to rough and ready. 

The basin may be reached by narrow- 
gauge railroad, bus lines, fairly good 
automobile roads, and airplane. The rail- 
road is wonderfully scenic but slow and 
short on accommodations. So are bus 
lines. All of the basin’s important towns, 
except Dolores, are located on U.S. High- 
ways 550 and 160, which intersect at 
Durango. 

Chamber of Commerce secretaries and 
sporting-goods-store dealers will advise 
the angler as to the nearest accommoda- 
tions. However, a good bet usually over- 
looked is to inquire the names of some of 
the best local anglers. Look them up. 
Most of them have nothing to sell the 
visitor, and will be glad to give him tips 
that the business or Chamber of Com- 
merce employee has to skip. 

If the visitor impresses the local fish- 
erman as a right guy, he may get onto 
some fishing that the man with the pro- 
fessional guide never dreams of.—Hoyt 
Cc. Miller, 


Lake Erie Fishing 


UT-IN-BAY, OHIO, scene of Commo- 

dore Oliver Hazard Perry’s great 
naval victory in the War of 1812, for 
many years has been the favorite fishing 
spot for hundreds of fishermen. 

Located in western Lake Erie, the 
limestone islands there give smallmouth 
bass fishing which is hard to beat. For 
variety there are crappies, white bass, 


| sheepshead, catfish, and several other 
| species of fish. The fish are taken on 
| fly rod, bait rod, or by stillfishing and 


trolling. 

For wall-eyes trolling is preferred. 
These fish, incidentally, are known as 
“pickerel” in those parts. Trolling par- 
ties go out daily from Put-in-Bay, Port 
Clinton, Lakeside, Sandusky, and Toledo, 
fishing either in Ohio or Canadian 
An Ontario license is required 
for fishing on the Canadian side. Good 
days usually see fishermen taking their 
limit of 6 wall-eyes a day on the Cana- 
dian side, and fishing for the rest of the 
day on the American side. 

There are hotel accommodations at 
Put-in-Bay, Ottawa County, Ohio, or at 
island cottages, and prices are 
very reasonable.—Lou Klewer.

If he fails, withhold his license. Such a 
law would produce more real riflemen

and one-shot kills, fewer wounded ani- 
mals and accidentally killed hunters. 

I also think it’s time the government 
paid a bounty sufficiently large to in- 
sure the extermination of the wolf on 
this continent. A few crackpots insist 
the wolf is necessary, but the men of the 
north woods know best, and have a dif- 
ferent story to tell. Let’s do something 
about those predators now.—Leon 4G.

nevertheless leans to the conservative in touting new spots 
to fish. If he was hopped up over this mystery lake, I was 
willing to go overboard without any questions asked. 

“When do we leave?’ I demanded, interrupting some 
more details about his trip. 

“Wait a minute!” laughed Fred. “I’m not so sure I want 
all the fishermen in the country to find out about this lake.” 

“Come, come Fred,” I insisted. ‘You wouldn’t be that 
inhuman! Besides, you can blindfold me if you want. I’m 
not going to give away any secrets.” 

He gave in then, but he couldn’t very well blindfold me 
when we went because we decided to take my car. After 
all, I’m no Houdini. 


’VE already said Fred’s one of the best fishermen in the 

West. That shouldn't identify the lake because the West’s 
a pretty big place and there are lots of cattle ranches in it. 
Likewise, I can see no harm in saying we drove a few 
hundred miles out of Pasadena, California, over a desert 
highway. Although it was night I could read the signs, and 
we were in familiar country until we passed through one 
certain town. 

“Straight ahead,” commanded Fred. 

“Huh?” I demanded. “There ain’t any trout fishing that 
way!” 

“Straight ahead, son,” insisted Fred. 

We drove straight ahead. Maybe he was taking me on a 
circuitous route to throw me off. A silly ruse, it seemed, 
because eventually I’d get wise to where we were going. 
He’d have to trust me sooner or later. 

A few miles farther and we climbed gradually onto a 
broad, semiarid plateau, rimmed by jagged, gaunt moun- 
tains. We’d been on the road about six hours but we'd 
stopped to eat and get gas, so we couldn’t have covered much 
more than 300 miles. Occasionally we 
passed the ruins of homesteaders’ 
cabins—-windowless, roofless ghosts 
of some pioneers’ dreams of independ- 
ence. In the eerie half light of ap- 
proaching dawn these tragic remains 
served to heighten the mystery and 
suspense. The saw-toothed moun- 
tains were dark, forbidding. 

The air was keen. I looked at the 
temperature gauge on the dashboard. 
Despite the fact that we’d been climb- 
ing so much I had to keep steady 
pressure on the accelerator, the red line of the heat indicator 
hadn’t risen a bit.

I read the road sign. I’d heard of the country before, but

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vast semiarid plains to

fifty miles. It was mostly desert, with 
a few small cattle ranches in the mead- 
ows of tiny creeks that scarcely flow 
in late summer. The road was narrow 
and winding. I had to shift into second 
to surmount a few ridges. 

As the sun crept slowly into the sky 
we drew closer to the pifions and scrub 
cedars of the foothills. Every so often 
crudely lettered signs marked trails up 
wooded canyons, probably to prospec- 
tors’ diggings which had been aban- 
doned for many years. Certainly there’d 
been no travel over the brushy paths for 
a long time. 

“Turn left at the next side road,” 
said Fred. 

I turned—and almost pitched us 
through the roof of the car before I 
could slow down. The dirt road wound 
through the sage, which filled the air 
with its acrid, almost overpowering, 
odor.

I looked at Fred. He had a grin on 
his face like a kid who got a new red 
toy for Christmas. 

“Let ’em go,” he whispered as we sat 
in the car munching on some cake we'd 
bought the night before and washing it 
down with coffee that actually was still 
warm although it had been in the vac- 
uum bottles for many hours.

It was 
windy for a spell the other time I was 
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With that gale blowing, even Fred's southpaw tactics were fruitless 
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up here. But it calmed down in 
the afternoon.” 

As I said, I’m not a guy to 
sell Fred short. So after break- 
fast I got in the lee of the car, 
out of the wind, and rigged up 
my six-ounce steelhead rod 
with a C-level line. If any rod 
and line could get a big fly out 
in that gale, this would be 
the one. 

I should have tied on my fly 
in the car, or at least behind it, 
out of the wind. Then I wouldn't 
have had to depend on Fred’s 
for the rest of the trip. You see, 
as soon as I opened the top of 
my mammoth plastic, trans- 
parent fly box a blast of wind 
whistled right down the can- 
yon, caught my flies, and de- 
posited them all over the lake 
and the sandy beach. At least 
ten dozen of them were gone! 


LL I had left were a few 

steelhead flies that were 

too heavy to blow out, or were 

so big and bright that I could pick them 
up from the sand. I was wiped out! 

We all know it’s foolish to carry all 
your eggs in one basket. I think it’s 
dumber to carry all your best flies in 
one box. That is, if you’re going to 
fish Fred’s secret lake in a gale! 

“Trying to chum ’em with flies, eh?” 
Fred cracked when I explained my pre- 
dicament. “Forget it. I got plenty. All 
we need is to find what they want.” 

Not an easy assignment. At least 
not for me. Every time I cast I’d bither 
wrap the line around my own neck—or 
Fred’s. When I did get out I’d start to 
retrieve the fly, only to have a gust of 
wind pick up the line and deposit it 
fifteen feet away. It was rather dis- 
concerting! 

Fred’s no green hand at casting in a 
gale. He was using a heavy G-B-D 
steelhead line, and a rod with plenty of 
backbone. The wind was blowing down 
the canyon, coming from the right. 
Fred’s left-handed, so the wind didn’t 
bother him as much as it did me; every 
time I cast, the line blew right back in 
my face. 

I even tried casting with my left 
hand; I’m sort of ambidextrous with a 
rod, and have been ever since a few 
years ago when I busted a finger on my 
right hand and had to cast left-handed 
or stop fishing. But on this day even 
casting lefty didn’t help. 

So long as Fred kept working I 
wouldn’t quit. But when he finally ad- 
mitted the wind had him stymied I was 
more than ready to call a halt. We'd 
tried everything in the book: spinners, 
plugs, streamers, and big wet flies. Fred 
had hooked a couple and landed one, a 
measly brownie that would run about 
a pound. I had one strike but lost the 
trout—a sizable one, too—when he 
rolled himself up in the leader and 
broke it. 

“Camping’s out of the question,” Fred 
declared.” Even if we could make the 
tent stay put, it would be too cold. I 
didn’t bring any extra blankets for my 
bedroll. We might as well drive back 
to the nearest town for the night and 
come back here tomorrow. Maybe the 
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wind will have died down by then.” 

I agreed with Fred. The nearest town 
was only sixty miles away! 

We were lucky to get a place to spend 
the night. All the tourist cabins were 
taken but the good-natured proprietor 
of one, a friend of Fred's, let us bunk in 
a spare bedroom. At dinner that night, 
a whopping, well-aged, and tender beef- 
steak made us forget our tough luck 
temporarily. 

We were up at 6 next morning. Our 
hopes rose when we noticed that not a 
breath stirred the tall, yellowing pop- 
lars and cottonwoods. Maybe the wind 
had died down in the mountains, too. 

We didn’t lose any time getting back 
to Fred’s lake. The weather had turned 
even colder. The edges of the lake were 
coated thinly 
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Sulky fish induced these anglers to beach their rubber boat. One tried stillfishing; the other simply quit 


was casting before I had my rod rigged 
up. The wind had died down. Too much 
so, I decided; I prefer just enough riffle 
so that the trout can’t see my leader if 
I happen to make a sloppy cast or two. 

Wet or dry? Fred had taken one of 
his light dry-fly rods, so I followed suit. 
But I had to admit there seemed little 
chance of a hatch of flies. It was too 
cold for that. But I tied a No. 12 dry 
fly with gray hackles and a yellow body 
to a 744-foot leader tapered down to 
2X, and got into action. 

The shore on the side of the lake 
where we parked the car seemed best. 
Besides, that was where Fred and his 
friends had such good luck with brown- 
ies on the other trip.

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ITHIN the next two years our fresh waters are 

going to be called on to provide sport for more 

than 4 million more anglers than they did before 

the second World War. In 1941, the last near- 
normal fishing year before we went to war, close to 8% mil- 
lion Americans bought fishing licenses. If you will think back 
to 1941 you will recall that in many parts of the country 
most of the good, or even fairly good, lakes and streams 
were uncomfortably overcrowded and dangerously over- 
fished, and in many once-productive waters there weren't 
any too many game fish left to be caught. 

The war, with millions of sportsmen serving in the armed 
forces or working long hours in war industries, saw yearly 
fishing-license sales drop—but even at the height of our 
military and industrial effort they didn’t drop below the 
714-million level. 

Last spring and summer, although rods were practically 
unbuyable and most other tackle items were mighty hard 
to get, license sales skyrocketed. Reports from numerous 
states of record-smashing hordes of purchasers prove that 
in 1946 there were many more anglers seeking sport on our 
lakes and streams than there ever had been before. 

There will be even more of them this year, and there is 
every indication that 1948 will make good the prediction that 
a few years after the war we would have at least 12% million 
fresh-water fishermen. 

Face to face with an accomplished-fact big increase in 
the number of anglers, and plainly warned of even bigger 
increases in the years just ahead of us, what are we doing? 


OST of our state fish-and-game commissions are now 
doing their level best to meet the crisis by increasing 
the capacities of their hatcheries sufficiently for them to be 
able to stock their waters more heavily than ever before. 
That's fine—so far as it goes. But it doesn’t go nearly far 
enough to solve our problem. To grow big enough annual 
crops of game fish to satisfy the legitimate demand for 
sport by the tremendous number of fishermen we soon are 
going to have, we must restore and expand our game-fish 
habitat. To do that we must have, everywhere, water clean 
enough for game fish to live and breed in. 
Are we assuring ourselves of that first essential for fish 
production? Are we effectively guarding against pollution, 
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or even against increased pollution, those comparatively few 
streams and lakes whose water still is pure enough for 
them to produce maximum annual crops of game fish? Are 
we cleaning up the grossly-polluted waters which no longer 
can produce normal fish crops and which wouldn’t be decent 
places to fish in if they could? 

We are not! 

A few states, and two or three interstate agencies, are 
making substantial progress in reducing water pollution and 
so increasing game-fish habitat, but what we are doing on 
the national level is just what we were doing in 1941—with 
the exception that we are doing more of it. And that’s not 
a pretty picture! 


BOUT 3,500 small and large communities are still be- 
ing permitted to pump the untreated body wastes of 
more than 29 million people—a foul flood of raw sewage 
exceeding 900 billion gallons a year—into our inland and 
coastal waters. Leaving aside both the unspeakable nastiness 
of using our streams as open sewers, and the unnecessary 
hazard to the public health created by such sewage contam- 
ination of downriver water supplies, this form of pollution 
has ruined fishing in thousands of once-good waters. Al- 
though raw sewage is not so directly deadly to fish life as are 
many of the industrial wastes now being discharged into 
our waters, biochemical changes which occur as a stream 
digests the sewage use up the oxygen dissolved in the 
water. When the pollution load grows too heavy these 
changes exhaust the oxygen to such a degree that the fish, 
especially game fish which require a higher proportion of 
oxygen than do coarse fish, are smothered. Decaying wastes 
from meat-packing houses, run-off water from vegetable 
and fruit canneries, and some other forms of industrial 
pollution exhaust the oxygen in the water the same way. 
We are permitting the owners of worked-out and active 
bituminous coal mines to drain at least 2 million tons of 
sulphuric acid a year into our rivers. Sulphuric acid, even 
when highly diluted, is sure death to fish. So are the many 
poisonous wastes from lead and zinc mines, petroleum wells, 
metallurgical plants, and oil and sugar refineries, tanneries, 
chemical works, and distilleries. Even back-street garages 
and small laundries add their fish-killing contributions of 
old crankcase oil and used bleaching solutions to the vast and 
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Here’s your chance to deal a deathblow to 
the pollution of our waters. Just half a cen- 
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tury ago Congress killed the first bill aimed 
at ending this evil. Since then, year after

ever-increasing flood of lethal industrial pollution. 

We are permitting pulp, paper, fiberboard, and textile 
mills to discharge tremendous quantities of fibrous 
wastes, and coal and metal mines to discharge millions 
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year, every attempt to pass a real correc- 
tive measure has been defeated. Right now

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of tons of rock powders, into our waters. Most of this 
pollution is not poisonous, but it spoils fishing just as 
effectively by covering the bottoms of streams and 
lakes with a thick layer of inert matter which blankets 
spawning beds and prevents fish-food plants from 
growing. 

Dr. Thomas Parran, surgeon-general of the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service, says that the combined sewage and 
industrial wastes being poured into our waters approxi- 
mate the raw-sewage contribution of 100 million people. 
And Public Health Service sanitary engineers estimate 
the cost to the nation of this disgraceful misuse of our 
waters as at least $100,000,000 a year. 

That’s our national water-pollution picture. It isn’t 
a pretty picture—and it smells even worse than it looks! 


HE facts about water pollution have become so 

thoroughly and widely known that even the most fla- 
grant polluters and their paid apologists have given 
up denying them. They don’t care what the sufferers 
from pollution say about this evil so long as they can 
keep them from doing anything to stop it. So far their 
legislative tactics have been 100 percent successful. 
As Representative Karl E. Mundt, the South Dakotan 
who is the stand-out Congressional fighter against this 
vile abuse of our waters, says: “It seems to me that 
next to the weather there has been more talk and less 
action on the subject of pollution control than any other 
problem discussed on Capitol Hill in the last decade. 
The pollution of our waters has been talked about, de- 
bated, diagnosed, surveyed, analyzed, condemned, and 
castigated, but nothing—positively and completely noth- 
ing—has been done to control it.”

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HE DOCTOR we call Bob had long 

been yearning to get his sights on 

one of the rip-roaring grizzlies 

that roam the rockslides overlook- 
ing the North Fork of the Flathead 
River, which is in the northwestern cor- 
ner of our state—Montana. But the ur- 
gency of his professional duties had kept 
him close to his home and office to such 
an extent that he’d only been able to 
make one-day hunts now and then. 
Thus Bob had tested his .30/06 Win- 
chester Model 70 on a black and a 
brown bear, downing each with a sin- 
gle shot. But he’d never found time for 
the two or three days needed to shoot 
in the grizzly country up near the Al- 
berta border. 

I thought of this one day last spring 
when I saw Bob leaving the hospital. 

“Scotty, Chett, and I are going to take 
a crack at grizzlies next week,” I said. 
“How about making it this time?” 

“Sure would like to, but two of my 
women patients have babies due about 
then.” 

“Can't they wait?” 

“Guess you know more about bears 
than babies,’’ Bob said with a chuckle. 
“Tell you what I'll do though—TI’ll check 
the situation and call you.” 

“Fine. We can probably make the 
trip over the week-end,” I said encour- 
agingly. “With an early start we could 
be hunting by Saturday evening.” That 
parting idea, I thought, ought to do the 
trick. In fact, I felt so strongly that the 
lure of the big bruins would somehow 
assure Bob’s presence on our trip that 
I laid in an extra supply of food for him 
right away, and made other necessary 
preparations for the brief journey. 

All of this paid off later when 
the doctor phoned the good 
news to me that I'd been hop- 
ing and waiting for. Accord- 
ingly, we all met at a restaur- 
ant that Saturday and, after 
stowing away generous break- 
fasts, got under way. Two and 
a half hours later we were 
shoveling through the first 
snowdrifts on mountain roads 
4,500 feet up! Windfalls and 
drifts were so bothersome at 
this last part of the trip that we 
were delayed several hours. 
You can’t make much headway 
when bucking eighteen inches 
of snow, and because of this it 
required more time to travel 
those last few miles than the 
other seventy. 


HE car was parked where 

the trail joined the road, and 
in no time we were off down 
the easy grade on foot, pack- 
ing sleeping bags, food, and 
gear on our backs. The first 
two miles were a snap, but 
when the going began to get 
steeper and steeper, those

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packs seemed to 
be filled with lead 
weights. 

“How much far- 
ther must we lug 
this stuff before we get to shoot a 
bear?” a perspiring Scotty demanded 
as we took a short rest. 

“I always figure,” said Chett slowly, 
“that when I’m skinned from stern to 
ears, we’re about two miles from camp.” 

“You sure we haven’t already passed 
the spot? This pack has my hide worn 
off from my neck down.” And I knew 
just how Scotty felt! 

As a matter of fact, we were almost 
there at the time, and those last few 
hundred yards are always bearable 
when the end is in sight. Our camp was 
located in a stand of balsams which 
shaded us from the afternoon sun, but 
were not thick enough to stop the cool 
breezes that drifted through the can- 
yon. To the south and west, 8,000-foot 
peaks wore a heavy blanket of hard- 
packed snow, and to the north the 
southern slopes of the range were rap- 
idly shedding their winter cloak for the 
fresh green of spring. 


THESE areas a bear emerging from 
hibernation is not too particular in his 
choice of food—-just so long as there is 
plenty of green grass and early plant 
life around. Winter-killed animals upon 
which a bruin could feed are generally 
cleaned up by coyotes long before the 
grizzly awakens from his long sleep, so 
he stuffs himself with greens and gets 
fat on them until the season can supply 
a more varied diet. In east-west drain- 
ages with steep slopes facing south— 
such as those near by— it’s easy to pin- 
point the feeding areas used by either 
grizzlies or blacks, and that is exactly 
why we’d chosen this particular region. 
By the time we'd pitched camp and 


got our belongings under cover, the 
party was raring to get to those rock- 
slides, especially since the threatening 
sky meant there’d be half an hour less 
than the usual evening shooting light, 
and it was a good three miles to the best 
hunting area. Since grizzlies are oc- 
casionally found on the slopes adjacent 
to camp, we gave each open slide a 
thorough going over with glasses be- 
fore pushing on. 

Bob was dubious as to how many shots 
from his .30/06 would be required to 
hold down a tough old grizzly. 

“Tt’ll probably take all the cartridges 
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I’ve got,” he said, “but it’ll be worth it!” 

“With a reasonably close shot,” I re- 
plied, “you might stop him with one 
bullet—but if the range is 200 or 300 
yards you'll be lucky to kill him with 
six!” 

We stopped long enough to watch a 
couple of blacks that were feeding in a 
small clearing several hundred yards be-

low us. However, we didn’t molest them, 
because we had agreed that whoever 
killed a black bear had to do the cook- 
ing for the rest of the trip, and none 
of us relished this chore. 

As we rounded the last bend in the 
trail the big slide lay before us, its 
snow patches glistening in the late sun- 
light. The westerly wind favored us, as 
we intended to 
station ourselves 
300 to 500 yards 
below the feed- 
ing grounds of 
the grizzlies. We 
knew that blacks 
occasionally for- 
aged near the 
same area, but 
most of them usu- 
ally worked along 
the lower portions 
of the slides. Be- 
cause of this we 
always suspected 
that each bruin 
appearing above 
us was a grizzly, 
but each time the 
glasses proved 
otherwise. On one

delayed them at mountain passes. Later they 
were rained off the slopes. Finally the author 
plunged into the alders, and bruins came 


a-running—right to Bob waiting down below! 
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occasion we were deceived by a brownie 
whose light pelt glistened in the bright 
sunlight in such a way that we were 
positive he was a grizzly until we'd 
made a stalk. 

Due to the many patches of alders 
and dwarfed balsams we spread out 
across the slide so each of us could 
watch from a different angle, thereby 
covering the territory thoroughly. Our 
binoculars were in constant use and 
were lowered only long enough to rest 
our arms from the strain. I for one 
would have squatted down gladly to 
search the slide, but the obscuring tops 
of alders made this impossible. 


FTER sweeping the slope carefully 
A for about fifteen minutes I was 
quite satisfied that there were no griz- 
zlies in sight, so I moved to an old buck- 
skin log to rest my arms a bit and sur- 
round myself with enough cigarette 
smoke to discourage the swarms of mos- 
quitoes. Scotty wasn’t far away, and 
when he saw me smoking, he came over. 

“You know, if it weren’t for these 
pesky mosquitoes, I could really enjoy 
this sort of hunting,” he whispered. 
“They're just chawin’ the hide off me!” 

“They're plenty tough, all right. But 
did you see those 
tracks in the snow? 
Look just below 
those rocks to the 
left of the slide— 
there are three sets, 
two close together, 
the other fifty yards 
below.” 

Scotty clapped his 
glasses to his eyes 
and took a long look. 

“I see ‘em!” he 
said excitedly. “But 
you can’t tell what 
made ’em from this 
distance.” 

“Sheep or goats 
are out—they’d have 
negotiated that slope 
easily. Whatever 
came along there did 
some fancy sliding, 
and to me that spells 
just one kind of ani- 
mal: a bear.” 

“I think you’re 
right,” said Scotty. “What d’you say 
we take a closer look?” 

“It may not be a smart idea to leave 
our scent on that slide until we’ve had 
more time to watch it,” I said. “Sup- 
pose we talk it over with Chett and 
Bob.” Keeping down, we moved across 
to where our friends were stationed. 

“What have you seen ?” I asked Chett. 

“A porcupine, two blue grouse, and 
some gophers.” He looked disgusted. 

“Scotty and I found some tracks over 
there,” I said, pointing. “What do you 
think about looking ’em over?” 

“We've only half an hour left. Let’s 
not take the chance of spoiling the slide 
now.” This made sense, and we all 
agreed. There could have been several 
grizzlies poking around up there, hid- 
den by alders. Showing ourselves just 
then might have spooked them away. 

All of us knew this from previous ex- 
periences, but in our anxiety for action

OD-AND-LINE shad fishing has 
made such rapid headway that 
shad—-once looked upon as low- 


caste net fish—are sure to win 

a high place among our game species. 
For centuries many tidal rivers along 
the Atlantic seaboard have teemed with 
shad schools. Long before our trading 
system made them a major market fish, 
shad provided the inhabitants bordering 
these rivers with nutritive food, but 
many a youngster who is still looking 
forward to his second shave can recall 
the time when sportsmen first recog- 
nized them as game fish in most regions. 
The Chickahominy River, one of Vir- 
ginia’s best shad rivers, is an example

of how recently rod-and-line shad an- 
gling first became known. It wasn’t 
until 1944 that the waters at the fa- 
mous Chickahominy Dam yielded any 
shad to anglers, but during the spring 
of 1945 several thousand were reported 
caught there by hook and line. 
Connecticut River shad made their 
full-dress début into the sportsman’s 
orbit when, in the spring of 1941, the 
Nutmeg state’s Board of Fisheries and 
Game became the first conservation 
commission to set aside an area exclu- 
sively for shad fishing with rod and 
line. This area—-which has produced as 
many as 9,370 shad in one season—has 
become kno'vn as the Enfield shad-fish- 





ing grounds. It is located on 
the main Connecticut River 
directly below the Connecti- 
cut Light & Power Company's 
dam. This experiment has 
proved so successful that En- 
field may very well serve as 
the model for the develop- 
ment of rod-and-line shad 
fishing in the rest of the 
country. 

Shad—first cousins of the 
tackle-busting tarpon — mi- 
grate each spring into tidal 
rivers to spawn. This repro- 
ductive urge begins when wa- 
ter temperatures reach 50 or 
55 degrees F., and _ vast 
schools swim in from the sea 
to deposit their eggs along 
gravelly river bottoms. Then, 
spent, they head back for the 
ocean. In Connecticut their 
annual migration rivals in 
volume the great salmon runs 
of other areas. 

What is this new star 
whose discovery now bright- 
ens the angling firmament? 
How does the shad measure 
up to, say, the salmon or the 
bass as a scrapper? Has he 
enough stuff to live up to the 
demands of discriminating 
sportsmen ? 

Seeking first-hand answers 
to these questions, I drove up to Enfield 
with a group of anglers. Enfield lies 1 
the heart’ of the picturesque tobacco- 
growing country a short distance oul 
side of Hartford. To reach the shat 
fishing grounds, one turns off the mall 
highway on a narrow dirt road whici 
winds through rolling fields of broad 
leaf tobacco. 

We were surprised to see how popular 
the sport of shad fishing has become 
here, for previously our experiences had 
been confined to the small tributary 
streams of the lower Connecticut V4! 
ley. Fishermen’s cars overflowed tht 
parking lot. Finally wedging our ca 
between a gleaming sedan and a bat

tered jaloppy, we made our way to the 
checking station, where we presented 
our fishing licenses, were checked in, 
passed, and directed to the dam by the 
official in charge. 

The Connecticut River flows swiftly 
below the Enfield Dam. White waters 
lash at jagged rocks, then split into 
dozens of rivulets and rush off to merge 
with numerous whirlpools, rips, and 
spinning eddies. Several hundred yards 
below «the dam, however, its fury be- 
comes spent as it gradually tapers down 
to its normal speed. 

Because the big dam, the first major 
barrier the fish encounter on their 
forty-mile upriver trip, blocks their 
route, the shad congregate in the whirl- 
pool pockets and current rips. It is 
these conditions which gave rise to a 
technique for shad fishing which I had 
not yet seen—bait-casting. Using No. 
9 clamp sinkers for weight, the anglers 
whip their lures 100 feet or more into 
the current, let them settle momentari- 
ly, then reel in crosscurrent. 

While I stood there looking on, the 
cry “Timber!"’ went up. Heeding the 
old forest warning that has become 
part of the speech of fishermen, I saw 











all but one of the men 
in a group below me 
reeling in. The rod of 
that one was bent in 
a half loop. Silver flashed in the sun- 
light when the fish, surfacing and 
churning, rolled over in the current. 

Those who had reeled in stood watch- 
ing the struggle. We saw the slender 
top of the light casting rod dip sharply 
under the tug of the shad’s headlong 
run into the current and then relax a 
little as the 100 feet of line, knifing a 
wide circle in the water, swung and rode 
with the racing water downcurrent. The 
angler jerked on his rod and the shad, 
turning slightly, sulked for a few sec- 
onds. 

“Sometimes they’ll leap clear out of 
water when you fetch upon ’em!” one of 
the onlookers told me. “This one’s 
staying down.” 

“That shad is certainly putting on a 
good show,” I remarked. 

“Yeah, but you ought to see some of 
’em—they tail-walk, roll, churn, and 
plunge every twenty-five feet. Brother, 
this shad fishing is the nearest thing 
these rivers around here’ll ever produce 
to salmon fishing!” 

Winning a hard-fought decision, the 
fisherman inched his shad nearer. Fi- 
nally he succeeded in leading him from 
the swift mid-river currents to a less 
turbulent inshore 
pocket, where a 
companion, using 
a long - handled 
net, deftly scooped 
up the. silver- 
sided beauty. 





The fish was a four-pound roe shad 
that had succumbed to a silver-spangled 
red fly. This type, tied to a No. 4 Sproat 
hook, was, I soon discovered, the most 
popular type in use at Enfield. Varia- 
tions are tied with yellow, orange, white, 
and pink feathers. Metal minnows with 
a fluttering tail, No. 4 spinners, and 
weaving, darting metal lures with a 
tag-end bangle were also in use, but the 
fly, becoming known as the Enfield shad 
fly, takes a hands-down decision in 
popularity. 

Catching shad, which are not carniv- 
orous, on lures seems to be a direct 
violation of all common sense and logic. 
For one thing, s..ad do not feed while 
spawning; for another, their diet when 
they do feed is mush-and-milk compared 
to the fare of the slashing pike and 
meat-hungry trout and bass. Copepods, 
mysid shrimps, tender larval-stage 
barnacles, soft fish eggs, and amphi- 
pods lead the menu of billions of shad. 

The explanation seems to be that cer- 
tain types of flies, spinners, and darting 
lures so infuriate the shad that they’ll 
charge with bristling fins. Easy-going 
to the point of docility, live bait 
arouses no ire in them, but once an 
alien lure of repugnant design intrudes, 
their temper rises. It is the violence of 
this anger which makes them game 
fish. Shad, of course, are not alone in 
such reaction. Everyone knows that 
the matador, seeking to infuriate a 
strictly grain-eating bull, does not wave 
a handful of alfalfa at him. 

Looking downstream, I saw scores of 
anglers along the bank. These men (and

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HE wild mountain country of the northern British Co- 

lumbia Rockies between the Peace River and the Yukon 

boundary has been famous for its magnificent Stone 

sheep ever since the story of L. S. Chadwick's world- 
record ram appeared in OUTDOOR LIFE in February, 1937, 
under the title, “Record on a Meat Hunt.” The section has 
. never had much of a reputation as a mountain-goat coun- 
try; as a matter of fact goats, for whatever the reason, are 
quite rare there. Probably, from what I saw, it is inferior 
as caribou country to the Cassiar district to the west and 
much inferior to the Yukon. 

But for moose... Wow! Without even spending much 
time looking for moose I saw a lot of fine bulls, got an ex- 
cellent one, and was within easy rifle range of the specimen 
with by far the biggest head I have ever seen. Since I was 
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along when N. Myles Brown shot the biggest Alaska moose 
ever taken in the Yukon, I have seen some pretty big bulls 
This monster made Brown's moose look like peanuts. But 
that’s getting ahead of the tale. 





HEN Doc Du Comb and I took out with Frank Golata’s 

outfit from the Alaska Highway and headed for the 
comb of the 
Rockies, we be- 
gan seeing moose 
sign almost at 
once. Elk tracks 
look much like 
those of young 
cattle, but moose 
tracks look as if 
they are made by 
enormous deer— 
which they are. 
The American 
moose is the larg- 
est deer, living or 
extinct, and from 
what I saw of 
those in northern 
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British Columbia I think they’ll average just as large as the 
giants of the famous Kenai Peninsula in Alaska. For the 
most part, the sign we saw early in the trip was old. We 
found old droppings and saw where moose had been browsing 
on willows, but the builk of the great deer seemed to be 
higher. 


E TRAVELED long and hard those first few days, 

siwashing it without a trail all the way, and we didn’t 
do much looking for moose or anything else. Then one after- 
noon on the Bessa River we saw our first bull; a big one 
about a mile away, high up above timberline on some gigan- 
tic, unnamed mountain. With 8X binoculars all we could tell 
was that it was a moose and probably a bull. With the 20X 
spotting ‘scope set up on its tripod we could not only tell 
that it was a bull, but that he was a very large one in the 
process of stripping the velvet from his enormous antlers. 
He had a big spread, and his wide palms were streaked with 
the brown of the velvet that still adhered and the bone-white 
of the bare antler. We could even see strips of velvet hang- 
ing from his antlers like socks on a clothesline. That great 
bull probably would have stood seven feet high at the shoul- 
der and weighed 1,500 pounds or more. He was round, shiny, 
glossy, fat, and in magnificent condition. But we weren't 
hunting moose just then, and the next morning we were go- 
ing to hit the trail again. We watched that big bull off and 
on through the spotting ‘scope as he browsed along there, 
ponderous and peaceful, as if he didn’t have an enemy in 
the world. 


OW and then we saw moose from the pack train. Some- 

times we caught only a glimpse of them as they fled 
into the timber. Occasionally we saw them high above us, 
right around timberline. Here in this famous Stone-sheep 
country we were seeing more moose sign than sheep sign! 
Once, when I had spent a long, hard day about 3,000 feet 
above camp and had seen a good many rams that ranged 
from fair to good, but with none really exceptional, I idly be- 
gan glassing the country far below us. In a few moments 
I discovered three moose at the edge of a round little lake 
in heavy timber. That’s the kind of country we were in. 
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Our gun editor had a real problem 
on his hands when he sighted that 
giant—after he'd shot his limit! 


By the time we got to Lapp Creek and made camp in the 
same spot from which the No. 1 and No. 2 Stone rams 
had been taken, we were practically sure we were going to 
find the rams of our dreams. A decade ago the mountains 
near by had been great sheep country. Now, however, we 
discovered the sheep had been pretty badly chewed up by 
wolves. We saw one herd of ewes and lambs, and a couple 
of small rams, but the big boys simply were not there. It 
had, however, become moose country with a capital M. 

The first day we hunted from that camp, Doc, Frank 
Golata, Mac, and I all rode out of camp together. So far as 
I was concerned the word “rode” is not exactly correct; 
about seven eighths of the time I was off, leading my faith- 
ful Suzy-Q over hills that were practically straight up and 
straight down, piloting her through willow jungles that were 
higher than my head. 

About a mile from camp we emerged into a little meadow

ESS picked up a green, black, and

HE MAGNUM rifle is as unneces- 

sary for American big-game hunt- 

ing as a machinist’s hammer is for 

driving tacks. As a corollary it 
can be stated that any good rifle firing 
a well-designed bullet of from 150 to 180 
grains at a muzzle velocity about 2,700 
foot seconds has adequate killing power 
for the most dangerous game on this 
continent. These assertions take in a 
lot of territory, I admit, but they are 
sound and can be verified. 

Periodically the game-shooting fra- 
ternity of this country goes off the deep 
end over something radically new in the 
way of guns and their accessories. A 
decade or se ago the Magnum shotgun 
was the talk of the town, and our gun 
makers were trying to outdo each other 
in an effort to produce a smoothbore 
that would choke the shotgun pattern 
down to a minimum and increase the 
‘killing range of the 12 gauge scattergun. 

The wildfowl gunners of the land 
thought that they had, at long last, 
found the answer to a hunter's prayer, 
but what a disma! disappointment those 
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heavy, hard-kicking, close-shooting guns 
with their super-duper loads were to the 
average gunner—and even to the ex- 
perts until the latter learned to use 
them properly! Today we hear little 
about those guns for they have taken 
their rightful place as special-purpose 
weapons only. In the hands of experts 
they will accomplish their mission. 
Modern Magnum rifles are in the 
same category as shotguns of that type. 
They have two important assets: fine 
accuracy and superior killing power at 
a very long range. They come in a 
wide assortment of custom-made arms 
produced by experimenting gunsmiths 


.and handloaders and range in caliber 


from .275 to .375, but the only commer- 
cial Magnum cartridges available here 
are the .300 and .375 H. & H. (Holland 
& Holland) loads. Our only commer- 
cially made rifle built to handle these 
loads at present is the Winchester Model 
70, and it holds only four of the large 
cartridges in the magazine. 

The cost of this ammunition runs 
from 16 cents a shot for the commer-

cents a shot for custom-loaded cases. 
This cost may mean little to those 
who can afford expensive big-game 
hunts, but to our riflemen as a class 
it means a lot. Furthermore, and 
this is more to the point, expensivé 
ammunition is not conducive to the 
encouragement of target practice 
with Magnum sporting rifles. As a 
result, the standard of marksmanship 
with these hard-to-shoot arms is bound 
to be low except for a relatively small 
group of long-range experts. 


O OFFSET their two advantages 
there are numerous faults inherent in 
these rifles besides the overall cost of fir- 
ing them, faults that mean a great deal 
to the hunter-rifleman. To all but the 
seasoned shooter, the recoil and muzzle 
blast of the Magnum is very disconcert- 
ing. The recoil of the .300 H. & H., for 
example, is about 75 percent greater 
than that of the .30/06, while the kick of 
.375 H. & H. makes one think of atomi« 
reactions. The adverse psychological 
effect on the average hunter who uses 
them is that he flinches on the first shot 
in anticipation of the kick, and this in 
turn, because of its severity, makes it 
hard to get the sights back on a target 
for succeeding shots. I know of two 
sportsmen who, to say the least, are 
very timid about firing their .300 Mag- 
nums. Why they continue to use them 
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is difficult to understand, for these men 
get little pleasure from firing them, 
and they do not hunt dangerous game. 

There is one type of hunter who is 
always searching for shooting equip- 
ment that will enable him to knock 
over his limit of game in the easiest and 
quickest manner. These “get-rich- 
quick” riflemen never seem to realize 
fully that hunting success depends pri- 
marily on good marksmanship, careful 
stalking, and to a certain extent on 
luck, and not on the use of overpowered 
rifles and loads designed to hit and 
kill at extreme ranges. 


T GOES without saying that every 

hunter should be equipped with fire- 
arms and ammunition that have ade- 
quate accuracy and killing power for 
the game he expects to hunt and at the 
ranges at which he expects to shoot it. 
Good marksmanship is not born in a 
man, but is developed from intelligent 
target practice. Ability to stalk game 
successfully can only be learned through 
experience, and the less proficient one is 
in this essential the more he must rely 
on his ability to shoot rapidly with ac- 
curacy. 

For a number of years I hunted with 
a man who had killed a lot of game. 
He always seemed to have uncanny luck 
in bumping into his quarry at very close 
range, but I soon realized that he was 
a good stalker who hunted cautiously in- 
to the wind and who had developed the 
faculty of seeing and recognizing game 
concealed in natural camouflage. When, 
however, he got a difficult standing or 
running shot he would blaze away as 
fast as he could shoot, always from the 
offhand position. The result was that 
he seldom made a clean one-shot kill, 
except at close range. He had never 
learned to shoot from the sitting. or 
prone position or to take advantage of 
a rest when time and opportunity per- 
mitted this to be done. 

A little good instruction and practice 
in slow and rapid fire from four posi- 
tions when this rifleman was young 
would have given him a great deal more 
of that heart-warming satisfaction that 
comes from regularly hitting and clean- 
ly killing game by good shooting. 

According to U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service reports, deer comprise 90.2 per- 
cent of the big game of the country with 
elk, antelope, bear, peccary, mountain 
goat, bighorn sheep, moose and wild 
boar in the order named making up the 
other 9.8 percent. 


HE white-tail, mule, and Columbian 

black-tail deer are tops in furnishing 
keen sport and the greatest hunting 
pleasure to the largest number of our 
big-game hunters. These animals are 
found in wooded swamps, on timbered 
ridges and mountain sides, and in the 
thick chaparral and mesquite of the 
South, and the majority of them are 
killed at ranges not exceeding 100 yards. 
To hit and kill these elusive and often 
fast-moving animals in close cover re- 
quires a smooth-handling, quick-point- 
ing firearm with sufficient killing power 
to stop the game before it gets too far 
into the brush where tracking and find- 
ing it are difficult. 

Superpowered shooting irons like the 
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Magnums, however, are not needed. 
Better results will be obtained with a 
more practical arm weighing about seven 
and one-half pounds and chambered for 
such cartridges as the .250/3000 Sav- 
age, the .257 Roberts, the .270 Winches- 
ter, and the versatile .30/06. Any of 
these is also quite adequate for use in 
the Southwest where deer ranges are 
more open and shots somewhat longer. 
All this loose talk about needing any- 
thing larger and more powerful than the 
.30/06 for moose, caribou, elk, goat, 
sheep, and even the large bears is so 
much bunk. What is needed is good 
marksmanship and hunting ability. 


HE argument that it is more humane 

to use a Magnum ‘rifle on such game 
is in the same category. It is more to 
the point to say that it is more sports- 
manlike and humane to shoot at these 
animals only at ranges at which one has 
a reasonable chance of hitting a vital 
area. Shooting moose, caribou, and elk 
from “stern to stem” may result in 
spoiling a lot of meat and wounding a 
lot of game. There will be just as much 
game crippled and lost by the average 
hunter armed with a Magnum as there 
would be if he used a .270 or a .30/06, 





TIME WAS when fishing and hunting 
used to be a free-for-all. Anyone 
who hankered to wet a line or grab 
off some venison simply went and did 
it, with no questions asked. Now all 
that is changed. Not only do you 
have to get a license first, but in state 
after state there's a move on foot to 
boost the license fees. 

Naturally, that’s a matter for each 
individual state to decide; seven have 
already raised the ante, and it stands 
to reason that others will have to 
come to it, if we're to have the kind 
of sport we want. Why? Because the 
unit cost of providing fish and game 
has gone way up—doubled, in some 
respects—and because millions more 


either of which will kill effectively at 
any range at which a competent rifle- 
man can expect to hit with certainty. 


DMITTING that the Magnums have 
fine long-range accuracy and that 
their high remaining velocity makes 
them better killers at such ranges, we 
must keep in mind that these inherent 
advantages are nullified if the marks- 
man fails to do his part in doping the 
wind, estimating the range, making the 
correct sight adjustments, and is un- 
able to aim accurately under variable 
light conditions at a target that is like- 
ly to be well camouflaged in natural 
surrounding. In addition to these es- 
sentials he must hold like a rock and 
get his shot off without worrying about 
the heavy recoil and flinching at the 
thought of it. To do such long-range 
shooting successfully requires a rifle 
with a good telescope sight, which will 
add at least a pound and a quarter to 
the weight of the arm. 

For those who hunt dangerous game 
such as the Alaska brown bear or the 
tough old grizzly there may be some 
justification for the use of a Magnum 
rifle if for no other reason than the

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men than ever before are taking to 
the field and putting a terrific strain 
on the supply. This increased army 
means more money from license sales, 
of course, but .. it’s not enough. 

Fish and game authorities can dem- 
onstrate, for instance, that it costs 
more money to replace one pheasant, 
or two twelve-inch trout, than the 
hunter or the angler forked out for 
his license in the first place. 

Cold facts like that just can't be 
brushed aside, and it’s up to enlight- 
ened sportsmen to support necessary 
postwar conservation projects —and 
to remember that the dough to put 
them over doesn't grow on trees.

WHERE SOME OF OUR FINEST GEESE SPEND THE WINTER 


OUISIANA has miles on miles of marshes; a land half submerged, a wilderness of mud 
and water, with here and there a patch of cypress. Reeds and water grasses, quan- 
tities of such excellent waterfowl foods as wild rice, wild millet, and sago pondweed 
grow luxuriantly. It was on such a marsh that Francis Lee Jaques, celebrated 

wildlife artist, made his spirited painting of white-fronted geese, reproduced on the op- 
posite page. It is in such surroundings that you'll find these birds loitering and feeding, 
often—as shown by the artist—in association with Canada geese. 

Find Vermilion Parish on a map of Louisiana, and you'll note a lot of blank space, 
undotted with villages or towns, between White Lake and Gueydan. It was there, 
somewhere in that blank space, that Jaques painted his picture. 

Only in winter and during the bird’s migrations do most of us have acquaintance with 
the white-fronted goose, and then usually when we are west of the Mississippi. He is 
known variously as the specklebelly, gray brant, laughing goose, yellow-legged goose, 
gray wavy, and gray goose, as well as by other names. But under any name he is one 
of our finest waterfowl. He favors the coasts of Louisiana and Texas for his winter so- 
journs and is also partial to California. 

North America cannot claim the white-fronted goose as its very own, for in the 
nesting -season this wary and toothsome bird ranges over a large portion of that part 
of the Northern Hemisphere traversed by the Arctic Circle. It breeds on the vast 
tundras found on the upper limits of the northwestern part of this continent, also on the 
western coast of Greenland, in Iceland, Lapland, and Siberia as far as Bering Strait 

that narrow water passage between Alaska and Asiatic Russia. It lessens the loneli- 
ness of those barren northern wastes, and the clamor of its wah-wah-wah, sounded in 
flight, breaks the stillness of the regions so aptly called the Silent Places by the late 
Stewart Edward White. Elsewhere in the world it winters in Japan, China, and northern 
Africa. 

The white-front, smaller than the Canada goose, has a misleading name which might 
make you think he has a white breast. Instead, look for a dark goose, brown on head, 
neck, breast, and back, and with a narrow white face that gives him his name. His bill 
is yellow or even pinkish. The belly is white, liberally sprinkled with black splashes, and 
the legs are yellow. 

The white-fronts arrive in Louisiana and Texas in September and October, and begin 
their northward journey in March, with the biggest flights in April. Thus two thirds of 
their lives may be spent in their wintering grounds. 

The feeding habits of this goose make its flesh very fine eating. It eagerly plucks 
such plants as the tender shoots of grass and grain, and in the far north revels in the 
abundant wild berries. It also on its fall flights picks ‘up the scattered grain left by 
the harvesters. Thus it is just about as much of a land bird as it is a waterfowl. 

For wildlife voices that thrill you through and through, there can be none that is 
wilder or more stirring than the 
brazen clangor of the white-front or 
the sonorous bugling of the Canada 
goose. Sometimes the voices of 
these waterfowl come down from 
heights too great for you to see their 
makers. At other times you'll see 
the wavering V, one side longer 
than the other, speeding through the 
heavens—without hesitation or doubt 

to.an unseen goal the birds are 
sure to find. If it’s spring, and the 
birds are the white-fronts, your im- 
agination soars and follows them 
over their trackless course, from 
Louisiana marsh to desolate tundra 
in lands where few men live.

THE PLAIN ACCOUNT OF HOW TWO MEN WAITED OUT AND 
KILLED A HUGE BRUIN WHICH MAY BE A WORLD’‘S RECORD

HEN that lumberjack mut- 

tered in the darkness that he 

could barely get his hands 

around a front leg of our 
trophy—a black bear—my partner and 
I knew for the first time that we had 
made a magnificent kill. The huge size 
of the animal came as a complete sur- 
prise to us, for we had shot it in the 
dead of night and thought it just an- 
other bear. It all came about when a 
lumber camp appealed to us to come 
out from town and kill off some maraud- 
ing bruins. Now we had bagged a black 
bear which in the light of day would 
prove to be the largest we or anyone 
else in the district had ever seen—by 
far. For all I know, it might be a rec- 
ord! But let me start at the beginning. 

One night last November, shortly 
after a lumber camp near Kennisis Lake 
in Ontario had reopened, the foreman 
heard quite a commotion in the stable. 
As he rushed out of the bunkhouse to in- 
vestigate, a big black bear reared upon 
its hind legs and faced him in the semi- 
darkness. The man lost no time getting 
back inside the bunkhouse and barring 
its door! 

The next evening, just after dark had 
fallen, the foreman made a trip to the 
root house to get some provisions. As 
he opened the door he heard a noise in- 
side. Playing the beam of his flashlight 
around, he discovered a huge bear sit- 
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ting and eating apple pie! Once more 
the foreman beat a hasty retreat. At 
daybreak he and some of the men in- 
vestigated the root house and found that 
its back section had been torn away. 
Six apple pies and 8 lb. of butter were 
missing. The camp had a clear case of 
bear trouble. 

That afternoon Mrs. Watson, the 
cook, was busy getting dinner ready 
when she heard a noise outside the 
cook-house window. As her baby was 
in his play pen out in the open she de- 
cided to take a look at him and so 
walked over to the window. At that 
very moment a large black bear poked 
its head through the window frame and 
gave a loud sniff! Thinking only of her 
child, Mrs. Watson made a mad dash 
outside, grabbed her youngster, and 
scurried back to her kitchen, bolting the 
door after her. 

Not wanting to lose his cook, and not 
having a high-powered rifle in camp—as 
that would be against the law—the fore- 
man appealed to a friend of mine, 
Harold Brodhagen of near-by Halibur- 
ton, to visit the camp and clean out the 
marauding bruins. Accordingly Harold 
and I arrived that evening with a .303 
and a .32 Special, each equipped with a 
flashlight on brackets for night shoot- 
ing. There was but one switch for both 
lights—so both of them would go on 
simultaneously. 

We looked the grounds over before 
dark and found the trail that the bear or 
bears had been using when they came 
to raid the camp. Then we set out some 
apples and scattered a few 
empty cans near by to 
sound a warning at the ap- 
proach of a bruin. When 
it was 9:30 p.m. we 
walked out to the car to 
begin the night watch. Ha- 
rold chose the front seat 
and I made myself com- 
fortable in back. We rolled 
the windows down, poked 
out our rifles, connected 
the flashlights’ switch, and 
sat there—-waiting. Chum, 
my friend’s cocker spaniel, 
lay beside me on the seat. 

A couple of hours later 
Harold whispered to me, 
“There’s something mov- 
ing around out there!” I 
looked in the direction of

Harold with the trophy that over- 
hung both ends of the car. It took 
twelve of us to load the giant on 
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VE you ever yearned for a 

fishing Shangri-la where there 

are no small trout, where other 

anglers do not jostle your el- 
bow the moment a big one rises, where 
the lure of large fish is not legend—but 
actuality? I found such a place, finally. 
It’s the north shore of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence—the Céte Nord—comprising 
the eastern arm of Quebec and the 
southern tip of Labrador. Here I’ve 
caught brook trout up to five pounds 
in the coastal streams, and slashing, 
tearing sea trout as heavy as seven 
pounds! The latter are not weakfish, 
but sea-going brookies which grow fat 
on the lush feed in ocean water, then 
run up the rivers to spawn. 

For four summers now I have cast 
my double-hook flies to these battlers, 
to the big ones which don’t get away, 
simply because there are too many of

them! I’ve fought them until my fore- 
arm screamed for mercy, until they 
literally chewed my fly bare and I'd 
have to dig up another one. And soli- 
tude? Most of the streams were un- 
fished, except by Indians. 

My wife and I made the first trip by 
freighter, changing over to a small 
cabin fishing boat which we had previ- 
ously chartered. But last year we 
made the entire journey in our thirty- 
foot cruiser Margot. The two of us 
took her some 650 miles down the lower 
St. Lawrence, skirting mile upon mile 
of lonely, rock-bound, fir-clad coastline. 
She scared up whales, seals, porpoises, 
wild ducks, sea pigeons, and puffins al- 
most under her bow, and certainly saw 
more wildlife than most little Yankee 
cruisers. No other, so far as we know, 
has made this voyage. 

The first river I fished was the Little 
Muskwaro, with its deep cove, narrow 
rocky estuary, and miles of shallow, 





gravel-barred channel. Then, with 
Guillemette, the garde-feu or fire war- 
den, as my local guide, we paddled and 
portaged to wide rocky shelves at the 
base of terraced falls. On the very 
edge of the current we dropped our 
flies, a Silver Doctor and Scarlet Ibis. 
I was using a salmon rod, since I've 
hit grilse here as well as the big trout. 

Before I could get set and brace my 
foot in a crevice of the rock shelf oD 
which I stood, my reel began to screech’ 
As I struck, some eighteen inches of 


brown and yellow flashed into the spray 
of the rapides. Guillemette hovered at 
the water’s edge while I worked that 


zigzagging fighter within his reach. A 
geyser of foam shot up as the net slid 
under the threshing tail, and the 
garde-feu straightened with a trum- 
phant “Five _pounds—no less!"’ My tirst 
red-spotted brook trout of the sea m! 

As I kept casting, fish followed fish 
into a shaded pothole in the ledge. At

last Guillemette could stand it no 
longer. He handed the landing net to 
Frank Jones, my regular guide, and 
darted back into the woods. He came 
out with a twelve-foot cedar pole, pulled 
a forty-foot salmon line from his 


pocket, put on a bedraggled fly, a piece , 


of red flannel and, just above the fly, 
a strip of trout belly with one fin. This 
was the final persuader! 


ITHOUT reel or leader, he yanked 

a three-pound beauty out of the 
pool on the farther side of the falls by 
sheer strength. That combination of 
red flannel and trout belly was deadly! 
When the string numbered nine, we 
quit, and threaded our catch on hazel 
branches. Not a fish weighed less than 
two pounds and three were between 
four and five. Guillemette shook his 
gray head and sighed. 

“Sorry, it’s not like last year!’ he 
said, even though I had landed fifty 
pounds of fighting trout and grilse in 
one hour and fifteen minutes! 

I am no fish hog. Not an ounce of 
pink-fleshed trout meat has ever been 
wasted by me. Trout are a welcome 
gift to guides and friends. We ate them 
three times a day and liked it. 

At the river’s lower chutes I invited 
Guillemette to try my rod. ‘Should be 
a salmon here,” he said eagerly. Wad- 
ing out knee-deep on the sand bar just 
below the pool, he cast to the foot of 
the tumbling falls. Once—-twice—the 
fly just touched the edge of the foam. 
On the third cast the strike was in- 
stantaneous. Guillemette braced him- 
self, and for good reason. There was 
wild power on the end of his leader, and 
the tip of my rod was quivering only a 
few feet from clutched hands on the 
greenheart butt. 


HE leader slashed through the quick 
water in a crazy-quilt pattern, but 
trout tire eventually. When this one 
came to net, its captor was delighted. 
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“There’s a dinner for my whole fam- 
ily!”” he said of the biggest fish of the 
day. 

On our next trout river, the Cocoa- 
chou, we glimpsed a tawny-gray form 
on a rocky point. A wildcat bounded 
into the woods at our approach, back 
arched angrily, bobtail waving up and 
down at every jump! 

The shoaling gravel bar necessitated 
a seven-mile row to the falls, where 
Frank snuggled our dinghy against a 
large boulder that split the stream. 
Grilse jumped and splashed, slap—slap 
—slap, all around the boat. From these 
rushing waters we took half a dozen 
whopping-big trout and three of the 
young salmon. These five and six- 
pounders fought harder than the trout, 
and in addition treated us to a fine 
display of fancy jumping. 

A salmon had the last laugh, too. 
One big fellow evidently mistook our 
dinghy for a rock, and the splash of 
his dive wet the knees of my khakis 
as we rowed away. 


* JUST as good fishing a little way 
J from here as over at the falls,” 
said Frank next morning. The salt- 
water river did not look too good to me. 
There was no pickerel weed, not a lily 
pad—-just sand and rocks, eelgrass and 
the same slippery, pulpy rockweed that 
New Englanders use in clambakes. 

But I cast, next to the boulders on 
the edge of the current over the gravel 
bar. A flash and a splash and my tip 
curved dangerously! It was a good 
one I finally got to the net. But the 
rocks were like a greased slide and 
Frank hit my trout on the nose with 
the net instead of getting beneath the 
fish, losing his footing—and the trout. 

All the rest of our Cocoachou fish 
we landed eleven that day—were taken 
on the edge of the quick water, from 
shore or from dinghy—-but well away 
from weed-covered boulders. I learned 
another lesson, too. After losing three 
fighting fish in succession, flies and 
all, I said a few harsh words about 
wartime snells and leaders and then sub- 
stituted a thirty-inch leader of twisted 
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gut that would have held a sailfish. 

For a dropper I tied on a white-and- 
gold spinner with bright-red and snow- 
white feathers disguising the triple 
hooks. Then, I fastened my Jock Scott 
to the end of that heavy leader. The 
next trout—-and the next—and did not 
get away. Incidentally, the bigger fish 
liked the spinner, the smaller ones the 
fly—and not one of them was less than 
three pounds! 


N the following day we really 
OC struck the sea trout. It was the 
beginning of the run, and they were 
the fattest, fightingest trout that ever 
took a fly. They scrap like brookies 
and they taste like them, but on the 
average run larger, and their color 
scheme is silver-gray with light-yellow 
spots. I got six, every fish over three 
pounds; the last and biggest five pounds 
and nine ounces.

I COULDNT FORGE! 


ENERALLY speaking, when a 
hunting experience is over it’s 
finished, and that’s all there is 
to it—except for memories 

either sweet or sour. One of mine, how- 
ever, published in the April 1946 issue 
of OUTDOOR LIFE under the title of 
“Death by Freezing is No Fun,” 
wouldn’t stay finished, even after I'd 
recovered my health and strength. And 
since so many readers were kind 
enough to write me about how much 
they enjoyed the original adventure (I 
heard from twenty-nine states plus 
New Brunswick and the Gaspé Penin- 
sula in Canada), perhaps they and oth- 
ers too may be interested in the sequel. 

You will perhaps recall that I 
wounded a white-tail buck early one 
morning near my Connecticut home, 
trailed him all day through the worst 
storm in years, and finally collapsed 
from exhaustion, exposure, and lack of 
food, after losing my way. The subse- 
quent rescue at 4:30 a.m. earned for 
two state policemen the highest honor 
the department can give—-and resulted 
in a vacation in the hospital for me. 


HIS story begins on the day after 

my adventure and came about through 
the curiosity of my good friend Lennie, 
the cleverest deer hunter I know. Born 
in Maine, he became a licensed guide 
and followed the wily white-tails for 
years before coming to Connecticut. 
He decided to retrace the steps I'd 
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taken on that fateful day, just to see 
what he could find. His search was re- 
warded within ten minutes, when he 
came to the clump of thick cover where 
I had first seen and shot the buck. The 
dense evergreen branches had shielded 
the ground from the full force of the 
storm, so the tracks of the four deer 
were still clearly visible, and so was 
the blood that had resulted from my 
first shot at the big white-tail.

But what interested Lennie most was 
a small object that lay directly beneath 
his feet as he stooped to view the blood 
sign. He picked it up, examined it care- 
fully, and put it in his pocket. 


WAS in bed at home two weeks later 
when he brought the subject up again.

I thought, too, of 
sitting down and forcing myself to wait, 
relieving the monotony with occasional 
cigarettes. His blood trail had led me 
to believe he was wounded badly 
enough so that he would lie down if I 
gave him a chance. He did, but when 
I went over the hill he was 'way ahead 
of me. I could see him yet, putting on 
an extra burst of speed as I fired again 
and missed. I could remember clearly

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Putting last year's traps in order often takes a 
good deal of tinkering, as these lads know! All the 
old rust should be removed, chains must be tested, 
and the pan and trigger made to work at the lightest 
touch. Traps get in bad shape because they lie in 
water or exposed to the elements for months. These 
jump and single-spring models cost about 30 cents 
apiece. In Conneciicut, none may be used which have 
teeth, or more than a six-inch spread across.the jaws 
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The buying shed of "Big Jim" Smith is 
a mecca for all the neighborhood boys 


who trap for fun and for pocket money. 


Each winter at the season's start, and 
later too, they check Smith's prices, 
which vary with a fluctuating market, 
for the pelts of the various animals to 
be found in the near-by Connecticut 
ponds, streams, and hills—muskrats, 
raccoons, red and gray foxes, and the 
scarce mink. At the upper left of the 
board is a transcript of the state's 
laws relating to the proper use of 
traps. In part, the statutes require 
that an owner of traps stamp his name 
on each one plainly. He must visit 
each "set" every 24 hours. Except in 
tidal areas, all traps must be placed 
underwater at pond or at stream edge 
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It takes know-how to set your 
trap so that a muskrat—or rat, 
as this animal is familiarly 
called—will step in it when he 
goes foraging for submerged 
and tender roots. When the 
trap is sprung, rats almost al- 
ways try to swim free, and so 
drown, sinking to the bottom

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noying than to have a large trout 

rise to your dry fly, miss it, and then 
refuse to show itself again. Years ago 
I used to be faced with this problem time 
and again. Grumbling, I'd switch from 
one pattern to another—and get skunked 
for my efforts. 

Then one day, on the Little Salmon 
River in northern New York, I got 
started on a trend of thought which 
eventually proved invaluable. On this 
first day of a trip I had taken several 
trout ranging in size from 9 to 11 in., but 
failed to hook the three good ones I 
raised, fish that would go better than 
1% Ib. each. That night, as I lay in my 
sleeping bag, I went 
over in my mind the 
situations surrounding 
my failure to catch 
the only trout I really 
wanted. 

The first had struck 
in a bit of fast water 
where it ran with con- 
siderable force almost 
head-on into a grass- 
topped bank. It was a 
mean place to float a 
dry fly properly, but 
after a number of at- 
tempts I did get the 
fly to coast along with- 
out drag. Just as it 
reached the place 
where the water bulged 
against the bank, this 
big fellow rose. I 
struck, but felt noth- 
ing. An hour later I 
quit, licked. 

Lying there in the 
dark, I reasoned that 
the fish lived under 
the bank and, when 
feeding, moved to a 
position where it could 
pick off the insects 
which floated to the 
bulge, as well as those 
which got pulled down 
by the undertow. My 
fly had bounced along until it reached 
the bulge, and then it was dragged under 
quickly in an unnatural manner by the 
current’s tugging at the leader. Thus 
my fly would start its odd behavior 
almost as soon as it came in view of the 
trout. No wonder I hadn't caught him! 

Next I reviewed the case of the second 
lost trout. My fan-wing fly had drifted 
over the fast-moving, smooth surface of 
a small pocket that hugged a rocky bank. 
Just as I saw the shape of a large fish 
that moved upward to intercept the fly, 
drag seized it and my intended prize dis- 
appeared. Twice more he came up to 
look over my offerings, rolling like a 
porpoise and sinking the fly each time. 
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Pine EXPERIENCES are more an- 


I always struck, of course, but never 
connected. Then he quit showing him- 
self to me. 

The third trout was rising in a very 
pretty dry-fly ripple when I came upon 
the scene. Carefully I fed him my favor- 
ite patterns, and he hit six of them. I 
only felt him once, though, on a Brown 
Spider, and I was pretty sure that the 
hook never pricked him even then. In 
this instance there could not have been 
any drag on the fly at all, which just 
went to make the whole affair even more 
baffling than the others. That night I 
resolved to work over those fish again 
and somehow catch them. 

The next morning was dismal, A heavy,

foglike mist saturated the landscape. 
Though it was raw, the trout were rising 
freely. I hurried to the place where I’d 
seen the first large trout the day before. 
Two little ones were feeding busily— 
right in line with where I'd have to cast 
for the big fellow. In short order I 
caught and released both small fish, and 
then cast so the fly would be carried to 
that spot where the water bulged at the 
bank. Suddenly I saw the trout appear 
and get set to take my fly, but at the last 
possible moment it began to act crazily 
and the fish sank from view. No further 
casting would raise him again. 
Nymph fishing was comparatively new 
then, but I had a few with me and re- 


solved to try one. I had read and heard 
that you fished them like dry flies 
without drag—only beneath the surface. 
On the first cast the nymph didn’t sink, 
but it behaved properly the next time. I 
estimated its underwater progress and, 
when I thought it had swept into the 
undertow, I picked up the slack line to 
retrieve and found that the trout was 
already on! I struck instantly and later 
netted a plump 1%-pounder—a _ good 
trout indeed for that stream. 

Switching back to a dry fly, I moved 
along to the smooth-surfaced pocket that 
held the No. 2 fish. As before, he rose to 
my offerings, but I was unable to hook 
him. So I changed to the nymph. This 
time I didn’t fare so 
well, for I miscalcu- 
lated the speed of the 
drift and felt a hard 
pull before I was ready 
for it. My strike came 
too late, but I felt 
elated nevertheless 
Nymphs were begin- 
ning to pay off! 

I lost no time in get- 
ting to where that 
other trout should be 
holding forth in the 
ripple. Sure enough, he 
was feeding heartily 
on ginger-colored flies 
I sent a No, 14 Ginger 
Quill out to him many, 
many times that next 
half an hour, but he 
would have none of it, 
although he continued 
to suck in the natural 
insects. Then I put 
on a Fan-wing Royal 
Coachman and the fish 
smacked it on the first 
cast. But I never 
touched him, and re 
peated casts were un- 
availing. So I tied on 
the nymph once more 

It wasn’t difficult to 
fish a sunken fly here 
Line and lure drifted 
at the same speed, and as the line was 
floating it was easy to keep track of the 
nymph’s progress. Suddenly the line 
twitched and I struck immediately—the 
trout was a heavy one! Were it possible, 
I'd have patted myself on the back as! 
began to play that fish. Everything was 
going so well and I had him under cor- 
trol, when for no apparent reason the 
line went slack. The: hook must have 
pulled out, slight consolation indeed for 
losing a good fish! 

As I didn’t raise another trout more 
than 11 in. long the rest of the day, I had 
no occasion to use the nymph again, 
which is perhaps why I practically forgot 
about the lure for the balance of that

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season. Occasionally I did think of it, 
but conventional dry and wet-fly fishing 
was so good that the incident of the three 
trout gradually faded in importance 
until I was faced with a tough problem 
the following year on the East Branch 
of the Ausable River in New York. 

It was late in August and the stream 
was extremely clear and as low as it 
ever gets. What few fish rose were of 
fairly large size. I was having abomi- 
nable luck, as was everyone else. A 
Brown Spider would interest the rising 
trout enough to make them splash at it 

and it also brought some fish up from 
the bottom to look it over—but you'd 
miss 20 trout before you hooked on¢ 
Three days of this sort of thing went on 
before I chanced to recall the nymph 
episode of the year before. 

The next morning I set out with a 
dozen of the underwater flies in addition 
to my regular supply of wets and dries 
The going was slow until 11 a.m., when! 
tangled with my first trout—a dandy, to 
judge from his rise. But I missed him 
clean. He was lying a long cast away in 
a slow-moving run hugging a steep, high 
bank. Without hesitation I tied a No. 12 
brown-backed, yellow-bodied nymph with 
guinea-fowl feelers to my leader. As this 
creation was drifting through the run! 
saw the line give a slight twitch, at which 
I raised my rod sharply to sting a 17-in. 
brown into leaping several times before 
coming to the net. 

Thinking that perhaps the fish were 
feeding on nymphs, I fished the entire 
stretch along the bank without success, 
But either I'd caught the only trout feed- 
ing there, or, if there were others, I'd 
frightened them when playing the 
brownie. Now, working a nymph prop. 
erly is nerve racking. You've got to keep 
ready to strike at split-second notice and 
without warning; you've got to drift the 
fly just right—without drag and without 
snagging the bottom. So I switched back 
to a dry fly and continued up the stream, 
finally encountering a small group of 10 
and 11-in. rainbows. 

After this flurry of excitement I drew 
a blank until my Fan-wing Royal Coach- 
man disappeared with the splash of a 
heavy strike close to the base of a large 
boulder. I failed to connect, and when 
another fly brought no action I switched 
to the nymph, which by this time was 
getting rather bedraggled. A _ vicious 
strike greeted the fly and I was fast toa 
leaping, slashing rainbow. His _ broad, 
red stripe flashed in the sun and I was 
more than a little happy to get his 214 lb. 
safely within my net. 

Later that day I found two more large 
fish with my dry flies, but missed both 
of them with nymphs. Right here I want 
to point out that I might have done as 
well if I had used nymphs all the time. 
But I had more fun prospecting with the 
floaters, and I covered much ground 4 
lot easier that I could have with nymphs 
alone. Watching the trout rise to the 
dry fly, and observing its drift along the 
currents—revealing the difficult parts 
where the drag was tricky—prepared 
me well for the exacting presentation 
of a nymph. 

These experiences on the Ausable sold 
me on the value of nymphs, and I have 
carried some with me ever since, never 
to my regret. Only last summer I had 
occasion to use them on my favorile 
dry-fly stream. I mention this becausé 
never before had I been obliged to use 
anything but floating flies on this wate! 
The trout were being extremely choosy 
in their surface feeding, and though 
they’d come close to taking my offer 
ings, they’d never make a real strike 
As several of the fish were of desirable 
size it wasn’t long before I became &*

asperated. So I decided to give them 
the nymph routine, and collected six! 

One, a 3-pounder, presented a par- 
ticularly interesting problem. He would 
rise a mere foot away from a tree 
branch which stuck out of the water. 
Every time I cast a dry fly to him he’d 
rise to it, without actually taking hold. 
I even missed him twice with a nymph 
when I fished it from this same posi- 
tion. Finally I moved upstream and 
made a long cast quartering across the 
water to him. I let the current slash 
the nymph across the stream so that 
the fly was presented directly to the 
trout. I started to retrieve cautiously 

and he took hold solidly! It was a 
|tough place to play a large fish, with 
|the sunken tree near by, and I barked 
| my shin and ripped my waders before I 
| succeeded in landing a beautiful 2'4-Ib. 
| trout. 

In years gone by I’ve had hundreds 
of similar experiences, and have caught 
more fish by using the nymph in con- 
| junction with a dry fly than when I 
concentrated on working nymphs alone. 
When you try the system, be sure to 
use a light, tapered leader, and make 
sure the line floats. Indeed, sometimes 
it is necessary that a part of the leader 
be above the surface film too, with only 
1 or 2 ft. submerged. 

As it is best to have the nymph sink 
upon touching the water, it is a good 
idea to carry some of these flies in your 
moistened leader box. Otherwise, pre- 
pare them for fishing by rubbing with 
wet mud before the cast. The more be- 
draggled the creation looks, the better! 
Black is a good color to use; so is a 
combination of brown and yellow. As 
an emergency measure you can convert 
a wet Gold-ribbed Hare’s Ear to a 
nymph that will often prove a killer. 
| Just clip off the fly’s 








fuzzy tuft. 

Size is sometimes important and as a 
rule those of medium length are better 
than very small ones. When a guinea- 
| fowl feather is used to make feelers, get 
the pattern in No. 10 and 12 hooks with 
medium-long shanks. The more com- 
mon patterns are good on hooks of the 
same number, but of regulation size. 
Occasionally I have found it necessary 
to use nymphs as large as No. 8 and 6; 
sometimes as small as No. 

So the next time you raise a big one 


grubby-looking nymph and present it to 
the trout as skillfully as you can. Maybe 
both of you will get a surprise!—Ray 
Bergman. 





Heredity in Fish 


IFTEEN years ago the Guysborough 

River in Nova Scotia was stocked with 
European brown trout from two differ- 
ent sources. Some were obtained from 
an old-established hatchery in Montana. 
The others were descended, through 
many generations of hatchery-produced 
fish, from stock brought from Scotland, 
where the brown trout is an anadromous 
fish which, like the salmon, migrates to 
sea on reaching maturity but returns to 
its native fresh-water stream to spawn. 
Recent investigation showed that now 
| there are two distinct populations of 
| brown trout in the Guysborough. The 
| fish of one population remain in the 
| river throughout their lives. The trout 
of the other group have thrown back to 
the habits of their distant ancestors and 
migrate to sea, but return to spawn. The 
native (speckled) trout of many Nova 
| Scotia streams also are anadromous.

Cocoachou heavyweights, we ran

Roosevelt—who was to become the first 
great dramatizer of the conservation 
idea—was assistant secretary of the 
Navy, when the first bill calling for 
federal control of pollution was intro- 
duced in Congress in 1897. 

In the half a century between then and 
the adjournment of Congress last sum- 
mer 104 bills having to do with water 
pollution were introduced in the Senate 
and the House of Representatives, but 
not one of them became law. 

The pollutionists and their legislative 
stooges never have varied their defense 
against the enactment of a pollution- 


control law with teeth in it. Their 
strategy has been-—and still is—to use 
every conceivable parliamentary trick 


to keep proposed stop-pollution legisla- 
tion from being voted on in the House 
or Senate, and when that fails to try to 
divide the supporters of such measures 
by noisily advocating plausible-sounding 
but weak-kneed bills which provide for 
the further investigation of pollution, 
but are entirely lacking in provisions for 
stopping it. In the last few years they 
have succeeded in deluding some well- 
intentioned people both in and out of 
Congress by vociferating that water- 
pollution control is no business of the 
federal lawmakers, but is a state problem 
which, given time, each individual state 
will solve for itself. They conveniently 
disregard—but you can bet they don’t 
forget—the facts that although sports- 
men, conservationists, and other public- 
spirited citizens have been fighting for 
clean water for fifty years, less than a

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people’s waters in America.” Later, as 
a result of these hearings, the com- 
mittee asked Mundt and Spence to assist 
in the writing of a compromise com- 
mittee bill. They agreed. The discus- 
sions which followed resulted in legisla- 
tion—including all the essentials of 
Mundt’s bill—introduced by Representa- 
tive Mansfield, the committee chairman. 

In spite of the hindering tactics of the 
Congressional foes of clean water and 
good fishing, Mundt succeeded in having 
the Mansfield bill called up for consid- 
eration late in the session. Even then 
continued stalling by its opponents cur- 
tailed actual debate on it to less than 
two hours. Mundt supported it strongly 
and ably. Spence devoted the first eight- 
een minutes of an eloquent twenty- 
minute speech to a persuasive plea for 
the enactment of effective pollution- 
control legislation—and then devoted the 
final two minutes to knifing the Mans- 
field bill (which he had helped write) 
by saying that it was unconstitutional 
and unworkable, and that he much pre- 
ferred his own do-nothing measure. Sev- 
eral lawmakers spoke in favor of the 
Mansfield bill, but determined opposition 
was spearheaded by Charles H. Elston, 
of Ohio, and by James C. Auchincloss, 
Fred A. Hartley Jr., and Charles A 
Eaton, of New Jersey—representatives 
of states whose waters are at least as 
badly polluted as any in America. These 
men argued that federal pollution con- 
trol would be an infringement on state 
rights. Time-killing by the bill’s oppon- 
ents prevented discussion of it from be- 
ing finished, so of course it was not 
voted on. Mundt wasn’t able to get it 
called up again before Congress ad- 
journed, and as usual the boys went 
home without having done anything to 
put a stop to the outrageous pollution 
of our waters. 

In the first month of the current ses- 
sion of Congress three important pollu- 
tion-control bills were introduced in the 
House of Representatives—H.R. 123 by 
Mundt, H.R. 315 by Spence, and H.R 
470 by Elston. One was introduced in the 
Senate—S. 418 jointly by Senators Alben 
W. Barkley of Kentucky, and Robert A 
Taft of Ohio. 

Mundt’s H.R, 123 is the only one worth 
the paper it is printed on. Because it 
deals only with rivers, streams, and 
lakes (and their tributaries) which flow 
across or form part of state or interna- 
tional boundaries, and leaves all waters 
wholly within a state subject only to that 
state’s laws, it isn’t as strong legislation 
as was the Mansfield bill—but it is the 
strongest measure that Mundt thinks 
has a fair chance of being enacted into 
law this year. 

After the failure of the Mansfield bill 
to get anywhere, and the stubborn oppo 
sition to federal pollution control of all 
waters, as shown by representatives ol 
various state agencies at a between 
sessions conference, Mundt decided to 
write a new bill. He hoped, by making 
minor concessions, to overcome the hon 
est objections of strong proponents ol! 
state rights, to focus debate on the es 
sentials of water-pollution control, and 
win the support of everyone except thos 
who want to reserve for their particula! 
community, or for some greedy interest 
the continued right to dump pollution 
into our waters. 

H.R. 123 makes pollution control 1 
interstate waters a function of the Pub 
lic Health Service, and provides for the 
establishment of an advisory board com 
posed of representatives of governmen! 
departments and five nongovernment 
members, one of whom must have show? 
an active interest in wildlife conserva- 
tion. It encourages the establishment o! 
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interstate agencies to control pollution. 
It makes it mandatory for the surgeon- 
general, when he finds that the pollution 
of interstate waters is jeopardizing citi- 
zens’ health or welfare, to give the re- 
sponsible state or interstate authorities 
notice of the condition, and to set a rea- 
sonable time for its correction. If they 
fail to take action within that time he 
must again bring the matter to their 
attention. If the pollution continues 
after that second warning he must, 
within two years, take legal action 
against the polluters in the name of the 
United States. However, generous time 
extensions are provided for municipali- 
ties or industries which encounter un- 
usual technical or financial difficulties in 
disposing of their wastes. The bill calls 
for the consideration of fish propagation 
and the recreational use of waters 
in planning pollution-control programs. 
And, of outstanding importance in the 
fight to save our fishing, it makes pol- 
lution from new sources unlawful as 
soon as the bill becomes law. 

The Spence, Elston, and Barkley-Taft 
bills are all word for word the same. 
They do not make new pollution unlaw- 
ful, or grant time extensions when they 
are really needed; otherwise their pro- 
visions are the same as those of Mundt’s 
bill, and their language is the same— 
except for a deadly gimmick which has 
been slipped in by changing one five- 
letter word to a three-letter one. 

The section of the Mundt bill dealing 
with the starting of action against pol- 
luters reads: “Whenever it be found 
that the pollution of interstate waters 
... is such that... the health or wel- 
fare of citizens . . . is being jeopardized 
thereby, the surgeon-general shall give 
formal notification. . . 

In the Spence, Elston, and Barkley-

Taft bills that “shall” is changed to 
“may”’—which makes all the difference 
in the world! The Mundt bill specifies 
that the surgeon-general must take ac- 
tion. The other bills say that he can 
take action if he wants to—and under 
easily conceivable conditions these meas- 
ures would be absolutely worthless. 

It is disappointing to have to give up, 
even temporarily, the hope of getting 
Congress to enact a law which would 
safeguard all our waters against misuse, 
but the passing of Mundt’s H.R. 123 
would result in the cleaning up of some 
of our worst-polluted streams—and that 
would create a strong public demand for 
the restoration and protection of all our 
waters. Mundt’s long and at times al- 
most single-handed battle against the 
pollution evil puts beyond question his 
sincerity in advocating the strongest 
legislation which he thinks Congress 
will enact. Every sportsman should get 
into the fight for his—and our—-H.R. 123! 

The first thing to be done is to get 
this bill reported out by the House Com- 
mittee on Public Works in time for it to 
receive adequate consideration by the 
House—not a few weeks before Congress 
adjourns, when there always is a rush 
of must legislation, and even partially 
successful stalling tactics can keep H.R 
123 from being brought to a _ vote 
Strongly expressed public opinion often 
induces a committee to speed its con- 
sideration of proposed legislation. Rep 
resentative George A. Dondero of Michi- 
gan is chairman of the House Committee 
on Public Works. Write to him at the 
House Office Building, Washington 25 
D. C., asking that H.R. 123 be given his 
committee’s immediate and favorable 
consideration, and that hearings be held 
on it as early as possible. Or write to 
your own representative expressing the 
same desire. 

The next thing is to build up support 
for the Mundt bill among the member: 
ship of the House. Write your repre 
sentative and urge him to work and vote 
for H.R. 123 when it comes up for con 
sideration. Write to your senator, too; 
the Mundt bill may be passed by the 
House and sent on to the Senate, or a 
companion bill may be introduced in 
the upper chamber. 

Time is all-important. Don’t put off 
writing your congressman. Do it now 
Help beat pollution and save our fishing! 





Grasshoppers for Me! 


FTER half a lifetime spent in fish 
ing, it’s my opinion that live 


grasshoppers rank above any other 
lure on a trout stream. Anybody who 
wants to disagree is welcome—but I'll 
go right on using hoppers when I can 
get ’em! 

[ like fly fishing well enough, but when 
I want something for the frying pan ! 
fall back on natural bait. Of necessity 
I start the season off with garden worms 
and night crawlers. There aren’t any 
grasshoppers available in late April and 
early May, when trout fishing starts in 
my home waters. But along about June 
20 I begin combing the fields for the first 
of the year’s crop of young hoppers 
and from then until Labor Day, when 
the curtain rings down on our trout sea- 
son, it’s grasshoppers ahead of every 
thing for me. 

That kind of bait is just as easy to get 
as night crawlers; maybe easier, if you 
know how. I do my grasshopper collect- 
ing the night before my fishing trip. I 
wait until early evening, just after sun- 
down, when the dew is falling and the 
chill of coming darkness has taken the 
steam and jump out of the hoppers—but

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while there is still enough light for my 
bait hunting: It’s no harder to pick up 
grasshoppers in a good field under those 
conditions than to pick ripe cherries off 
a tree. 

I collect a can full, take ’em home, 
and store ’em in the icebox overnight. 
My wife didn’t exactly favor the plan in 
the early days of our marriage, but I 
was careful to keep the lid closed tight 
and she has grown used to it with the 
| passing years. Now when I hit the 
| stream the next morning I have an ample 
| supply of good, lively trout bait. And if 
there is any critter on earth a hungry 
trout likes better, I’ve yet to discover 
‘what it is! 

Using grasshoppers, I’ve taken as 
many as 10 nice brook trout from one 
pool, on a creek I could jump across. I 
land two or three or four, usually; then 
the rest of the trout get wise and stop 
feeding. 

When that happens I quit and rest 
the pool for half an hour. I don’t hurry. 
I listen to the birds and watch the play 
of the current around snags and dead- 
heads. Finally, when I think the trout 
have had time to recover their appe- 
tites, I test the pool. I flip in an un- 
hooked grasshopper for a decoy. If a 
trout talks back to me, I know it’s time 
to start fishing again.—-Harry Gaines.

women too) were using a variety of 
rods—heavy fly rods, bait casters, and 
even light salt-water rigs. Except that 
they employed the drift method more 
frequently than the anglers at the dam, 
the general technique called for casting 
crosscurrent, permitting the lure to flash 
as it rode, and retrieving. Many of 
them, however, permitted the lure to be- 
come stationary as it flashed in the 
riffles. 

I walked along the bank, often paus- 
ing to admire nice catches of shad. 
Some of these fish, ranging in weight 
from three to seven pounds, were hang- 
ing in the water on stringers 
tied to bushes; others were 
kept fresh in little pools cre- 
ated for the purpose by hast-

It turned out to be my first Enfield 
shad. That silvery torpedo confirmed 
what his lower.Connecticut Valley cous- 
ins had already taught me—that they’re 
all hard-fighting, knock-down-and-drag- 
out bruisers. 

For instance, when my rod pressure 
balked one of his runs, he leaped clear of 
the surfaee, shaking himself as an Aire- 
dale would a woodchuck. Then he nosed 
down and pulled, punctuating this strat- 
egy with a series of zippy runs. As the 
line gradually shortened, he surfaced 
and thrashed vigorously, churning the 
water all around him into battle froth.

with a square-cut bead; or those who 
maintain that a pink bead, instead of a 
red one, should be used on cloudy days. 
There’s no question that a distinct class 
of anglers, using a jargon all their own, 
will soon be included in the hierarchy of 
anglerdom. 

A visit to Enfield, however, should con- 
vince anyone that rod-and-line shad fish- 
ing is a sport of universal appeal. Those 
pilgrims to Connecticut’s new fishing 
mecca include salmon, trout, bass, and 
muskellunge fishermen. A lyrical spirit 
prevails among them all. j 

And why shouldn’t it? After all, the 
development of rod-and-line 
shad fishing is a new and 
exciting sport which holds a 
promise of relief for hard- 





ily constructed rock dams. 

Of particular interest to me 
was the fact that quite a few 
alewives (small relatives of 
the shad) were displayed with 
the shad catches. In the low- 
er Connecticut Valley tribu- 
taries, where I had served 
my shad-fishing apprentice- 
ship, alewives are seldom 
caught with rod and line. 

“Do alewives bite very of- 
ten up here?” I asked an 
angler. 

“Sure,” he replied. “They 
hit almost as often as the 
shad. And, ounce for ounce, 
they fight darn near as hard!” 

I came to a scenic section 
of the river fringed with al- 
ders, 350 yards below the dam. 
There were fewer anglers 
working its swift but shal- 
lower waters. I decided to 
try my luck there because it 
seemed best adapted to my 
favorite, the fly rod. 

Some 100 feet offshore a 
group of three men, wearing 
high waders and supporting 
themselves in the strong cur- 








fished trout and bass waters. 
As angling, shad fishing is 
similar to salmon fishing- 
so similar, as a matter of fact, 
that it has been referred to 
as “poor man’s salmon fish- 
ing.” Another important fac- 
tor is that many tidal rivers 
which shad frequent are 
within easy commuting dis- 
tance of cities. 

Connecticut’s State Board 
of Fisheries and Game has 
foreseen the possibilities. On 
leaving the Enfield grounds 
you are required to make a 
report at the checking sta- 
tion and present your catch 
for inspection. Here the shad 
are measured, weighed, the 
sex determined, and _ scale 
samples taken. In this manner 
the sport is linked with the 
science of conservation. 

According to Douglas D. 
Moss, aquatic biologist in 
charge of the extensive En- 
field studies, angling for shad 
is “an important and superior 
branch of recreational fishing 
which can be extended and 








rent by using long-handled 

nets as staffs, were fishing with fly rods. 
While I watched, one of them had a 
strike. His rod bending to a thrilling 
loop, he battled his shad in the current 
for more than ten minutes before he 
netted it. When he unhooked it he 
strung it with four others on a long 
cord suspended from his waist. 

Fastening a wobbling silver lure to a 
six-foot leader, I waded into the river. 
I didn’t have to go far to see the need 
of those long-handled nets which most 
of the fishermen carried. My pear- 
shaped trout net offered no support in 
the swift current. Giving up the struggle 
before I was halfway to the trio, I de- 
cided to try my luck in the inshore 
currents. 

I made a trial cast into the current, 
then reeled in to attach a sinker, for the 
power of the water kept my lure on the 
surface. Twisting a strip of lead around 
the leader solved the problem, and I let 
out about forty feet of line, permitting 
the lure to seek its own level. 

A few minutes later a light tug tele- 
graphed its impulse from the end of my 
line. It was quickly followed by a series 
of jerks that grew progressively strong- 
er and stronger. 

I pulled up my rod and immediately 
felt the weight of a heavy fish that, in a 
split second, began struggling, plunging, 
and rolling to shake the hook. 
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That shad—all four and a half pounds 
of him—was sstill scrapping when I 
scooped him into the net. However, it is 
characteristic of them to prolong the 
fight to the very last second of the 
fifteenth round. Thousands of them are 
proving that these days at Enfield, and 
in the Eight-Mile, Salmon, Scantic, and 
East Rivers. No shad angler questions 
their credentials for admittance into the 
roster of big-league game fish. 

I remained in the stream for three 
more hours, landing two more shad and 
losing two. Then I decided it was time 
to call a halt and see how other anglers 
were faring. 

Proofs that they had done well were 
the filling stringers and the multiplied 
number of fish in their rock-dammed 
pools. The plug-rod casters below the 
big dam had mined a rich lode of the 
silvery beauties when a new run had 
put in an appearance more than an hour 
before. Some of the more skillful had 
landed as many as twenty. 

Enfield is training a new corps for in- 
clusion among the battalions of the 
angling fraternity. As trout fishing has 
its dry-fly aristocracy, wet-fly bour- 
geoisie, and worm-dunking proletariat, 
shad fishing is enlisting exponents of 
the red fly topped off by a round red 
bead from the ranks of those who be- 
lieve that the same fly should be used 


developed.” In short, science, 
after having observed and appraised 
rod-and-line shad fishing through its 
careful, analytical eye, is sold on it. 





Fishing and Hunting Hulls 


PORTSMEN who want a boat for 

fishing or duck hunting are right in 
considering the flat-bottom type, but 
wrong in thinking that the flat bottom is 
the only one suitable to the purpose. 
What is really needed is a flat floor rather 
than an absolutely flat bottom, and this 
permits consideration of some round and 
V-bottom models. 

A round-bottom boat that has all or 
most of its round worked in at the turn 
of the bilge, or a V-bottom type which 
has little dead rise or angle of bottom 
along the center is entirely suitable for 
fishing and hunting. As a matter of fact, 
since a round-bottom craft has less suc- 
tion it can be worked over mud more 
easily than a true flat bottom. 

It is only when the bottom has con- 
siderable roundness or quite a deep dead 
rise or “V” throughout its length that 
stability is lost. This is usually done to 
insure greater seaworthiness in heavy 
going. So don’t turn down a good fishing 
and hunting craft that is to be used in 
calm, shallow water just because it hasn't 
a perfectly flat bottom.—/. A. EZ.

of turn in unfamiliar country. Anyway, 
he bit his words off short. But it was 
already too late. 

“Never fished in Wisconsin,” Jess said 
mildly. “We don’t claim to know much 
about fishin’ down here. But we wouldn’t 
think of goin’ out with less’n 200 feet 
of rope.” He let that sink in, then added 
in further whimsical reproof: “But we 
don’t fish right down on bottom.” 

Doc sat back and I could see he had 
made up his mind to listen and say little 
the rest of the day. 

Jess started to rig up the four cane 
poles and two casting rods in his boat. 

“How much line?” I asked him. 

He called across to a neighboring 
boat: “What are you usin’, Charlie?” 

“'Bout thirty feet below the cork,” the 
other fisherman answered back, and 
Jess nodded approval. 

The episode of the catalpa worm and

I could see genuine relief on Doc’s 
face when Jess finally suggested red 
worms to him.

Our poles were sixteen feet long. They 
carried just under forty feet of line. 
There’s a trick to handling an outfit of 
that kind. You don’t cast with the pole. 
You take the line in your hand three or 
four feet above the sinker, whirl it 
around your head a few times like a 
sling, and heave it out from the boat. 
Doc mastered this quickly. 

He was baiting his second line when 
the bobber on the first made a couple of 
preliminary lurches and went down. 
There was something decidely business- 
like about the way the fish took it under 
and I knew even before Doc grabbed 
the pole and struck back that he was 
dealing with no undersized bait stealer.

In addition, silt carried 
downriver from these dams coated the 
stream bed for two miles, and so dimin- 
ished the production of food for the 
young fish that many of them were 
emaciated. On near-by Hayward Brook, 
beaver dams had shut out the run of 
spawning fish for 2 years.

Question: Will I be able to cast %-oz. lures 
with a light and whippy bait-casting rod 6 ft 
long overall, using a level-wind reel with a light- 
weight aluminum spool?—Victor A. DeLuca,

Flies for Finicky Trout 


Question: I plan to visit Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, Wyo., this year for the early fish- 
ing, and would like to know what fly patterns 
to take with me.—Floyd R. Gellerman, Minn. 


Answer: You'll find the much-fished-for trout 
of Yellowstone mighty selective at times, and 
for this reason I suggest you take along a wide 
selection of patterns in both wet and dry flies, 
with these basic colors: ginger, brown, grizzly 
(gray Plymouth Rock), and blue-gray. 

The dry flies should range in size from No. 10 
down to 18; and the wets from No. 4 or 6 down 
to 12.—R.B 


Bait-casting Rod for Muskies 


Question: What sort of casting rod and line 
would you recommend for muskellunge fishing? 
I'll be plugging, and trolling too.—David Ly- 
berger, Ohio. 


Answer: Get one of the heavier steel rods. 
When using the large plugs especially made 
for this ‘species, you need plenty of power in 
the rod to drive home the big hooks. 

An 18-lb.-test line should be all right for 
casting, and one testing 24 lb. will be fine for 
trolling.—R. B. 


Removing Blood From Hackles 


Question: How can I remove dried blood 
from the hackle feathers on a “‘neck’’?—Joha 
Whitcomb, Mass. 


Answer: Soak the neck with its hackles in 
warm water in which you have dissolved some 
mild soap flakes. When the hackles have been 
in long enough for the blood to soften, just 
swish them about in the water. Try not to get 
the feathers too snarled and messy. 

Follow this with a good rinse before drying 
out the neck.—R. B. 


Fly-rod Outfit for a Youngster 


Question: I’m 14 years old and want to go 
after black bass and panfish this season with a 
fly rod. What weight and length should it be, 
and what are your suggestions about a line and 
leaders?—Edward Hubert, Conn. 


Answer: Get a 9-ft. rod weighing from 6 to 
6% oz. An H-D-H or an H-C-H double-tapered 
silk line should be used; and which one will 
depend upon the rod’s action—if it’s got plenty 
of backbone chances are you'll need the heavier 
or H-C-H line. I’ve suggested a tapered one 
because it is the easiest type to cast with. How- 
ever you can use a level enameled line of about 
size D, although it’s hard to say exactly without 
actually feeling the rod. 

You can get by using level nylon leader 
material in 6 or 8-lb. test. But tapered leaders 
help you to cast better. Get some calibrating 
from .020 in. to .014 (6-lb. test), or make them 
yourself from 20-in. lengths of nylon in 15, 
12, 10, 8, and 6-lb. tests. Be sure to master the 
blood knot before you attempt to tie up leaders. 

Just about any bass bug of good make will 
do. Buy some that pop, flutter like a struggling 
insect, and imitate a frog. Get an assortment 
of streamers too, in various colors and of cor- 
rect size for bass fishing —R. B.

It was midmorning now. The sun was 
shining warmly, gradually melting the 
thin coating of ice along the bank. The 
water was calm and clear. I could see 
that the bottom was mossy. Plenty of 
feed—that would account for the size 
of the trout. Fred had waded out ten 
or fifteen feet and was casting a dry 
fly just beyond a shelf into deep water. 

I worked along the shore for about an 
hour without a strike.

HOUGH I often have 

written about the ill 
effects which usually 
accompany a-line, 
leader, and fly that 
drag, I'd like to point out that there are 
situations where drag may be used to 
advantage, such as on a fast, glassy 
stretch of water. 

It is often possible to succeed on such 
water with a bushy but not large dry 
fly, cast downstream and across. To re- 
trieve, raise the rod high and strip in the 
line by hand, making the fly skip and 
skid along the surface as it comes 
toward you in a curved path. I have

A flashlight’s bright beam will dazzle 
a frog sufficiently for you to grab the 
amphibian from behind. Catching the 
critter in daylight is a little easier. 
Just dangle a fly, or a worm or bit of | 


| red cloth impaled on a hook before | 
a frog, and he'll usually seize the 


offering. 

When these methods let you down, 
get a long, limber switch and strike 
your quarry with it. A properly de- 
livered blow will stun the frog long 
enough to permit you to pick him up. 


Many anglers are surprised when 
they catch a fish with a minnow pro- | 
truding from its throat. There’s really 
nothing unusual about this. Fish are 
quite commonly caught when on feed- 
ing sprees, and at such times they’ll 
gorge themselves until there is some- 
what of an overflow. 

Once I caught a brookie on a No. 8 
Montreal and there was a minnow tail 
and a crawfish claw sticking out of 
the trout’s mouth, which in turn was 
crammed with squashed insects. 


Try using a flashlight fitted with a 
red lens the next time you go out to 
pick a can of night crawlers. Red light 
doesn’t frighten them to the extent a 
bright one does. If you cannot get a 
red lens, then cover the business end 
of your flashlight with something thin 
and scarlet—such as a woman’s hand- 
kerchief. 

Worms usually come to the surface 
as soon as the frost has left the ground 
in the spring. So long as the tempera- 
ture does not fall below 40 degrees F., 
they will come out after dark if they 
happen to be in the mood for mating. 

When the ground is frozen you'll 
have to dig beneath compost or manure 
piles for worms.—R, B.

from which we could see the broad ex- 
panse of mountainside, directly across 
the creek and clothed with the same 
high willows through which we had 
been fighting. 





The whole country was just about at | 


and here and there, 
dark against the pale-yellow of the 
frost-turned willows, a _ stunted little 
black spruce was trying to become a 
real tree. Upstream we could see rolling 
ridges also clothed with willows, except 
for vermilion patches 
birch which the natives 
British Columbia and the Yukon call 
bugbrush or sometimes  buckbrush.

At the Lapp Creek camp, Doc and I 
could look right out the door of our tent 
and see a great, triangular peak covered 
with snow; wild, remote, and somehow 
terrible in its aloof and lonely grandeur. 
I'll never forget how it looked that 
night as we lay in our eiderdown robes 
discussing the prospects for the morn- 
ing. It was very cold, and frost had al- 
ready whitened the tall yellow grass in 
the meadow before the tent. The sky 
was cloudless and the stars were out, 
but they were dimmed by long, soft 
streamers of northern lights that fes- 
tooned the great peak. 

Doc was pretty gloomy- about our 
prospects just then, but somehow I 
couldn't be. Here we were in some of 
the wildest country on the North Amer- 
ican continent, where no human foot 
had trod for six years. We were bound 
to find those big rams we were looking 
for somewhere—and if we didn’t, we 
knew some fine moose were around. 

So next day I elected to go moose 
hunting. About three miles from camp, 
clear across Lapp Creek and about a 
mile farther on, we caught the charac- 
teristic flash of a bull moose’s antlers in 
the early-morning sun. Glasses showed 
that he was feeding in a little open spot 
in that jungle, where instead of grow- 
ing seven and eight feet high, the wil- 
lows were only three or four feet high. 
All around him, however, they were as 
high as a bull moose’s head, and far 
higher than that of a man. 

I am not very good at judging moose 
heads, and in that I am not alone. The 
antlers of a big bull are tremendous— 
but so is the moose, and even a sixty- 
inch head doesn’t look very big, partic- 
ularly when seen from the side, if it is 
on an animal that stands seven feet or 
more at the shoulder. Frank Golata 
didn't think too much of the moose; but 
after watching him for several minutes, 
I. decided he would bear a closer look. 

Mac and I knew that he was going to 
be hard to stalk because almost all the 
way we would be in willows so thick 
and so high that we couldn’t see more 
than a few feet in either direction. 
However, the moose was just opposite a 
clump of three black spruces on our side 
of the creek, and by using them as a 
landmark we thought we could get up 
to him, Frank and Doc were going to 
stay where we were and watch the fun, 
but at the last moment Doc yielded to 
my invitation and went along. 

We tied our horses out of sight in the 
bottom of the creek, scrambled up the 
steep bank, and plunged into the wil- 
lows. The only way we could travel at 
all was to stay with the moose trails 
and, at each intersection, to take the 
one which led in the general direction 
of our bull. Now and then we'd find a 
place where the willows were a little 
less high. From each such spot we'd 
take our bearings on the three little 
spruce trees across the creek. Gradu- 
ally we worked closer to the place 
where we had last seen the moose. Since 
the wind was right, the only thing we 
had to watch was noise. We inched 
along as quietly as possible, but at in- 
tervals one of us would inadvertently 
break a dry willow branch, which, to 
me, always sounded like a rifle shot. 

Finally we came out of the jungle 
onto the edge of the opening where we 
hoped to find the bull. There he was, 
browsing about 200 yards away; sleek, 
black in the sunshine, taller than a 
horse, and solid as a locomotive. 

To me there are three kinds of bull

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moose—little ones, medium-size ones, 
and big ones. This was a big one. The 
willows where we stood were almost 
waist-high, and the only way I could 
shoot was offhand. I lined up the cross 
hairs of the 4X ’scope on the little .270 
behind the bull’s shoulder and squeezed 
the trigger. I heard the bullet hit with 
a sharp crack, and Mac yelled, “That 
shot got him!” 

The bull humped up, took a couple of 
steps, and stood there with his head 
hanging down. I shot again, and heard 
that bullet strike. Still the moose was on 
his feet, so I shot once more. 

“He'll go down!” Mac, who is an old 
moose hunter, assured me. The bull was 
out on his feet and made no attempt to 
get away. 

“Mind if I shoot?” Doc asked, catch- 
ing the excitement. 

“No, go ahead,” I said. 

Doc hoisted up his .30/06 and touched 
her off. I heard the bullet strike. For a 
moment the bull stood there weaving, 
then collapsed like the side of a building 

When we skinned him out we found 
that all four shots had slammed into the 
lungs, literally tearing them to shreds. I 
have seen a fair number of moose killed 
with .270 and .30/06 rifles, and I have 
killed a few myself, but I have never 
seen one knocked down in his tracks 
unless he was struck in the brain or 
spine. I have never seen a moose killed 
with one shot. Almost always he will run 
off, even when struck squarely through 
the lungs. But experienced hunters of 
British Columbia and the Yukon tell me 
that once a moose lies down he almost 
never gets up, and in this respect he 
shows less vitality and will to live than 
a deer. 

Maybe a .375 Magnum will knock a 
moose down with a lung shot. I can't 
answer that one, because I have never 
used a .375 on a bull. I think the an- 
swer to why one of these animals is so 
hard to stop with a single shot is that 
there is simply too much moose. The 
bigger an animal is the harder he is to 
kill, and a bullet that will kill a mule 
deer or a ram in his tracks instantly 
simply won’t do it to the moose that 
weighs four or five times as much. Be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500 pounds of meat 
is a lot of meat to knock off its feet! 

All four bullets shot into that moose, 
by the way, were Winchester Silvertips. 
Two were under the skin on the oppo- 
site side, and two had gone almost 
through the lung cavity to lodge in the 
lung tissue. The fault certainly did not 
lie in insufficient penetration! 

That moose was a very fine one, but 
not as large as a sixty-four-inch head 
that Doc got on a previous trip and, of 
course, a good deal smaller than the tre- 
mendous 69%-inch head that Myles 
Brown shot when he was with me in the 
Yukon in 1945. Nor was he as large 
bull I was to see later. 

This latter baby was, I am convinced, 
the bull moose with the largest head I 
have ever seen, greater even than 
Brown’s great record Yukon moose. It 
was the only moose head I have ever 
seen hg I could instantly tell was 
terrific, even on the enormous body of 4 
big bull. ye luck had it, I saw this speci- 
men long after I had filled the bag limit 
of one British Columbia moose, and, of 
course, I was helpless. 

Mac and I had spent a long, tough day 
trying to stalk a couple of black bears. 
They had outwitted us, and at 4 o'clock 
we were eight or ten miles from camp, 
dead tired, with the prospect of having 
to travel fast and hard to make it out 
of thick brush and heavy timber before 
dark. The sun had gone down and dark- 
ness was gathering rapidly when not

feet below me I saw the most tremen- 
dous moose I have ever laid eyes on.

I bawled again, but I 
must have struck a sour note because 
the bull trotted off, giving us a fine view 
of those wonderful antlers. Once, right 
near the little creek, he bent a couple 
of willows with those antlers as he 
passed between them. I went down there 
and found they were more than six feet 
apart, 

We finally got off the mountain and 
out of the timber into the horse meadow 
just before it was pitch dark. When we 
got back to camp, Johnny Cooper, the 
cook, was babbling like a man who had 
seen a vision. 

“IT went up on the hill today,” he told 
us, “so I could glass that mountain. I 
saw the biggest moose I have ever seen! 
I'll swear he had antlers twice as big as 
the one you guys brought in. It looked 
like he was packing a table around on 
his head!” 

“Yes,” we both said gloomily. “We 
saw him too!” 

If I were looking for a record moose 
head, I know right where I'd go. Maybe 
I wouldn’t see the same one again, but 
surely that old boy has left some de- 
scendants—and believe me, those north- 
ern Rockies grow big moose, A man who 
looks them over ought to be sure of a 
sixty-incher, and if luck is with him he 
ought to break into the seventies! 





Audubon Society Wants No 
Duck Hunting for a Year! 


O HUNTING of migratory waterfow! 

for a year—that’s what the National 
Audubon Society advocates just as we go 
to press. The recommendation is made

that time basic revisions of management 
and regulation policies be worked out 
and adopted,” but there is no suggestion 
as to what these “basic revisions” might 
be. 

Asked by OvutTpoor Lire to comment, 
Albert M. Day, director of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, telegraphed: “We 
will not be in position to know about next 
season’s waterfowl regulations until we 
analyze winter inventory data and see 
what spring nesting conditions are. Sin- 
cerely hope that drastic proposal recom- 
mended by Audubon Society will not be 
necessary.” 

Mort W. Smith, president of Ducks Un- 
limited, wired as follows: “Need for close 
season on ducks cannot intelligently nor 
fairly be determined until survey of the 
number of birds returning to nesting 
grounds is ascertained and this season's 
hatch is known. This would be not earlier 
than the last of July.”

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Deer Have Their Woes 


AYBE it’s your belief that the wild 
M white-tail deer, in his native cover 

lives a peaceful and untroubled 
life save in hunting season. But if you 
think that, you’re wrong, according to 
game authorities. 

Men carrying high-voltage rifles may 
possibly be the foremost enemies of deer, 
but they are by no means the only ones 
There are, for example, timber wolves, 
dogs, wildcats that pick up unguarded 
fawns, mountain lions in the West, and 
coyotes, also dangerous to fawns, ove! 
large sections of the deer country. And 
perhaps less dangerous, but far more 
maddening, are the legions of insect foes 

some external, some _ jinternal—that 
harass and prey upon the white-tails at 
all seasons of year. In summer it’s 
black flies and deerflies, nosee-ums (01 
punkies) and mosquitoes, inflicting end 
less torment, driving the deer out to 
open clearings or to wind-swept lakes 
and rivers for relief. In winter, all un 
suspected by sportsmen, it is such loath 
some creatures as the grub of the nose 
fly, causing endless annoyance and rob 
bing the deer of the vitality they need to 
face successfully the deep snow and bit 
ter cold. 

These thick, cigar-shape, dark-colored 
grubs hatch from eggs laid by the adult 
insect in the nasal passages of the deer 
They grow and complete their larval 


| development, reaching a length of more 





than an inch, in the animal’s nose and 
throat--and one deer may be infested 
with a score or more of the parasites 
The effect on the animal's peace of mind 
is easily imagined. 

Reaching their full size in late winter 
or very early spring, at a season when 
deer are passing through the year’s most 
severe food pinch, the nose-fly grubs were 
at one time suspected by game men of 
being responsible for the death of many 
white-tails that appeared to have died of 
starvation. The game experts reasoned 
that these deer, reduced in vigor by the 
parasites, were unable to survive a pe- 
riod of hunger that otherwise would not 
have proved critical. 

Careful studies by research experts of 
the Michigan Department of Conserva- 
tion, carried on for a period of years, 
have pretty much cleared the nose-fly 
grub of these charges, however. Hideous 
he is, and definitely harmful to the deer 
in whose throat and nose he passes the 
larval stage, the game men say. But he 
cannot be considered a serious enemy of 
the white-tail. 

Rather he falls in the nuisance class 
and save under unusual circumstances 
probably rarely causes the actual death 
of an individual deer. Close observations 
including weekly weight checks, au 
topsies, and blood examinations, have 
revealed that the grubs cause only mod 
erate irritation of the tissues where they 
are found. Occasionally they are respon 
sible for a secondary infection, and under 
severe conditions of starvation they do 
reduce somewhat the deer’s chances of 
survival. But of themselves these larvae 
are not likely to cause the death of the 
host they feed upon. 

Nevertheless, in some areas as many 
as 25 to 40 of each 100 deer are infested 
with these pests, studies indicate. Cer- 
tainly they are bound to cause acute dis 
comfort. And they must be grouped 
along with mosquitoes and black flies, as 
a relentless enemy that makes life any 
thing but a bed of roses for the wild 
white-tail.— Ben East. 
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When Waterproof Ammo 
Paid Big Dividends 


NE DAY early in March of 1943 
on the Jap-infested island of 
Mindanao in the Philippines, a 

crude bamboo raft was pushed cautious- 
ly out from the shore of Lake Pinamoloy. 
On it was an American guerrilla leader, 
ist Lieut. Jack W. Hoffman of the Army 
Air Forces, still wearing the tattered 
remnants of the same uniform in which 
he had escaped from Clark Field the 
year before. 

Slowly Hoffman paddled his unwieldy 
craft away from the shore. It was a 
risky business. Mindanao was overrun 
by Nip patrols. Jap planes crisscrossed 
in the sky. But there was no alternative. 
The chance had to be taken. Philippine 
guerrilla fighters were depending on the 
success of the venture in which the 
lieutenant was risking his life. 

Guided by landmarks on the shore, 
Hoffman paddled his raft out into the 
lake until he decided he had reached the 
particular spot he wanted, then dropped 
a makeshift anchor. 

With help from his companion, Hoff- 
man started a small gas engine (which 
seemed to produce a tremendous amount 
of noise) and connected it to an air- 
compressor. While the engine and the 
compressor were beating out a rhythmic 
invitation to the Japs to come and find 
them, Hoffman steadied himself on the 
rickety raft and fitted an improvised 
diving helmet over his head. Then he 
lowered himself carefully over the side, 
and trailing an airhose and a rope sank 
beneath the surface. 

Hoffman knew that what he was look- 
ing for would be in deep water. He gave 
the Japs credit for that much—and he 
was not disappointed when his feet did 
not hit bottom within the first 20 feet. 
He kept going down. Finally at 50, his 
feet came to rest, not on the bottom, but 
on one of more than 100 cases of ammu- 
nition, 

It had been a shot in the dark. There 
in the cold depths of Lake Pinamoloy lay 
the American ammunition that Philip- 
pine guerrillas could soon be firing back 
at the Japs. 

When the Japs had taken Mindanao 
and seized the Army depot on the shore 
of Pinamoloy, they dumped into the lake 
every bit of American small-arms ammu- 
nition they could find. That was a bad 
mistake, since American ammunition is 
waterproof and not destroyed by sub- 
mersion, 

Lieut. Hoffman had learned from Fili- 
pino scouts the location of the supposed 
destruction and took on the arduous job 
of assembling and improvising the equip- 
ment he needed to raise the underwater 
cache. 

Two and a half months after he began 
his one-man salvage operation, Hoffman 
had brought up 212,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition from the bottom of Lake Pina- 
moloy without detection by the Japa- 
nese. Fortunately, most of it was of the 
type the guerrillas needed—.30 caliber 
stuff for Springfield and Garand rifles 
and light machine guns, and .45 caliber 
for automatic pistols. 

As quickly as the cases were brought 

ashore, the sodden wooden boxes were 
knocked to pieces and the ammunition 
distributed to the guerrilla fighters. 
_ And it functioned 100 percent, accord- 
ing to Lieut. Hoffman. “Every Filipino 
soldier smiled when he saw the familiar 
W.C.C., the initials of the Western Car- 
tridge Co., on the heads of the car- 
tridges,” he reported. 

This daring exploit has just been re- 
vealed by Lieut. Hoffman in a letter to

Hoof-and-Mouth Disease 
Threat to Game Fought 


TATE game officials and sportsmen 
who were as much concerned as live- 


lence of the dreaded hoof-and-mouth 
disease in a vast area of Mexico about 
350 miles south of the border, can now 
breathe easier. 

The Secretary of Agriculture recently 
signed an agreement with Mexico to 
fight the outbreak, and asked an appro- 
priation of $9,000,000 to cover costs up 
to June 30. Mexico is putting up an equal 
| amount for a campaign which will result 
lin the killing of some 150,000 infected 
cattle, according to estimates. 

Much of the American appropriation 





the livestock that will be destroyed. The | 
Secretary of Agriculture is attempting to | 
get surplus bulldozers, trucks, and jeeps 
from the War Department for use in 
burying the slaughtered animals. The 
pact calls for a headquarters to be estab- 
|lished in Mexico City, with a director

| United States. 

All of this will come as good news to 
sportsmen, for they know that deer, an- 
telope, elk, and javelinas are almost as 
susceptible as cattle, sheep, and hogs, 
and are also carriers of the disease. The

| considerable radius of an outbreak is an 
|accepted control method. While the 
| states adjacent to the border are of 
|course in the most immediate danger, 
the disease can be transmitted in many 
ways, and both livestock and game in 
many parts of the country are endan- 
gered by it. 

The United States has suffered eight 
invasions by the hoof-and-mouth mal- 
ady, the most recent in 1929. The most 
serious epidemic was in 1914, when al- 
most half of the states were affected. 
Total cost of the eight outbreaks to the 
livestock industry and to the federal 
and state governments is estimated at 
$200,000,000.

went on to say that she had seen them 
at about 6:30 a.m. when she got up to 
feed the baby.

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opposite hill. Picking my way carefully, 
to make as little noise as possible, I 
started out. 

A few minutes later I heard a squirrel 
chatter, about 200 yards ahead. This was 
welcome news, since I have often spot- 
ted game by this sign. The presence of 
larger animals seems to stir these little 
fellows up, and they can be mighty 
helpful. 

I froze in my tracks, and now I could 
hear the soft, muffled tread of feet, the 
characteristic “pussyfoot” ‘of a deer 
when he thinks he’s being followed. 
Sometimes they are capable of using 
considerable stealth in lieu of the blind- 
ing speed which they more often employ. 
It was an intermittent tread, as if we 
were taking turns, each listening for 
the other. 

As suddenly as it had begun, the 
sound of the footsteps stopped, but the 
squirrel kept on chattering, and I won- 
dered if the deer had invaded his private 
grove. I stopped listening for them and 
concentrated on trying to see them. 
Three times I swept my eyes over the 
entire area from side to side, then I 
caught a slight movement on the oppo- 
site hillside—just the faintest twitch of 
an ear or tail or something.

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legs went out from under him. When 
he finally pulled himself part way up, 
the legs seemed to flop in peculiar fash- 
ion, and I wondered if I had broken one 
or two of them. 

In spite of our long feud and the fact 
that I had nearly lost my life on his 
account, I had no desire to see him 
suffer.

So now I can feel that Iam a member 
of a venerable clan—those hunters who 
have a special tale to tell when sports- 
men get together. Then when the spirit 
of comradeship burns as bright as the 
logs in the fireplace, I shall tell about 
Andy Gump—a really smart buck and 
a mighty game one.

Using a fine chisel, an expert engraves a steel rifle receiver 


OT so long ago I was hunting in 
Sonora, Mexico, and the rifle I 
carried was a fine ‘scope-sighted 
.30/06 Springfield with a beauti- 
fully shaped, finished, and checkered 
stock by the late Alvin Linden. I didn’t 
think any more of that rifle than I did 
of my right arm. With its graceful lines 
and the spectacular figure in the maple 
stock, it was a weapon to make any gun 
nut roll his eyes and sigh in ecstasy 
Yet one of my companions regarded 
it with the heartiest disapproval, and 
finally one day when we were climbing 
a very steep and rocky mountain, he 
burst out: “You know, I think you'd 
rather break a leg than scratch that 
stock. I'll be darned if I'd have a rifle so 
fancy I was afraid to kick it around!” 
As a matter of fact, he may have had 
something there. In time, a broken leg 
will mend, but, since Al Linden has gone 
to the place where all stock blanks are 
dry and all gun nuts who want fine cus- 
tom stocks are reasonable fellows who 
don’t rush him, another maple stock like 
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the one I have would 
be hard to get. 

My friend’s rifle, 
also a .30/06, was a 
good, sound, accurate 
Winchester Model] 70; 
but the sight of it 
made my blood run 
cold. The whole rifle 
looked as if a succes- 
sion of horses had 
been walking on it. 
The blue was all worn 
and rusted off, and 
since he had never 
oiled the stock it had 
about as much finish 
as a packing box. Yet, 
thanks to noncorro- 
sive priming and oc- 
casional cleaning, the 
bore was good and 
the rifle accurate. Ac- 
tually, it was merely 
an efficient tool for 
deer hunting. He kept 
it in the rear of his 
car along with the 
chains, jack, and tire 
tools, and if the spirit 
moved him he pound- 
ed tent stakes with it. 

Now this same 
character is a lover 
of horses, and his fine 
mounts are always 
curried and polished 
and as sleek as 
butcher-shop rats. I 
could have told him 
that a horse with 
cockleburs in his tail 
could run just as fast 
and climb just as 
high as one without them, but I did not 
because I am a cool, patient, and long- 
suffering fellow. 

Likewise I am quick to admit that a 
band on a hat makes it shed rain no 
better, that a necktie keeps a man’s neck 
no warmer, and that the rouge on the 
little woman’s lips causes her to cook 
pork chops not one whit better. 

Nevertheless, I am a sucker for a 
handsome firearm, be it rifle, handgun, 
or shotgun. Even under the happiest 
circumstances, the man who owns a gun 
will look at it a lot more often than he 
will shoot it, just as he will enjoy the 
beauty of the trees in his yard" more 
often than he will climb them and that 
of his smooth lawn more often than he 
will sit on it. 

Probably the most important aspect 
of beauty in firearms is the lines, and 
this is something which is almost as dif- 
ficult to define as beauty in women. All 
normal females come equipped with the 
standard number of ears, eyes, noses, 
mouths, chins, and so on, yet some will

cause a pounding of pulses and some 
would not bring a whistle from a Marine 
just back from three years on a South 
Pacific island. The difference lies in an 
angle here and a curve there. 

The same with guns. One of the most 
efficient weapons in my rack is a 12 
gauge automatic equipped with a Cutts 
Compensator. I never saw a more prac 
tical or deadly shotgun, yet no one 
would call it beautiful. In the same rack 
I have a little Winchester Model 21 skeet 
gun in 16 gauge. The wood is good, the 
checking excellent; but the most im 
portant thing that lifts it above the ordi- 
nary is its clean-cut, racy lines. The 
Winchester Model 52 sporter is a hand- 
some little rifle mainly because of its 
fine lines. As candidates for beauty 
prizes, the well-stocked Savage 99-T, R, 
and RS and the utilitarian but hand 
some Remington Model 141 line of high- 
power slide-action rifles are hard to beat 


INE British and American shotguns 

are usually well proportioned, and the 
bolt-action rifles’ stocked by such aces 
as Bob Owen, Keith Stegall, Tom Shel- 
hamer, Morgan Holmes, and the late 
Adolph Minar are things of beauty be- 
cause of their graceful shapes. Two 
other crack stockers whose work I have 
recently seen are Leonard Mews, who 
makes stocks for Roy Weatherby of 
South Gate, California, and Charles Go- 
lueke, 721 S. Roosevelt St., Green Bay, 
Wis. Custom stocks turned out by 
Griffin & Howe of New York have always 
been handsome. 

Morgan Holmes, who has done a good 
deal of theorizing on the subject, says 
that the lines of a gun stock should 
either be straight or arcs of a circle. He 
is probably right. Look at graceful and 
ungraceful stocks and it checks! Sharp 
angles and shad-belly curves look like 
the devil. More stockmakers, both ama 
teur and professional, fall down on good 
lines than they do on anything else. ! 
have seen many stocks which were 
beautifully inletted but which were so 
poorly shaped that they would give a 
real gun lover the jitters. 

Good wood comes right after shape in 
importance. The long, contrasty, sweep- 
ing lines of fine European walnut add 
greatly to the looks of the finest stocks 
and so does the showy and intricate 
figure of maple, or the burl of a good 
piece of American black walnut in the 
buttstock. Fine wood is today very diffi 
cult to get,’so if the stock wood is hard 
and dense so it takes a good finish per 
haps that is all we can ask for 

Fine checkering running from 22 to 
28 lines to the inch and in a simple but 
pleasing pattern is one of the best orna 
ments a fine stock can have. Checke! 
ing on the best British double guns is 
tops, and so is that on the better Amerl-

Designs 
should be simple and in keeping with the 
gun. They should blend in with the lines 
of the stock and not attract attention to 
themselves. 

I have never seen any wood carving 
which I thought did anything but de- 
tract from the appearance of a fine gun. 
Checkering alone is enough. Some of the 
manufacturers of double guns seem to 
think that in order to justify their 
charges for the higher grades they have 
to give their customers fancy and ornate 
designs, with the result that their guns 
often look cheap and showy. The best 
British doubles always have plain de- 
signs, but magnificent wood and beauti- 
fully executed checkering. 





LTHOUGH I'd rather spend my 
money for fine wood, skillful shap- 
ing, and precise checkering, there is no 
doubt that engraving enhances the 
beauty of a fine firearm. In the past it 
has been customary for the factories to 
furnish some engraving on their better 
grades of shotguns as a matter of course. 
It is, however, seldom seen on a rifle, 
probably because the shotgun was the 
weapon of the gentleman of leisure who 
could take care of it, while the rifle was 
for the wilderness hunter. Now, however, 
there is no reason why the rifle in which 
a gun lover takes pride cannot be doc- 
tored up with some engraving. The 
thousands of highly engraved German 
rifles and shotguns brought back into 
this country by returning soldiers have 
stimulated interest in the art, and from 
now on I am convinced that more and 
more custom rifles will be engraved. 

Remington, Winchester, and Savage 
can arrange for whatever engraving 
their customers want on standard and 
de luxe models. Custom firms like P. O. 
Ackley, Columbia Gun Co., Griffliin & 
Howe, Frank Pachmayr, and Roy 
Weatherby either have an engraver in 
the shop or can arrange to have rifles 
of their make engraved. The job can be 
anything from a little scroll work to re- 
lieve the plainness of the floor plate and 
trigger guard to elaborate relief engrav- 
ing of flowers, trees, elk, moose, inlay 
work in silver and gold, or what have 
you! 

A bit of engraving adds a lot of class 
to a gun, and the man who has some 
shekels laid aside for that dream rifle 
can well consider budgeting a bit of it 
to fancy up the metal. Even when the 
blue begins to wear off of the old but 
much loved gun, the engraving is still 
there to class it up, and to me at least 
it is worth the price. 

There are all sorts of gun buyers and 
owners—those who simply like to hunt, 
those who only like to shoot, and those 
who simply collect fine firearms for the 
heck of it. For my part, I like to do all 
those things, and I have never had a gun 
of any sort that I was afraid to take ona

THOSE YUGOSLAV 
MAUSERS 


LTHOUGH the “official” military car- 

tridge of Yugoslavia is supposed to 

be the 7mm. Mauser and is so listed in 

all the books on military firearms, the 

picture, on closer examination, is a lot 
more complicated. 

In reality, the Yugoslavs, who were 
without any manufacturing facilities 
themselves, seem to have armed their 
troops with practically anything which 
was lethal and which they could buy at 
a reasonable price, including Italian 
Mannlicher-Carcanos, French Lebels, 
and Austrian Model 95 straight pulls. 
The 7 mm. is used in rifles marked Model 


Although there is no question about the beauty of the 


1908 and Model 1899. Both are short ac- 
tions for the 7 mm. cartridge, but in the 
familiar Model 1898 pattern. 


HE -rifles I have had most queries 

about are not in 7 mm. at all but in the 
familiar 7.9 Mauser military cartridge 
the sporting version of which we know 
in this country as the 8 mm. Mauser 
Most of them were made in Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

They are marked VZ 24 and are 
stamped in Russian characters, which 
has led some correspondents to believe 
they were Greek. Some Yugoslav rifles 
in that caliber were also probably made 
in Belgium and Poland, since both coun- 
tries made Model 98 rifles in 7.9 for 
export. 

A good many 7.9 Mauser-pattern rifles 
have turned up from Greece, They were 
manufactured at Léige, Belgium. And

®If American hunters are not happy, it 
isn’t because there aren’t plenty of good 
2%X hunting ‘scopes to choose from.

Leupold can be mounted ahead of the 
safety on a Mauser or Springfield, but 
NOT ahead of the bolt-lift unless a man 
uses a very short stock, has a long neck, 
and is a stock crawler from 'way back.

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than turrets gives the ‘scope a clean, 
streamline appearance. Another point 
of interest is that metal lens caps, held 
in position by the tension of an elastic 
band, are furnished for free with the 
‘scope. With its light weight, good op- 
tics, and clean appearance the Leupold 
looks like a worthy addition to the 
‘scope family. 

The other new '’scope is the Stith 
Bear Cub, which is made for M. L. and 
M. J. Stith of San Antonio, Texas, by the 
Kollmorgen Optical Co., of Brooklyn, 
N.Y. This is a straight-tube ’scope on 
the order of the old Zeiss Zielklein, with 
the familiar 22 mm. tube and the slight- 
ly enlarged straight ocular piece which 
is adjustable for focus to the individual 
eye. 

The ’scope is a very brilliant one with 


’ excellent definition, but although it is 


rated at 24%X I cannot after long prayer 
and meditation make much more than 
a 2X out of it. However, 2X is plenty 
for all hunting except varmint shooting 
and very long-range big-game hunting. 
The Bear Cub is beautifully made and 
finished and is the lightest of all hunt- 
ing ’scopes of its class. 

It has elevation only in the tube, with 
the reticule-adjustment housing marked 
in minutes of angle. Mark Stith has al- 
ways stanchly maintained that he has 
never seen a 'scope having both windage 
and elevation in the tube in which the 
changing of windage would not upon 
occasion effect elevation and vice versa. 
Hence his preference for windage ad- 
justment in the mount. He furnishes 
windage mounts, both Q.E.D. and 
Streamline, for the Cub and both of 
them are strong and the windage posi- 
tive. Field of view is about 35 ft. at 100 
yd., less than that of the Texan, Alas- 
kan, Leupold, and Noske 2%X, with 
their enlarged oculars, but plenty. 

Field of view is controlled by the size 
of the ocular lens and the power. If 
power remains the same, you cut down 
the size of the field when you use a 
smaller ocular, just as, all other things 
being equal, you can see more through 
a large keyhole than a small one. 

For the man wanting the lowest line 
of sight, particularly on a rifle with a 
low comb, like the Model 99 Savage, the 
straight-tube ‘scopes like the Cub and 
the Maxwell-Smith G-88 are the busi- 
ness. The ’scopes with the enlarged ocu- 
lars have larger fields of view, but they 
necessarily give a somewhat higher line 
of sight. 


PRIVATE BRAND NAMES 
ON SHOTGUNS 


® Back in the days when I first got into 
the gun-editing business, I used to get 
requests for the identification of fire- 
arms, particularly shotguns, that put 
me on the ropes. Correspondents would 
write in giving me names of arms com- 
panies which I knew had never existed 
and brand names I had never heard of. 
A lot of the time I could only tell these 
troubled citizens that I didn’t know 
what they had. 

In order to find out more about this, 
I pestered those in the arms trade and 
haunted the secondhand racks in sport- 
ing-goods stores, taking apart and in- 
Specting all the old guns I could find. 
The answer, of course, is that these 
nonexistent arms companies were the 
brain children of big hardware dealers, 
mail-order houses, and in some cases 
sporting-goods stores. Some concerns 
had all sorts of private brand names, 
dropping one and switching to another 
whenever the spirit moved them.

Tinkering Can be Dangerous! 


Question: In my firearms-repairing business 
I find evidence of many of the malpractices 
which you have repeatedly warned against. 
Here’s one I heard about that takes the cake: 

Some idiot with more tools than sense has 
been reaming out the chamber on Mauser rifles 
so that the bolt will close on standard .30/06 
cases. Can you beat it? Even when we demon- 
strate that a .30 caliber bullet will fall freely 
through an 8 mm. barrel we fail to convince 
people that the idea is n.g. The answer we get 
is, “Shucks, it shoots all right’! Somehow the 
advice of a stumblebum is more often heeded 
than that of someone who knows. 

I shudder to think what might happen if 
somebody tried to shoot the regular 8 x 97 mm. 
cartridge in a chamber that’s been altered like 
that! So maybe mention of this in your column 
will save a neck or two.—Robert R. Dickey, Pa. 


Answer: Your letter is well worth printing, 
as an added warning. In the last year or two, 
some people have been doing the darnedest 
things with foreign arms. Often some kind 
providence seems to watch over them, and they 
don’t blow themselves up. However, I have had 
a good many letters telling me of really bad 
accidents.—J. O’C. 


.30/06 Enfield Into .300 Magnum? 


Question: I have a .30/06 Enfield, made by 
Remington, and like the action very much. For 
Colorado elk and mule deer, and perhaps Cana- 
dian big game, would it be advisable to have 
it rechambered to take the .300 H.& H. Mag- 
num? The barrel is in good condition.—Car/l R. 
Mason, Colo. 


Answer: You could convert your Model 1917 
Enfield to a .300 Magnum only by ordering an 
entirely new barrel and having other changes 
made. I would not advise you to attempt having 
the original barrel rechambered, for the metal 
simply is not thick enough, and those chambers 
often swell or jug.—J. O’C. 


Graphite Prevents Leading 


Question: Has anyone ever tried using gra- 
phited oil for protecting shotgun barrels from 
rust and leading? Graphite fills the pores of 
steel and plates it. A car was once run more 
than 50 miles without oil after graphited oil 
had been used until the bearings were well 
plated. Since graphite withstands a high degree 
of heat, such treatment would last a long time. 
—E. McDonald, Ohio. 


Answer: I have tried using a product con- 
sisting of graphite suspended in oil for shotgun 
barrels. In theory, at least, the graphite should 
cut down on the tendency to lead, and I think 
it does, but I have no laboratory data to prove

Answer: The velocity of the 150-gr. bullet 
in the M-2 .30/06 cartridge is 2,850 foot secor 
The velocity of the original 172-gr. M-1 b« 
tail load is about 2,650. 

I am sorry to hear that that 1930 case 
go on you. I understand that one large lot of 
1930 cases had a very soft anneal and has given 
similar trouble. 

I hope you get the opportunity to try 
180-gr. Winchester-Western Silvertip and R« 
ington Core-Lokt bullets in your .30/06. I 
think either of those well-constructed 
trolled-expanding bullets will be all you need 
for any African game except elephants, rhino, 
and possibly buffalo. However, who am I to 
be telling you what to use when you have 
killed all that stuff? 

To my way of thinking, the .220 Swift is 
rather erratic in its killing on anything larger 
than what you could call very small bucks 
Very often the tiny bullets will kill like light- 
ning, but I have seen them strike ribs and 
blow up with practically no penetration. How- 
ever, for small stuff the Swift will delight y 
I am sure. It was not designed as a big-game 
rifle, but as a super varmint job. For game I 
have always felt that the 48-gr. Spitzer soft 
point was best. If you care to handload, you 
can get very excellent bullets from various 
custom makers.—J. O’C. 


A Wildcat That's Better Dead 


Question: Some years ago a local gunsmith 
made a “‘crossbreed” rifle which gave wonderful 
results on game, brush hunting at short rangé« 
The rifle and reloading tools have since dis- 
appeared, but I'd like to duplicate that baby if 
possible. 

Starting with a .38 lever-action Winchester, 
Model 92, with full magazine and 24-in. barre 
I'd change over to a .32/20 with cartridge cases 
necked down from .38 and the barrel chamber 
reamed accordingly. How does that sound to 
you?—A. L. Barrett, Calif. 


Answer: You could have such a rifle made to 
handle a .38/40 cartridge necked down to .32, 
but the creation of a wildcat costs a lot of 
money. A special reamer would have to be 
made to chamber the barrel and to cut the 
reloading dies. All that would take a great 
many hours of a skilled machinist’s time, at $3 
or so an hour. 

I strongly advise you not to go through with 
the plan. There are many standard factory car- 
tridges and rifles which would be in every way 
superior to the crossbreed you describe, which 
could not possibly equal even a .30/30 in per- 
formance.—J. O'’C. 


6.3 mm. German Combination Gun 


Question: I have a combination gun, brought 
back from overseas. The shotgun part of it is 
28 gauge; the rifle barrel is stamped ‘6.3 mm.”

Answer: Quite a few German combination 
guns had the rifle barrel chambered for 
.25/35 cartridge, which in Germany is called 
the 6.3 x 52 mm. as well as the 6.5 x 52. 5

Model 70 Winchester in 7 mm. The recoil is | 
very mild, and this caliber has been successfully 
used on big game all over the world. 

The 7 mm. factory load gives the 175-gr. bul- 
let a velocity of 2,460 foot seconds and it will | 
do anything that a 220-gr. .30/06 bullet will do. | 
If you want to handload, you can use a 139-gr. 
bullet at a velocity of 2,950 foot seconds, a

bullet at about 2,829. 

I think you will be delighted with the 7 mm. |

A 9 mm. Polish Handgun 


Question: I recently acquired a foreign auto- 
matic pistol—a 9 mm. Radom—which closely 
resembles in appearance and action the U.S. 
Army’s .45 Colt Automatic. It is in very good 


| condition. I would appreciate whatever infor- 


mation you can give me about this pistol— 
availability of ammunition, ballistics, and so 
on.—Joe J. Young, N. C. 


Answer: Those pistols marked “Radom vis 
Mod. 35” are of Belgian design, but of Polish 
manufacture. They are chambered for the same 
9 mm. cartridge that is used in the Luger and 
P-38 pistols. You should have no trouble in 
getting ammunition, when supplies get back to 
normal, since the 9 mm. Luger cartridge is 
loaded by all the major U. S. loading companies. 
The cartridge is a good one, using a 125-gr. 
bullet at muzzle velocity of approximately 
1,150 foot seconds.—J. O’C. 


.22 Shot for Rats and Sparrows 


Question: You're quite right in pointing out 
that .22 shot cartridges are absolutely worthless 
on rabbits and squirrels; but rats and sparrows 
are something else again. 

Western’s Super-X shot load has from 110 
to 115 pellets in a charge, and I believe the 
shell—about as long as a .22 Long Rifle car- 
tridge—will work through the mechanism of a 
repeater intended for regulation cartridges. 
These shot loads are about twice as effective as 
those I used as a kid 4 years ago. 

I know, for I tried the new loads out along 
about 1932 or 1933, when they first went on the 
market, and they did a good job on sparrows 
at 25 to 30 ft. Also, using a little smoothbore 
Remington single-shot, one summer I killed 
more than 125 rats at ranges of from 15 to 20 ft. 
I shot mostly at night, holding a flashlight in 
one hand and aiming the gun with the other. 

At 15 ft. those shot loads will just about 
settle any old rat.—R. M. Blackman, Iowa. 


Answer: My dope coincides pretty well with 
your findings. Those little .22 shot cartridges 
should be pretty deadly on very small birds 
and animals up to 20 ft., but beyond 25 ft. I 
have very serious doubts as to their effective- 
ness.—J. O’C. 


Reconverting a Geha? 


Question: I have a Geha shotgun which I 
understand was made by reboring an army rifle. 
If this is true, would it be possible to have it 
converted back to a rifle again, since I know 
it isn’t safe to use as a shotgun?—Adolph 
Husby, N. Dak. 


Answer: No, I do not think there is a 
chance in the world for that Geha shotgun. If 
it were mine I'd take it out and sink it in a 
lake. The receiver ring has been opened up 
so that the lugs on the head of the bolt do not 
turn into it. Consequently it is useless for re- 
conversion.—J. O’C. 


Big-game Rifles and the Law 


Question: Some states, I understand, have 
outlawed the use of certain small-caliber rifles 
for big game. Is it true that in some cases 
nothing smaller than a .30/30 can be used? 
My .270 will outshoot any .30/30 ever made!— 
R. H. Ford, Calif. 


Answer: I don’t think you need have any 
worry at all that the .270 will be outlawed for 
big game, for it is one of the most powerful 
cartridges in current production. 

Besides, the killing power of a rifle is not 
determined by the size of the hole in the 
barrel. In quite a number of states the regu- 
lations are based on the retained energy at 
100 yd., the idea being to rule out the very 
light calibers like the .25/20 for deer or the 
.25/35 (and in some cases the .30/30) for elk. 

My native state of Arizona has done that.

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Such cartridges as the .22 Hi-Power and other 
hot .22’s are illegal for deer hunting; and be- 
cause experience has proved it to be too light 
for elk, the .30/30—along with lighter rifles— 
has been ruled out for use on those greatest 
of round-horned deer.—/J. O’C. 


Converting a .45 Auto to .22 


Question: Can a .45 caliber government serv- 
ice automatic (Colt) be converted to .22 caliber? 
If so, how much would the job cost and who 
could I get to do it?—A. H. Brill, Calif. 


Answer: Yes, it is entirely possible for you 
to convert your .49 Colt automatic to .22 by 
buying a .22—.45 conversion unit. I suggest 
that you write to the Colt Patent Firearms Co., 
Hartford, Conn., and ask when these units will 
be back in production. They used to cost $34. 

The unit consists of a slide assembly, com- 
plete with barrel, floating chamber, extractor, 
bushing, recoil spring, and so on. When these 
parts are substituted for the present ones in 
the pistol what you have is a .22 Colt Ace— 
a .22 semi-automatic pistol weighing the same 
as a .45, but using regular .22 Long Rifle 
ammunition.—/J. O’C. 


-250/3000 for Moose? 


Question: I was delighted with your article, 
“The .250/3000 Can Shoot!” for that is just 
about my favorite cartridge and I like a lever- 
action rifle. 

I hope soon to get a Savage Model 99, for 
game as big as elk, bear, and possibly moose; 
but I don’t like the recoil of the .300 caliber. 
So how would it be to have a .250/3000, with 
4X ‘scope, and a barrel twist of 1 in 10 or 1 in 
12 in. instead of the standard 1 in 14? 

Such a twist, I should think, would be more 
suitable for large game, for it ought to handle 
an extra-heavy bullet—say 130 gr. instead of 100 
—and increase the chance of a quick kill. This 
theory may be all wet, but I was just wondering. 

Also, though it is heavier than the Model 
99-T, I plan to specify the 99-R because the 
barrel is longer and presumably more accurate. 
—Peter K. Graves, Conn. 


Answer: I am very sorry but I do not think 
your plan for using extra-heavy bullets in the 
.250/3000, even with a different barrel twist, is 
practical at all. The magazine of the Model 99 
is so short, and so is the neck of the .250/3000 
cartridge case, that I think it would be out of 
the question to use a .25 caliber bullet weighing 
125 or 130 gr. 

Just take a look at one, and see how far it 
would have to be seated down into the powder 
space in order to have the loaded cartridge 
work through the magazine, and you'll change 
your mind. 

If you want a moose and elk rifle, why not go 
to the .300 Savage?—J. O'C. 


Air-rifle Shot for Shotguns? 


Question: Please tell me if it is O.K. to use 
copper-coated steel BB air-rifle shot in hand- 
loading 12 gauge shells for use in fox hunting. 
I have used a few of them, since I haven't been 
able to buy regular fox-hunting loads.—John J. 
Meinert, Ind. 


Answer: You had better not use steel air- 
rife shot in your shotgun. If you do you will 
score the barrel badly and ruin it.—J. O’C. 


Danger Sign! 


Question: Why is it that in my .32 Special— 
a Marlin carbine, Model 1893—I get different 
results, depending on the cartridges I use? With 
one make, the case breaks completely off and 
only about % in. is ejected; with another I have 
no trouble on that score, though there is a 
distinct white ring in the same place where 
the other cases separate.—F. L. Nesmith, Mass. 


Answer: Don’t shoot that old Marlin any 
more! Those cases break off because the rifle 
has developed excessive headspace, and that’s 
jangerous—even if, as in one make of cartridges, 
the heads don’t actually separate from the 
cases. The reason you don’t get similar perform- 
ance from both makes doubtless lies in the dif- 
ference in the anneal of the brass.

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Luger and P-38 Compared 


Question: I’ve been arguing with a friend, 
who’s as much of a gun nut as I am, over the 
relative merits of two German automatic pistols 
—the 9 mm. Luger and the Walther P-38. 

I prefer the P-38 because 

1. Its double-action mechanism comes in 
useful if the cartridge has a faulty primer. 
Merely squeeze the trigger again, and it will 
usually touch her off. 

2. The safety is located conveniently above 
the thumb, whereas the safety on the Luger is 
awkwardly placed for one-hand operation. 

3. The slide release is also located just over 
the thumb, and you don’t need two hands (as 
with the Luger) to close the breech. 

4. The larger, fuller grip gives this gun a 
better feel and balance. 

5. Trigger assembly is less complicated. 
With the Luger, it’s hard even to adjust the 
trigger pull. 

6. The P-38 seems to have more tolerance, 
or latitude. In the Luger, if the ammo isn’t 
just so, the gun won't function properly. 

7. There’s a floating pin to tell you if the 
firing chamber is full. 

8. The Germans themselves replaced the 
Luger with the P-38, and they must have had 
good reason for so doing. 

Now here are my friend’s arguments in favor 
of the Luger: 

1. Better balance. 

2. Better clip release, which makes for faster 
reloading. 

3. Repair parts available in the U.S.A. 

4. Various barrel lengths (all the way from 
4 to 16 in.) available. 

5. By substituting a different clip and barrel, 
caliber can be changed from 9 to 7.65 mm. 

6. Can be used as a carbine, by choosing 16- 
in. barrel and adding a stock. 

7. Better adapted to target work, because long 
barrels—and a longer sighting radius—can be 
had. 

8. Better on the draw, because the hammer 
is hidden. 

9. A variety of grips to choose from (among 
them Franzite, pearl, and ivory). 

10. Positive safety. 

11. Better looking. 

As for my friend’s last two arguments, the 
P-38 has a positive safety too—and looks are 
a matter of opinion. But we're deadlocked on 
the rest of the discussion, so we turn to you to 
settle the matter once and for all. 

And may the better gun win!—Lloyd P. 
Phillips Jr., Mich. 





Answér: I think I'll have to string along 
with you in contending that the P-38 is a better- 
designed pistol than the Luger, particularly for 
military use. On the whole it is simpler, it 
appears to be cheaper to manufacture, and its 
double action is a most excellent feature for 
a military handgun. 

From what I have seen, however, the Lugers 
are usually better finished, for most P-38’s were 
made under wartime conditions. 

Actually, both pistols are O.K.;

Here’s Real Shooting! 


Question: Both barrels of my 12 gauge Parker 
shotgun are choked down so much that a dime 
will not go into the muzzles. It shoots very 
close and has great range. I once shot a prairie 
chicken that was flying at right angles to me, 
breaking its neck, wing, and leg. When I paced 
off the distance to where it dropped, I counted 
105. I have killed ducks at similar distances, 
and my kills average about 59 percent for shells 
fired. I notice, however, that I often miss with 
the first barrel and connect with the second. 
Generally I use No. 4 or 5 shot in long-range 
shells. 

You have often stated that it is better to have 
a modified choke in one barrel and that an 
improved and modified combination gives good 
averages. Do you think such a change would 
improve my shooting?—Sid Hewson, Alberta. 


Answer: That is some gun you have there! An 
average of 55 percent hits for shells expended at 
the ranges you mention is phenomenal. If I

Answer: The process to which you refer is 
the Seugi finish. It consists of scorching the 
wood lightly with a blowtorch to bring out the 
grain. Before you undertake the job, however, 
I suggest that you get a copy of the late Alvin 
Linden’s book “The Finishing of Gunstocks.” 
It is a mine of information by the man who 
was probably the greatest rifle stocker who 
ever lived.—J. O’C. 


The 3 mm. German Kolibri 


Question: I would like some information on 
the 3 mm. German Kolibri. Is it safe—or good 
for anything? What size bullet does it use?— 
Bill DeMint, Ind. 


Answer: The 3 mm. Kolibri cartridge is the 
smallest center-fire cartridge ever manufactured. 
It is also the smallest that has ever operated an 
automatic pistol. The bullet weighs 2% gr. 
with a powder charge of 1% gr. The pistol 
isn’t exactly a toy, however, since I understand 
that that tiny bullet will penetrate 1% in. of 
pine.—J. O’C.

The stock is one 
of the nicest I’ve ever seen, with a half-length 
fore-end instead of the usual full-length style 
Can this rifle be rechambered if need be, 
or have I got just a nice souvenir from the 
Rhineland?—Sidney D. Porter, Tex. 


Answer: That is a fine rifle you have there, 
but I understand that the 8 x 56 mm. Mann 
licher-Schoenauer cartridge will not again be 
manufactured in this country. 

Rechambering to the 8 x 57 cartridge would 
involve a lot of expensive gunsmithing on the 
magazine, and I understand that the Mann- 
licher-Schoenauer barrel is oversize for the 
8 mm. Mauser anyway. 

So I think the thing to do is to have some 
good gunsmith alter your magazine and rebarre! 
for the .257, which is one of the most versatile 
of all American cartridges. When you have that 
done, you'll own a superfine rifle.—J. O’C. 


Use of Corrosive Primers 


Question: Now that the D.C.M. is releasin 
F.A. primers to the boys who load their own, i 
there any preparation on the market that wi! 
counteract corrosive priming? Of course, we 
can use soap and water, but that is just to 
much trouble.—R. A. Harrington, Wash. 


Answer: There is only one thing that wi! 
dissolve the rust-causing salts left in the bor 
when a rifle is fired with a potassium chloraté« 
primer such as the F.A. No. 70. That one thing 
is water. 

You could put a special gun grease in the 
bore, then wipe it out before you use it again 
Also some of the special oils would probably 
work, since they will seal the moisture away 
from the salt deposit in the barrel. 

However, the only way to be 100 percent sur: 
that the bore will not rust is to clean it wit! 
hot water and oil it after each use with p: 
tassium chlorate primers.—J. O’C. 


The .270 for Long-range Shots 


Question: In one of your articles you stated 
that any bullet smaller than .35 caliber does not 
leave an entrance hole capable of producing a 
good blood trail. But at the same time you 
seem very partial to the .270 for practically 
all kinds of game. How do you explain this 
—Sam Kennedy, Pa. 


Answer: I use the .270 for most of my hunt 
ing because it is so accurate and the trajectory 
is so flat. I generally hunt in country where 
long shots are the rule rather than the ex 
ception. I have lost only two animals that I! 
have hit at all with the .270. One, a white-tail 
deer, was only scratched. The other, a Rock 
Mountain goat, got away because the head 
came off the cartridge, jamming my rifle, and 
I couldn’t shoot twice.—J. O’C. 


Barrel Length with Poly-Choke 


Question: I am considering having a Poly- 
Choke installed on my 20 gauge Winchester 
The barrel at present is 30 in. long. What 
length of barrel should I specify when I have 
the Poly-Choke put on? Is there any differencé 
in performance between a 26 and a 30-in. barre 
—R. E. Ortman, Ind. 


Answer: I very strongly advise you to get 
that Poly-Choke installed so that the overa!! 
length of the barrel will be 26 in. When y 
cut a barrel from 30 to 26 in. you lose only 
foot seconds in velocity. This is very slight 
and you would find about that much variat 
in shells from a single box. You could detect 
no difference whatsoever in the field. Th« 
shorter barrel handles so much better 
faster that I prefer it for all-round use.—J. O'C 


Sighting in a .22 
Question: Please tell me how to sight in a 
.22 for 75 yd. I have never sighted in a rifle, 


and I can’t seem to get the results I want.— 
Emil Menzel Jr., N.Y. 


Answer: If your rifle has iron sights and 
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you are using high-velocity ammunition such 
as Super-X, I suggest that you do your first 
hooting at 12% yd., adjusting the sights to 
hit the point of aim at that distance. That will 
put you on the point of aim again at 79 yd., and 
the bullet will fly 1 in. high at 25 and 50 yd. and 
3 in. low at 100.—J. O’C. 


Yugoslav Mauser 


Question: I’ve come by a bolt-action military 
rie which seems to be a Model 98 Mauser, but 
it is stamped “1924” and has a lot of curious- 
looking lettering. The two principal words, as 
nearly as they can be reproduced in Roman 
characters, are “KPAbEBNHA JyrOCnABNJA,” 
but that’s only an approximation! Incidentally, 
all the letters are the same height, and the 
connecting stroke of the “N” goes the wrong 
way. What on earth is this weapon, anyhow?— 
Phil Green, La. 


Answer: That rifle of yours was made in 
Czechoslovakia for the Yugoslav government 
and is chambered for the regular 7.92 mm. 
German military cartridge, which we call the 
7.9 or 8 mm. Mauser in this country. That 7.9 
is also the official army caliber of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, and China, by the way, and a 
supplementary cartridge for Yugoslavia. The 
oficial cartridge of that country is the 7 x 57 
or the so-called “Spanish” Mauser, but Yugoslav 
rifles for it seem to be marked Model 1908. 

You could use your rifle as an 8 mm., since 
the cartridge is manufactured in this country, 
or you could rebarrel it to .30/06, .270, or .257. 
Those Czech actions are strong and very nicely 
made.—J. O’C. 


Convert 9 mm. Automatic Pistols? 


Question: Several of my friends and I, all 
ex-G.I.’s, have brought back from Europe pistols 
which we'd like to have converted to take stand- 
ard U.S. ammunition, so we could use them 
without destroying their value to us as keep- 
sakes of the war. How would it be to make a 
P-35 into a .22 Long, or a P-38 into a .32?— 
W. O. Mauzy, Idaho. 


Answer: It would probably be possible, with 
detailed and intricate gunsmithing, to convert 
those 9 mm. military handguns to .32’s or even 
.22’s, but the job would cost much more than 
a fine new High Standard or Colt .22 automatic. 

Besides, both the Polish-made Radom P-35 
and the German-made Walther P-38 take the 
standard 9 mm. Luger cartridge, which has 
been regularly loaded in this country by all 
the major loading companies.—J. O’C. 


A 16 Gauge German Scattergun 


Question: I have recently acquired a very 
fine-looking German shotgun. It is a double- 
barreled job and in perfect condition, except 
for a few spots where the bluing has worn off 
the barrels. It is marked ‘“Krupp-Laufstahl— 
J. P. Sauer and Sohn, Suhl.” It is apparently 
a 16 gauge, since shells of that size seem to fit 
it perfectly. 

Please tell me whatever you can about this 
gun. I plan to use it for birds, squirrels, and 
rabbits. —David L. Goodman, Tenn. 


Answer: The J. P. Sauer shotgun was a very 
fine make of German gun. Many were imported 
into this country several years ago. However, 
I am afraid that you will find the chambers 
a shade too short for the 2 9/16-in. American 
shells. They will go in O.K., but when the shell 
uncrimps on being fired, the over-long case 
will block up the cone and raise pressures. 
You might get away with it without trouble, 
and you might not. 

I advise you, before you shoot it any more, 
to get a gunsmith to lengthen the chambers 
slightly. He could also reblue the gun at the 
same time.—J. O'C. 


.257 and .250/3000 Compared 


Question: I can’t understand why the .257 
rates all the ballyhoo in comparison with the 
250/3000. For game the size of deer the 117-gr. 
bullet in the .257 is not nearly so quick a killer 
as the 100 gr. in the .250, and the 100 gr. is not 
nearly so quick a killer as the 87 gr. According

87-gr. soft-point bullets as loaded by Win- 
chester and Western for the .250 have more re- 
maining velocity and energy at 300 yd. than 
any weight bullet regularly loaded in the .257 

I bought a .250/3000 Savage Model 99 in 
1915, have killed about 150 head of big game 
with it, and it still shoots as well as ever. With 
the 100-gr. controlled-expansion type of bullet 
it will do a faster job on elk than the 220-gr 
bullet in the .30/06 or the 236 gr. in the 7.92 
Mauser. I wouldn’t recommend that “the other 
fellow” use a .250/3000 for grizzlies and Alask 
brownies, but I wouldn’t hesitate to use it or 
them myself. So how come all the hoopla for 
the .257?—C. E. Hagie, Colo. 


Answer: You are apparently an experience 
and careful hunter and therefore can hunt elk 
and similar game with a much lighter rifle thar 
most people could use. Personally I woul 
consider the .250/3000 on the light side for elk 
but I know that I could kill any elk that ever 
walked with it, if I had him in reasonable 
range and in a position where I could plant m 
shot properly. 

On the other hand, the .297 is much more 
versatile than the .250/3000. It can use longs 
and heavier bullets at higher velocities. The 
125-gr. Barnes bullet for the .257 can be giver 
a velocity of 2,900 foot seconds with 45 gr 
No. 4350 powder and is a much more powerf 
combination than anything that can be used i 
the .250 

The .250/3000 is a grand cartridge for the ma: 
who likes a lever action and who doesn’t hur 
anything larger than mule deer. I'd hate to 
recommend it for elk, despite the fact that cox 
skillful hunters can use it successfully. A lot 
more depends on the man behind the gun and 
the conditions under which he hunts than 
the gun he uses. A cool expert shot armed wit 
a .250/3000 is a far more deadly character thar 


an excitable poor shot armed with a_ .375 
Magnum 
The difference between the retained energy 


and velocity of the .250 and .257 as published 


the tables is due to the fact that most .257 
bullets have had very round noses and do : 
hold velocity well. A bullet like the Wir 
chester 100-gr. pointed expanding, however,

The .300 British Rook Rifle 


Question: I have a single-shot rifle that | 
picked up in England. It is a Westley Ric! 
ards, marked .300 caliber on the barrel. How 
ever, the Westley Richards firm advises me 
that it takes what they call the .295 Rook 
cartridge. 

Just what cartridge is this and to what could 
the rifle most easily be converted?—Maxwell 
Wyner, Calif. 


Answer: I am afraid that your Rook rifle is 
going to be more ornamental than useful. It 
is no doubt a very cute firearm, made by a good 
English maker. But the .300 Rook cartridge 
uses either 10 gr. of black powder or 4% gr. of 
low-powered smokeless powder to give an 
80-gr. bullet a muzzle velocity of only 1,100 
foot seconds. This velocity, as you can see, 
is actually less than our .22 Long Rifle car- 
tridge 

Perhaps a good gunsmith could rebarrel 
that rifle to .22 rimfire for you.—jJ. O’C. 


Shortening Shotgun Barrels 


Question: I have a 12 gauge Stevens shotgun 
with 32-in. barrels, full choke and modified 
If I cut them to 26 in., how much would that 
affect the choke?—C. M. Bailey, N.Y. 


Answer: If you cut 4 in. off those barre!s 
you would have no choke whatsoever left. Y< 
gun would be a straight cylinder and wo 
throw patchy and unreliable patterns. If you 
want those barrels shortened to 28 in., have a 
gunsmith put in sgme sort of recess or jug 
choke.—J. O’C. 


.45/70 Not a Varmint Rifle 


Question: I have a .45/70 Springfield ¢ 
that I enjoy using on ground hogs, even thoug" 
I know it doesn’t measure up to rifles like t 
Hornet and other high-velocity varmint wea 
ons. Because this rifle is sort of unhandy 
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heavy, cumbersome, and almost too long to get 
into an automobile sidewise—I am thinking of 
remodeling it. How short could I make the 
barrel without cutting the velocity too much 
or increasing the muzzle blast uncomfortably? 
—Ernest C. Rogan, Navy. 


Answer: I would strongly advise you against 
trying to remodel that old .45/70 Springfield. 
I think trying to make a varmint rifle out of 
it would be simply throwing good money away. 
With a big heavy bullet and low velocity the 
45/70 cartridge is entirely unsuitable, since 
varmints are usually shot in fairly thickly 
settled country. Those bullets will ricochet 
badly and may kill a man or a cow a mile or 
so away. All in all, I think I would hang that 
old musket on the wall.—J. O’C. 


A Lever-action .30/06 


Question: I have a .30/06 Winchester Model 
95 lever-action rifle which I like very much. 
However, I have heard many reports that it is 
not safe to use it with modern high-powered 
ammunition, since the breech block is not 
strong enough. Some of these reports are backed 
up by the statement that they must be true 
because the rifle is no longer manufactured. 

The rifle was purchased new by my father in 
1919 or 1920 and has been used every hunting 
season since with good results and no trouble. 
It has been given excellent care and is appar- 
ently in good condition. One gunsmith to whom 
I showed it assured me it was perfectly safe to 
shoot. Please give me the correct information.— 
Everett W. Endicott, Oreg. 


Answer: If the headspace on that Model 1899 
is O.K., the rifle is perfectly safe with any 
standard factory-loaded .30/06 cartridge. How- 
ever, the chances are that the headspace on any 
Model 95 is excessive. The breech block does 
not lock at the head, as is the case with a 
Mauser-type bolt action like the Winchester 
Model 70, the Springfield, or the Remington. 
Consequently, every time a cartridge is fired the 
breech block springs back a little bit, and in 
time, excessive headspace develops. Then even- 
tually a man may run into some soft brass in 
a cartridge case, and the cartridge may rupture 
at the head, quite possibly wrecking the rifle. 
Usually, however, the first difficulty encountered 
is extraction trouble. 

Any Model 95 in .30/06 is bound to be an 
old rifle, since that model has not been manu- 
factured in nearly 20 years. If I were the owner 
of one, I believe I would get rid of it and get a 
bolt-action .30/06 or a lever action in some 
caliber which does not develop such high pres- 
sures as the .30/06. If I wanted to use the 
Model 95, I would certainly send to the Win- 
chester Service Department for a thorough 
check-up and overhaul. Then I would use only 
special handloads giving pressures of not more 
than 42,000 to 45,000 lb. Regular .30/06 stuff as 
manufactured today gives pressures of around 
50,000 Ilb.—J. O'C. 


7.5 mm. French Army Rifle 


Question: Would a 7.5 mm. French military 
rifle, Model 1936, marked “MAS,” be worth 
rebarreling to some popular American caliber, 
assuming that it cannot be rechambered? I 
can't find any safety on it, by the way.—Henry 
H. Whipple, W. Va. 


Answer: I strongly advise against rebarreling 
that Model 1936 French army rifle. The so- 
called “MAS” has a very poor, sloppy action 
and looks as though it were made of bailing 
wire and chewing gum. To put a $50 barrel 
on a two-bit action would be a bum invest- 
ment, with Model 98 Mauser actions available 
at from $15 to $25. 

No wonder you couldn’t find any safety on 
that monstrosity. It doesn’t have one.—J. O’C. 


12 and 16 Gauges Compared 


Question: I intend buying a new shotgun and 
am thinking of the Remington Model 31-L slide 
action in either 12 or 16 gauge. Since this gun 
is rather light, I am wondering if there would 
be an excessive amount of recoil in the 12 gauge.

Answer: I am afraid that that lightweight 
12 gauge gun would kick you into the middle 
of next week, since from what you tell me | 
imagine you are rather sensitive to recoil. Con 
sequently I think the smartest thing for you t 
do is get a 16 gauge with a 26-in. barrel. | 
would get it bored modified. 

You will get just as good patterns with 
26-in. barrel as you will with a 28. The recoi 
and muzzle blast of a 16 gauge shell is muc! 
less than that of a 12. You won't get quite th 
range that you will with a 12, but you wil 
handle the gun so much faster that you wil 
make up in speed for the little range you lose 

All in all, I think a good lightweight 1¢ 
gauge pump is the answer to your problem. I 
sympathize with your desire to get away fron 
weight and muzzle blast. I don’t hanker muc 
for either myself, and that’s why I use a 16 for 
most of my own shooting.—J. O’C 


Sighting In a .303 Savage 


Question: I have a .303 Savage Model 99 and 
recently had a Redfield Model 70 LH receive 
sight installed on it. I want to sight the rifl 
in, but am not quite sure of how to go about 
it. Also, I am not sure whether to use the whole 
bead of the front sight or just the top of it as 
an aiming point. I want to do my first sighting-in 
shooting at short range, since I don’t want to 
use any more ammunition than necessary.— 
Charles H. Lockhart, Ky. 


Answer: I would suggest that you do your 
first shooting with that .303 at about 12% yd 
Adjust the sights to hit the point of aim at 
that distance. If I were you I would use the 
top of the front bead as the aiming point and 
have the bullets strike right where the top of the 
bead rests. At 12% yd. each click of that Red- 
field Model 70 LH receiver sight has a value of 
% minute of angle. In other words, eight clicks 
will move the point of impact 1 in. 

Sighted in to hit the point of aim at that 
distance, you should be about on the nose at 
150 yd., and the bullets will strike about 5 in 
low at 200. It is always wise, however, to check 
how the rifle is actually shooting at the longer 
distances after the preliminary short-range 
sighting in.—J. O’C. 


A .30/06 by Any Other Name... 


Question: A friend and I have been having a 
heated argument about some rifle ammunition 
that he has. The cartridges are rimless and are 
marked “DEN 44” on the head. I say that 
they are regular .30/06 cartridges, but he says 
that they are .44’s. I have some cartridges just 
like them at home, but mine are marked “DM 
42." I think that the numbers indicate the year 
of manufacture. Please set us straight on this 
if you can.—Corbin Shepherd, Calif. 


Answer: You are correct. Those cartridges 
marked “DEN,” “DM,” and “SL” are .30/06 
caliber for the 1903 Springfield and the Garand 
semi-automatic rifle. They use a 150-gr. bullet 
at a velocity of about 2,850 foot seconds. DEN 
stands for the Denver arsenal, SL for Salt Lake 
City, and DM for Des Moines. The figures 
stand for the year of manufacture.—/J. O’C. 


Shotgun Sights and ‘Scopes 


Question: I am a mediocre shot, and ar 
wondering if installing a Nydar sight on my 
Remington 12 gauge auto would help me to 
improve my average on cornfield pheasants.— 
Earl Bade, Minn. 


Answer: I believe either the Nydar shotgun 
sight or the Weaver 1X shotgun ‘scope wi 
help the hunter who has a tendency (and it's 
a common one) to shoot over his game. Most 
of us get excited, shoot too fast, see too mu 
barrel—and the charge goes over the bird. With 
either of the devices mentioned, the fact that 
the pattern will go over is instantly apparen 

However, all they do is make the pictu 
clearer.

confidence one feels in having a .375 
bullet as life insurance against a charg- 
ing bruin. This security is, however, 
purely theoretical in the case of a poor 
or panicky marksman. Such riflemen 
will be well advised to limit their hunting 
to nondangerous game. 

In saying that because of their superior 
killing power Magnums are necessary 
for stopping the big bears, enthusiasts 
for these rifles are advancing a theory 
that needs debunking. 

In my recent two-year stay in Alaska 
I took every opportunity to discuss all 
angles of bear hunting in that territory 
with guides, sourdoughs, outfitters, and 
agents of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. My duties required me to make 
many military reconnaissances by air, 
land, and water of the Kodiak Archi- 
pelago, the habitat of the big brownie 
of that name. This experience combined 
with a few short hunting trips convinced 
me of twothings: First, that the Kodiak 
bear is not hard to kill and second, that 
he is much overrated as an attacker of 
men. 

These two facts were first emphasized 
the evening Eli Metroken and I were re- 
turning to camp after an unsuccessful 
stalk of a large bear high up on a moun- 
tainside. Since it was getting dark, 
we had given up the effort and were 
scrambling hurriedly down the lower 
slopes when a big female and two year- 
ling cubs suddenly erupted from some 
bushes where they had been bedded 
down. Ma showed no inclination to stay 
and protect her cubs. Instead she was 
high-tailing it down the nearest draw 
by the time I unlimbered my _ .30/06 
Springfield which I was carrying by the 
sling over my shoulder. 

I managed to get in one shot at her 
bobbing brown back as it was about to 
disappear, and the 180-grain Peters In- 
ner-belted bullet caught her just above 
the hind quarters and shattered her 
spine. She tumbled over backward and 
plunged down the slope into another 
clump of alders and was apparently 
dead when she quit rolling for we heard 
no further sounds. After waiting a few 
minutes as a precaution, we investigated 
and found the old girl completely out of 
this world. 

On another occasion while on a recon- 
naissance, a lieutenant, a civilian guide, 
and I were taking-a breathing spell at 
the foot of a short steep hill before start- 
ing up the grade. We were standing 
perfectly still on a well-beaten game 
trail when a brownie came over the hill 
and started down the path at a lively 
clip. I don’t think she either saw or 
Scented us, but she was coming directly 
toward us and fast. The lieutenant who 
was carrying my rifle (just in case) 
handed me the piece, and he and the 
guide started for a group of trees near by. 

As I snapped the rifle to my shoulder 
and aligned the sights on the huge head 
of the bear, which was practically all I 
could see in the heavy brush, there 
flashed through my mind the often- 
heard precaution, “Never shoot a 
brownie in the head,” because of the 
thick sloping skull. But in this case 


there was nothing else to do, so I let 
fly at the center of the big face, and the 
bear went down with a rolling momen- 


tum that carried her nearly on top of me. 

Without taking the rifle from my 
shoulder, I fired the remaining car- 
tridges in the magazine into the rolling 
mass of bear flesh faster than I ever did 
in competition at Camp Perry. They

were unnecessary, however, for the first 
shot had penetrated the skull between 
the eyes and entered the brain cavity 
Again it was the Peters 180-grain Inne:

and that his guide, Willis Jackson 
swears by the 180-grain .30/06 for al! 
around Alaskan hunting. Charley Mad 
sen, head of the Kodiak Guides As 
sociation, has probably been in at the 
kill of as many brownies as any ma! 
alive, and he has informed me that he 
and his guides use the .30/06, but prefe 
the 220 and 225-grain bullets. 

Dropping further down the scale from 
Magnum loads let us see what can be 
done with the lighter .30/06 bullets whe! 
properly placed. 

For thirty-two years I have been using 
a beautiful little .30/06 Sauer-Mause 
rifle that weighs just seven and a qua! 
ter pounds. It was designed for the 150 
grain bullet and I have restricted its us 
to that load because of the light, whipp! 
Krupp fluid-steel barrel. Throughou! 
the years, this rifle has been used 
many parts of the country and in th 
Philippines. It has given me most pleas 
ure for mule-deer hunting in the moun 
tains where the weizht one packs aroun: 
means more than on the level. It has 
never lost a head of game it has hit, and 
its weight, balance, fit, and fast action 
have made it a joy to fire, especially fo! 
offhand shooting at which I have spent 
many pleasant hours 

Last fall I had a Griffin & Howe mount 
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and a Lyman Alaskan ’scope installed 
on this piece and took it along with me 
as a spare rifle on my Alberta hunt. I 
had to use it, whether I wanted to or 
not, after a bucking pack horse broke 
my pet Springfield in two pieces. 

The first test of the light rifle with 
the Peters 150-grain Protected Point bul- 
let came two days later when my guide 
and I suddenly encountered a big 
grizzly that was working over the car- 
cass of a goat that a hunter had killed 
a few days earlier. He was in an ugly 
mood and only fifty paces away, so it re- 
quired some quick shooting. The first 
shot cut through one rib, tore the top 
of his big heart to ribbons, smashed 
through another rib on the opposite 
side, and lodged against the hide, where 
we found it well mushroomed. 

The following day, using the same 
type of bullet, I killed a large bighorn 
ram with a single heart shot at 263 paces 
and two days later a big mountain goat 
with a single shot in the same place and 
with the same load. A month later, in 
the Kettle River valley of British Co- 
lumbia, I handed the same rifle loaded 
with the same cartridges to George Cook 
one evening at dusk for a shot at a big 
mule-deer buck which he could not see 
through his iron sights. The shot was 
at more than 300 yards and the deer 
dressed out at 242 pounds, yet the small 
bullet killed him in his tracks. 

After demonstrations like these it is 
hard to understand why anyone should 
think it advisable to lug around a nine 
or ten-pound, unpleasant-to-shoot Mag- 
num when a well-made .30/06 sporter 
will do the work just as well. 

Even if we admit the ballistic advan- 
tages of the Magnum rifle, who is going 
to benefit by them? Is it the more than 
two million persons who hunt deer in 
the timbered or brushy regions of our 
country and the adjacent Canadian prov- 
inces? Is it the average hunter who 
goes afield for a week or two each fall 
for his vacation and who seldom does 
much practicing between seasons? Is it 
the close-shooting clan of varmint hunt- 
ers who swear by their pet small-bore, 
high-velocity rifles? The answer to these 
questions is an emphatic “No!” That 
leaves the justifiable use of the Mag- 
nums to the hunter of really dangerous 
game, to the experimenting gun cranks 
(bless their souls), and to a _ small 
coterie of experienced riflemen who get 
their greatest hunting pleasure by bag- 
ging game through fine long-range 
shooting. 

This writer has long been accused of 
being “nuts” over long-range target 
shooting and the development of accu- 
rate long-range sniping rifles, but he 
draws the line at encouraging the use 
of Magnum rifles for American hunting, 
especially deer hunting. With more 
hunters afield than ever before and the 
casualty lists mounting, with our coun- 
tryside becoming dotted with recreation 
camps, hunting lodges, and summer cot- 
tages, and our streams lined with an- 
glers, this is no time for inexperienced 
hunters to go blasting their way through 
average deer territory with overpowered 
shooting irons. For them and the game 
they hunt a Magnum is about as unsuit- 
able as a 90 mm. antitank gun would be 
for shooting rabbits.

it-was hard for better judgment to over- 
rule impatience. We continued to watch 
that slide, occasionally swinging the 
glasses to search out its lower end. The 
two black bears were still there, feeding 
and paying no attention to us. Confident 
that one of us would spot a grizzly, we 
stuck to glassing the slide and didn’t 
quit until it was impossible to see a front 
sight. 

Tired, hungry, and chilled, the four of 
us picked our way back through the 
gathering darkness to our belongings. 
Scotty started up the stove and prepared 
supper, while the rest unrolled sleeping 
bags and blew up the air mattresses. 
Soon the night closed in on us and we 
laid our plans for the morrow. It was 
decided to save the big slide for the 
evening hunting—which is generally the 
best—and work over some of the lesser 
slopes in the morning. 

We awoke to find a drizzling rain fall- 
ing. Clouds hung so low that the visibil- 
ity was just about zero. Nevertheless, 
we got up and forced ourselves to prowl 
through the dripping alders of several 
of the small slopes for three hours. At 
last we had to admit the bears were 
smarter than we were when it came to 
staying under cover, so the party headed 
for camp—and dry clothes! 

Later the weather began to improve, 
and by 4 p.m, wind was whistling down 
the canyon and breaking. up the cloud 
formations. At these encouraging signs 
we slipped a little food into the packs 
and headed for the big slide. It was 
reasoned that if rain had kept the griz- 
zlies under cever in the morning, they’d 
surely feed that evening if it cleared. 
So all of us were stationed on the steep 
slope an hour before the rain quit. 

Since there wasn’t a sign of life and it 
was cold just standing about, Scotty and 
I decided to have a look at the tracks 
we'd found the previous day. We told 
Chett and Bob of this and the route we'd 
travel on the way up. If there were any 
grizzlies concealed by those alders, we 
would undoubtedly run them out! 

As Scotty and I advanced up the edge 
of the slide and could look into the small 
clearings concealed by alders, it was 
easy to see why grizzlies frequented 
these areas in the spring. Yellow glacier 
lilies and orchid violets carpeted the 
grassy slopes between alder thickets and 
patches of stunted balsams. Cascading 
snow water rushed down the bed of each 
tiny ravine to the canyon below. Gopher 
diggings alone marred the landscape. 
Here on the slide and on its borders was 
everything a bear needed in the early 
season—food, water, and cover. 

Near the upper end of the slope we 
stopped to get our wind, and found 
proof that bears had been feeding there 
recently. Tender clumps of flowers had 
been pressed into the soft duff of the 
topsoil as only a bear could do it. 

Just as we were about to pick a better 
vantage point the sharp blasts of three 
shots shattered the evening quiet. Sec- 
onds later four more reports rang out. 
Then came one last and final shot which 
seemed to hint of success more than any 
of the others. Scotty and I lost no time 
in starting back down. Somewhere be- 
low us a grizzly was bawling in pain, and 
we knew from his outcries that the bear 
would be heading for the densest cover 
in the area—if he could get to it. 

I figured he must be hidden from the 
others, else there would be a finishing

shot or two. We could tell from his 
bawling that he wasn’t making much 
progress and that he was hurt pretty 
badly. This was borne out a few min- 
utes later when we broke out of the 
alders into a grassy clearing. Directly 
below us and a scant twenty-five yards 
away was a grizzly in bad shape. A 
growing patch of red showed in the 
coarse hair near the top of his back, 
which was broken. 

At our approach the bear raised him- 
self up on powerful front legs and 


- started for the alders, dragging his use- 


less hind quarters. I moved to head him 
off, thinking the boys would be coming 
up from below and would like to finish 
him themselves. But as I did this the 
grizzly seemed to sense my intentions, 
turned, and made for me—faster than I 
would have believed possible—right up 
the slope! I stood transfixed, listening 
to the vicious sounds which came from 
that snarling mouth, watching those 
close-set, beady eyes filled with glaring 
hate. Then Scotty fired, and I saw the 


bear’s head jerk and fall forward. 
Chett arrived shortly afterward, and 
when we'd looked the beast over admir-

ingly, he helped me to dress out the car.

his pointing arm and in the dim light 
saw some small white spots circling 
about. Our lights blazed and showed, of 
all things, five skunks playing a noctur- 
nal game of tag! Spotlighted, the ani- 
mals scattered. Feeling slightly foolish 
we doused the lights. 

At 4 a.m. Chum stood up and peered | 
out of the window frame, quivering. 
Then he began to turn his head slowly, 
as if keeping track of something visible 
to him out there in the dark. I strained 
my eyes, but could see nothing. Sud- 
denly there came a metallic clank. At | 
last a visitor had knocked over one of 
the tin cans! Quietly we raised our | 
rifles. When the lights jumped on we 
saw the reflections of two eyes. 

The rifles roared out and suddenly 
the night was filled with howling. At 
least one of our bullets had found its | 
;}mark! Then I saw a shadowy form | 
| moving off to the right and I fired once | 
|more. Apparently I missed, for my | 
| vague target promptly disappeared. But 
|growls and other sounds continued to 
come from the direction in which we'd 
first shot. 
| Cautiously my friend and I made our | 
way toward the howling. Soon Harold’s | 
|light picked up the outline of the bear 
in brush and he got off two shots. The 
noise stopped immediately, but we lost 
sight of the animal and pressed forward 
slowly, searching out all the cover with 
our lights. It was a nerve-racking busi- 
ness and it made the hair stand up on 
the back of my neck. Before long we 
came upon the bear lying in a hollow 
behind some shrubs. A bullet between 
the eyes dropped the critter as it tried 
to get to its feet. 

The lumbermen got up as soon as the 
shooting began, and when I shouted | 
“We've got him!” they surged into the | 
woods toward us. One of them picked 
up one of the animal’s front legs and 
found it so large that he could barely 
get both hands around it. That bear 
was plenty big, and so heavy it took six 
of the men to drag it 75 yd. to our car! 

We turned in then for the rest of the 
night, and after breakfast examined our 
kill. We found that we had shot a bruin 
larger than any killed in the district 
before! I didn’t know that a black bear 
could reach such huge proportions. The 
men tried to drape it over the front 
fender of the sedan, but found that this 
was impossible. Then they heaved it up 
on the hood, but Harold found its bulk 
completely obscured the windshield. As 
a last resort, 12 of us sweated and 
strained to get the bear on the canoe 
rack atop the car. When this feat was 
finally accomplished, the animal’s head 
and front feet came down past the up- 
per edge of the windshield, and its hind | 
legs hung over the back window! 

Harold and I downed the other bear 
| with a shot apiece much later that same

Wild-dog Packs—Worst Enemy of White-tail Deer

A vicious pack of half-wild dogs pulled down this white-tail doe as it floundered on the ice 


are now the foremost natural enemy 
of deer over most of the Eastern 
United States, wildlife experts agree. 
Roaming the woods in half-wild, sav- 
age packs, these vicious dogs take a toll 
of wildlife as heavy in many districts as 
the big wolves took in the days of the 
early settlements. Deer are their favor- 
ite quarry, especially in regions where 
scattered clearings alternate with forest 
land—although game men say they also 
do serious damage to pheasants, rabbits, 
other game, and domestic sheep. 
New York conservation authorities 
report renegade packs numbering as 
many as 70 dogs ranging the game lands 
of that state. They put the semi-wild 
dog ahead of the fox, possum, coon, or 
any other wild predator as a raider of 
pheasants’ nests, and say the kill of deer 
made by these big packs in late winter 
is far heavier than many sportsmen 
realize. The situation is equally bad in 
Wisconsin, Michigan, New England, and 
other deer areas, game authorities report. 
Many of the dogs that make up these 
bands lead double lives. One day they 
are farm pets and trusted companions. 
The next, influenced by bad company, 
they are running with a bunch of killers 


Rare now 1 dogs, not timber wolves, 


as bloodthirsty, merciless, and crafty as 
any wolf pack. 

A number of the dogs, on the other 
hand, forsake all human contact and 
take to the woods and fields for a living 
reverting completely to the wild state 
More than one sportsman shoots or 
traps what he believes to be a coyote or 
wolf, only to discover that he has in 
reality taken a renegade police dog that 
has renounced all allegiance to man and 
is living a wolf’s life. Game experts also 
report convincing evidence that these 
wild dogs mate with coyotes in regions 
where the brush wolves are found, pro- 
ducing litters of crossbred pups as cur- 
ning and crafty as any purebred wolf 

The depredations of these outlaws on 
deer are most serious at the end of 
winter. March in the Northern states 
finds the snow settled and crusted suff 
ciently to support a dog’s weight, while 
running deer still break through the 
crust and flounder. It is at this season 
that the dog packs are able to overtake 
and pull down a deer most easily, and it 
is then they hunt most intently. In mor 
than one deer state conservation officers 
and forest rangers declare open war on 
renegade dogs as winter draws to 3 
close.—Myron E. Budd,

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South Dakota Cuts Down 
on Nonresident Hunting 


OUTH DAKOTA, where an abundant 
S supply of game has attracted sports- 
men from every section of the coun- 
try in recent years, has passed a law 
sharply curtailing the privileges of these 
visiting hunters, beginning next fall. 
Nonresidents can hunt only pheasants 
and other upland game, and only for 10 
days—but not in the first 10 days of the 
open season; and in addition to their 
licenses they must buy $3 county “trans- 
portation stamps” for each county in 
which they hunt, the revenue from these 
stamps to go to county road funds. 
Nonresident license fees have been 
the mainstay of South Dakota’s conser- 
vation program for a number of years. 


This new and drastic about-face is 
ascribed, in various quarters and in 
varying degrees, to at least three fac- 


tors: a sudden drop in pheasant popu- 
lation; resentment expressed by South 
Dakota hunters at the yearly influx of 
nonresident competitors and at the pur- 
chase or lease of many of the state’s 
best duck marshes by wealthy visitors; 
envy, on the part of certain state offi- 
cials and rural politicians in South Da- 
kota, of the fact that really big money 


has been available for game-conserva- 
tion work. 
Hunting big game or waterfowl in 


South Dakota is out, so far as nonresi- 
dents are concerned; and because of 
this fact it is feared that other states 


may retaliate. A suggestion has already 
been made to the Minnesota legislature 
that no nonresident fishing licenses be 
sold to South Dakotans. 
Although final figures 
not yet been tabulated, 
that South Dakota sold at 
times as many 
year as any other state 


for 1946 have 
indications are 
least three 


between 75,000 


and 80,000, at $20 each, for an income 
of more than $1,500,000. It goes without 
saying that the new law will produce 
no such revenue. 

The resident hunter’s license cost re- 
mains unchanged at $1, and he is ex- 
empt from the county transportation

of the state only in the last 5 days of | 
the hunting season 
Trespass laws have been tightened. 


Hunters must now have the owner’s per- 


mission to enter livestock land or prop- | 


erty where unharvested grain is stand- 
ing. Previously, permission was required 
only on land fenced with woven wire, 
or posted. 

The Department of Game, Fish, and 
Parks retains authority to fix daily and 
season bag limits on pheasants and 
other upland game, and to set the length 
of the season for the resident hunter. 





No Airplane Hunting 


ICHIGAN flying hunters who yearned 

for the thrills of shooting foxes and 
coyotes from their sport planes have 
been turned down cold by the State 
Department of Conservation. The depart- 
ment reminded them that state air- 
traffic regulations require pilots to main- 
tain an altitude of at least 500 ft. while 
flying over open country; that the game 
laws forbid the harassment of wild 
animals or birds by aircraft; and that it 
is against the law to carry a loaded 
firearm in a plane. 

The game officials don’t want to spoil 
anyone’s sport, but said that hunting 
from the air might result in plane 
crashes, forest fires, and damage to both 
farm stock and protected wildlife. 
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How to 


URNED FINGERS probably com- 
prise the commonest camping mis- 
hap. They are suffered more often 
when cooking over an open wood 

fire but are also possible with gasoline 
or kerosene stoves, whenever hot skil- 
lets and kettles must be moved. Burns 
are always painful; bad ones can be 
dangerous. Even small blisters should 
be regarded seriously because they pro- 
vide openings for infection to enter the 
body. 

Burns suffered while cooking are un- 
necessary since it is so easy to prevent 
them. Simply include in the outfit a pair 
of heavy canvas gloves to use when han- 
dling heated objects. If the pot or pan is 
very hot or you must carry it some dis- 
tance, wear one glove and fold the other 
into a pad to wrap about the handle or 
bail for extra protection. If you like, use 
a regular kitchen pot holder made of 
cloth and stuffed with wool. I prefer 
gloves because they also protect my fin- 
gers from splinters when chopping and 
splitting kindling. 

All other accidents that spoil the fun 
of camping and try our patience can 
also be avoided, many with equal ease. 
Just a little common sense and fore- 
thought, coupled with discretion, will 
turn the trick. You go 
camping to have a 
good time and relax. 
Don't let mishaps or 
injuries turn some 
long-anticipated trip 
into disappointment. 

A careful choice of 
the tent site can pre- 
vent xccidents and in- 
convenience. A_ pru- 
dent camper won't put 
his tent under large 
trees, especially those 
that stand out as land- 
marks, Big trees often 
contain heavy, weak- 
ened limbs which may 
crash down on you in 
a storm, Such trees 
drip moisture long 
after a rain or heavy 
dew, and are more 
likely to be struck by lightning than are 
smaller, less conspicuous growths. 

To avoid dampness and possible colds, 
pick a site that is quickly warmed and 
dried by the morning sun. Keep to the 
windward of ponds, marshes, and slug- 
gish streams because they are potential 
mosquito breeders. Avoid low sandy 
beaches which often swarm with insects 
on warm nights. A bluff or protruding 
point of high ground is more likely to 
be free of winged pests. 

Don't set a tent near anthills, poison 
plants, or nettles. The ground should be 
free of sharp stones and root ends 
which might injure your feet if you 
walk over them without shoes or in soft 
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Avoid Accidents 


moccasins. These obstacles can also trip 
the cook when he starts away from the 
fire with a pot of boiling water. If any 
such hazards exist around your tent, re- 
move them immediately. 

Always pitch the tent securely even if 
you plan to stay but a single night. 
Then it won’t blow down and hurt some- 
body or expose the occupants to cold 
and rain if a sudden windstorm strikes. 
Dig a ditch around the shelter so sur- 
face water can’t seep underneath to 
soak the floor and beds. Nobody with a 
bad cold can enjoy camping. Do every- 
thing you can to prevent even the 
sniffles, 

Don’t let food scraps, empty tin cans, 
bottles, or fish scales accumulate about 
the tent. Bury or burn them promptly 
before they breed germs and mosqui- 
toes, or attract flies. 

The ordinary campfire is always a po- 
tential source of danger. Supervise it 
constantly so it will not get out of con- 
trol. Anyone who has had the misfor- 
tune to be burned out of a wilderness 
camp knows how serious a runaway fire 
can be. Before starting a wood fire, 
scrape the ground bare of all litter so 
that the blaze cannot spread. Don’t 
kindle a fire on peaty soil, or you may 





not be able to extinguish it when you 
leave. And don’t start one under low- 
hanging limbs or vines. Always make 
sure the fire is out when you move to 
another site or turn in for the night. 
Douse it with water; then a sudden wind 
can’t uncover live coals among the ashes 
and blow them off to ignite surrounding 
vegetation. 

On the other hand, some emergencies 
necessitate quick heat. Always keep a 
small supply of dry kindling and fuel 
handy so that you can start a fire with- 
out delay in such a case. 

Edged tools can cause camp mishaps 
when improperly handled. The remedy 
is extreme caution, used whenever you 


chop and whittle. Stand so that your 
feet and legs are out of line with the 
swinging ax. Then the blade can’t cause 
a bad injury if it misses, or crashes 
through, the wood. Look around fo: 
vines or boughs that might interfere 
with your swing and twist the tool from 
your hand or defiect it in a dangerous 
direction. An ax sometimes flies out of 
one’s grasp when chopping hard or fast 
Keep a tight grip to prevent this; if the 
handle is slick, checker it like the stock 
of a gun or wrap it with coarse cord 
or tape. 

Check the head of the ax for loose- 
ness to prevent it from flying off and 
injuring someone. If you can’t tighten a 
loose head by driving on the wedge, 
soak overnight in water. This swells the 
handle and makes an effective tempo- 
rary repair. However, install a new 
handle or wedge at your first opportu- 
nity. When working up fuel, don’t chop 
down on the unsupported center of a 
stick—the ends might fly up and hit you 
in the face. Support the stick on a log, 
stump, or hard spot of ground at the 
exact place your ax will bear. 

A double-bit ax is more dangerous in 
inexperienced hands -than the single- 
bladed type. Use special caution when 
handling the former. 
And never lay any ax 
down in such a way 
that someone could 
step on its sharp 
edge. One safe way to 
store the single-bit ax 
is to drive it in the top 
of a stump or log. 
More protection is re- 
quired for the double- 
bit kind because there 
is still one keen edge 
exposed for adults or 
children to slip, stum- 
ble, or fall against 
Therefore, drive one 
blade of a double-bit 
ax into a short piece 
of wood before strik- 
ing the other into a 
stump, Then the tool 
is safe. 

A short belt or pocket ax also is dan- 
gerous when you chop with one hand 
into a piece of wood held by the other. 
Years ago I almost severed a thumb 
while splitting kindling with a short ax 
held by cold-stiffened fingers. When 
using a small ax, always lean the stick 
against something to support it; don’t 
hold it in the fingers. 

Keep the camp ax sharp. Dull tools 
are more dangerous to use because they 
may glance or rebound from hard tim- 
ber and because you must strike harder, 
sometimes to the extent of losing that 
necessary sure control of your swing. 
When you hand a long ax to another 
camper, extend it the way the profes- 
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sional does—so that your companion can 
grasp it just below the head. If he grips 
the end of the handle, the ax may swing 
down and hit his knee. 

Many of these safety precautions can 
be applied to sheath and pocketknives. 
Keep their edges sharp, and whittle or 
shave away from your body. After you 
sharpen a knife, dull the heel of the 
blade close to the handle. Then if your 
hand slips down while you’re working 
hurriedly, or you grasp the tool too low, 
you won’t suffer a painful cut. Never 
leave a knife with exposed blade where 
someone Can grasp it accidentally. Keep 
pocketknives closed and long knives in 
their sheaths when not in actual use. 

An easy way for camp cooks to pro- 
tect their fingers when handling hot 
utensils has already been described. 
Caution is also required when you lift 
cooking pots full of boiling water and 
skillets containing hot grease. Spill 
these over your body and you'll suffer 
painful scalds or burns. Check kettles’ 
bails to make sure each end is hooked 
solidly into the pot and won’t slip out 
when lifted. Keep adjustable handles on 
skillets very tight to prevent them from 
turning or slipping. Watch your step 
when lugging containers of hot food. 

Canoeists have been left in serious 
trouble when their craft overturned or 
swamped in wilderness country with a 
resulting loss of their outfit. The remedy 
is to lash some of your most important 
bundles and equipment, including your 
ax, gun, grub sack, blanket bag, and 
tent, to the thwarts with cord. Then if 
you capsize you can still salvage most 
of these essentials. 

Always remember that a canoe filled 
with water and awash with the surface 
may still have enough buoyancy to sup- 
port two people in the water. Unless you 
are an expert swimmer and shore is 
close, it might be safer to stick by the 
water-filled canoe and let it support you 
while it drifts to land. You can use down 
and feather-filled sleeping robes, and to 
some extent waterproof bags containing 
wool blankets, as life preservers. If 
these articles are lashed to the canoe, 
they will materially increase its ability 
to float. 

A lost or broken paddle may result in 
an accident when traveling bad water. 
Prudent canoeists sometimes tie their 
paddles to the thwart with an 8-ft. piece 
of cord to prevent them from being 
twisted out of their hands. On long 
cruises an extra paddle is considered 
excellent insurance against disaster. 

Be alert for bad places in the trail 
where you could suffer a sprained ankle. 
This mishap occurs more easily when 
you travel with a pack or canoe on your 
shoulders. Avoid slippery rocks and nar- 
row ledges. The longer way around such 
places often proves the quickest, as well 
as the safest, route in the end. When 
packing over precarious spots—a log 
bridge, for example—slip your arms out 
of the straps and support your pack 
by the headband of the tumpline alone. 
Then you can throw the load off in- 
stantly with a twist of your head if you 
lose your balance and begin to fall. 

If you’re unaccustomed to vigorous 
exercise at home, be very careful when 
lifting heavy loads at camp. Otherwise 
you may suffer a bad sprain or, worse, a 
rupture. If your muscles aren’t hard- 
ened by steady usage, don’t lean over to 
Pick up a weighty pack from the ground. 
Kneel or squat beside the object and 
take it in your arms. Then straighten 
your legs until you stand erect. In this 
Plan the strain is taken by your legs, 
and not by your abdomen and back. 
This is a good stunt for both experi- 
enced and inexperienced campers, and

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is the method taught by various safety 
organizations to industrial workers. 

Guns carried for hunting, target, or 
amusement shooting can cause serious 
accidents unless handled with great 
care. Dozens of safety rules have been 
formulated in this connection, but it is 
only necessary to observe one (assum- 
ing you use proper ammunition) to pre- 
vent shooting mishaps. Never let the 
muzzle of a gun point toward anything 
you don’t wish to hit or kill. If we all re- 
membered and obeyed this rule, nobody 
could shoot himself or a companion. It 
wouldn’t make any difference then 
whether the gun was loaded or not be- 
cause even accidental discharges would 
prove harmless. 

But since there is no assurance that 
campers will observe this precaution, 
remember to unload your guns before 
you put them away. Empty the chamber 
and the magazine before a curious or 
careless person grabs the weapon. Don’t 
load your gun until you reach the place 
where you plan to shoot it. Don’t carry 
loaded firearms in a boat or canoe (un- 
less you are actually hunting), or in an 
auto or wagon. In fact many states 
have laws prohibiting loaded firearms 
in vehicles. If you don’t care to unload 
a gun for a short period of inactivity, 
open its breach. 

When camping or hunting in big- 
game regions in the open season, wear 
distinctive clothing to help hasty trigger 
jumpers distinguish you from a deer. 
Bright-red seems to be the best warning 
color. Don’t pack a dead deer out on 
your back. In some _ hunter-crowded 
places this is one of the surest ways to 
get yourself shot. And in making your 
own shots, be absolutely certain of the 
identity of your target. 

When camping near water don’t run 





any swimming risks. Strange as it may | 


sound at first, more good swimmers 


than poor ones drown accidentally. The | 


reason is simple; good performers have 
more confidence in their ability and take 
greater risks. The other sort realize 
their limitations and are more cautious. 
Don’t dive into strange water without 
first examining the bottom for sunken 
logs, 
you. And don’t wade barefooted across 
bottoms that may be littered with | 
broken bottles and sharp-edge tins. 

Getting lost from your base or head- 
quarters may result in a few hours of 
discomfort—or disaster. To prevent 
either, carry a good compass and a map 
of the region in which you camp. 
map is not available, make your own 
pencil sketch of the country as you 
travel, noting changes in direction, 
number of paces traveled, and outstand- 
ing landmarks. 

The average vacation camper will sel- 
dom need to travel over ice, but here’s 
a useful stunt in case you ever need it: 

If you doubt the ability of the ice to 
bear up under your weight, but still 
have to make your way across it, carry 
a 12 or 15-ft. pole in your hands. Should 
you break through, the pole is invalu- 
able to help you keep from sinking, and 
also to aid in extricating yourself. It dis- 
tributes your weight over a greatly en- 
larged area when laid flat on the ice. 

One more suggestion to help make 
your stay in camp free of accidents: 
Carry a good first-aid kit with a variety 
of medicines . sufficient to see you 
through the trip. Learn how to use each 
item, how to make and apply bandages 
for wounds, and how to resuscitate a 
nearly drowned person. If you do this 
and practice the other precautions, you 
should enjoy a maximum amount of fun 
and suffer the minimum of discomfort.

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A Canoe Let Me Down 


HEN you've been a guide for 
WW recanty 40 years, as I have, you 

learn to think fast and clearly 
in an emergency. If you don’t, you’re 
a goner—just as I would have been when 
my midget canoe tipped over early last 
May. 

My home is at Joe Indian Lake, N. Y., 
but for the last few years I’ve been 
taking fishermen over the border into 
Canada every April to be on hand for 
the opening of the trout season. One 


“morning in the first week of May last 


year, with the help of a Canadian guide 
who'd teamed up with me, I started my 
party fishing on a promising lake. Then 
the Canadian and I took a tiny 11-ft. 
canoe, without an outside stem, over- 
land to a 35-acre lake where we wanted 
to test the fishing. When we put our 
baby craft into the water, the other 
guide refused to get in it. 

“That pint-size ship looks too tippy,” 
he said, “but you go ahead if you want 
to.

Then I began paddling back 
along the shore toward the head of 
the lake, muttering to myself about 
shaky canoes. 

A strong wind was blowing, waves 
were beginning to roll, and there ahead 
of me was a long, jutting strip of land 


around which I'd have to navigate. I} 


tried my darndest to make it, but that 
midget vessel got balky and refused to 
turn. Two waves caught it broadside 


and blooey!, the canoe turned turtle and | 


I was under the water! A split second 
later I realized that both my feet were 
caught under a thwart! 

I weigh 200 lb. and was wearing 
heavy clothes; not a very promising 
combination. Nevertheless, by the time 


I got my head out of the water I’d man- | 
aged to work one foot loose. After a/| 


struggle I freed my other foot. Then, 
keeping a firm grip on the little canoe, 


I looked around to take stock of the 


situation. 

The wind was blowing me out to the 
center of the lake. I tried to right the 
canoe, empty the water, and climb in, 


| but it was no go; I was too heavy. Then 


I turned it bottom side up again, raised 
it in the air, and brought it down on the 
water, keeping as much air in it as 
possible. Clambering up near one end, 
I straddled the craft and slid back along 
it until I saw that the prow was about 
to rise and 
halted at once and hooked my heels 
under the edges. So far so good. 

I was 100 yd. from shore but still not 
in the lee of the point. Paddling with 
my hands—and drifting badly with the 
wind—I finally reached sheltered water 
and began to make real progress toward 
shore. I suffered severe leg cramps 
from the cold water and my strained 
position, and it was almost impossible 
to retain control of the inverted canoe. 
But I stuck at it until I came fairly near 
shore. Then a bireh tree almost upset 
the whole applecart. 

The limbs of this tree stuck out over 
the water and I foolishly made a grab 
for them.

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NYONE who has ever hunted with 

the help of binoculars knows what 
a bother they can be when slung around 
the neck. They swing wildly when you 
run, bump on the ground when you 
crawl, and often demand that you con- 
trol them with your hand just when you 
need it for something else. 

But 5 minutes’ work with a piece of 
supple leather will end such troubles. 
Using the dimensions shown in the 
sketch, cut out the simple harness, and 


fasten it to the lower crossbars of you 
glasses with a pair of brass studs such 
as you can get from a leather or hard- 
ware store.

You'll find that it is easy to detach 
the harness from the button.

Trip to Yellowstone 


Question: My mother, father, and I plan to 
visit the scenic spots of Yellowstone National 
Park on my vacation, which I can take at any 
time between April and November. We will 
not do any fishing, but will limit ourselves to 
sight-seeing. When do you suggest we go 
there, and what clothing should we take?— 
Kermit I. Spencer, Ind. 


Answer: Go between May 15 and Sept. 1; a 
trip earlier or later might mean bad weather, 
and even snow blocking some of the higher 
mountain passes. If you plan on camping out 
and doing your own cooking, take a 9 x 9-ft. 
auto tent fitted with permanent floor and 
mosquito curtains on door and window; a two- 
burner gasoline camp stove; cooking kit; water 
pail; sleeping bags or blankets; camp mat- 
tresses; toilet articles; short ax; waterproof 
matchboxes; a few first-aid supplies; and a 
pocket or sheath knife. If you’re going to sleep 
and eat in park facilities you can omit the 
camping gear, but take toilet articles, extra 
clothing, and perhaps some of the simpler first- 
aid materials. 

Wear the clothes suitable for any automobile 
tour—a stout business suit, ordinary shirts, 
summer underwear, and comfortable shoes for 
walking. Your father and you can also take 
along medium-weight wool socks for walking. 
Each person should be provided too with a 
raincoat and an extra wrap such as a wool 


sweater or jacket for chilly mornings and 
evenings. 

Write to the Department of the Interior, 
Washington, D. C., for a special bulletin on 
Yellowstone National Park. This has much 
helpful information you'll be able to use.—

Snakes in the Fireplace 


Question: In the summer, snakes come int 
and nest around, the large stone fireplace in my 
cabin in the Berkshire Hills. These reptiles 
are harmless, but not very good company 
What's the best way for me to keep them out

Answer: If the snakes get inside your cabin 
they must crawl through openings to get there 
These may be in the base of the fireplace or 
the basement walls. The only sure-fire remedy 
is to seal these openings with cement or, if th 
bottom or hearth of the fireplace is faulty, wit 
fire brick or concrete. 


If the snakes nest in crevices in the oute! 
surface of the chimney outside the cabin 
plaster these cracks or openings.

Wilted Dandelion Greens

leaves in hot grease and, stirring stead- 
ily, cook until they are sufficiently wilted.

Quick Camp Bread 


This is an easy fast recipe to use with 
campfires and camp baking ecuipment. 
4 cups flour 1 tsp. salt 
5 tsp. baking powder 4 tbsp. sugar 

Mix dry ingredients well. Add enough 
cold water to make a stiff batter that 
will still pour and level itself off in the 
baking pan. Provide enough pan space 
so batter is not more than ¥% in. thick. 
When bread is half-baked, mark the 
top into convenient-size squares so loaf 
will break readily into pieces. When a 
sliver of wood comes from center of loaf 
without dough adhering to it, bread is 
done. This bread keeps for several days, 
and you can bake a large supply at once.

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Choosing a Portable Craft 


sportsmen have been dreaming of 

owning a boat sufficiently light and 

compact to be carried with them 
wherever they go. If you've shared that 
dream, you'll be glad to know it’s coming 
true at last; one of the most outstanding 
features of postwar boat offerings is the 
number of portable craft represented. 
Folding, collapsible, sectional, and inflat- 
able types are being produced, each in 
various makes, models, and sizes. In 
many cases prices are so moderate that 
boat owners can buy such craft in addi- 
tion to whatever conventional models 
they may already have, 

Portable boats have 
a wide appeal be- 
cause of their con- 
venience and the 
variety of uses to 
which you can put 
them. Perhaps you 
don’t care for car-top 
boats, but would like 
a craft which you 
could keep in some 
out-of-the-way place 
in your car for use 
whenever you had the 
chance on your drives. 
The boat would have 
to be light, and so com- 
pact that it wouldn't 
be a nuisance in the 
car. That's where a 
portable craft rings 
the bell. Or maybe 
you take long week- 
end trips and enjoy 
boating when you 
reach your destina- 
tion—but hate to de- 
pend on rentals. 
Again, the portable 
boat will fill the bill. 
Or if you like to fish 
inaccessible waters 
where you have to 
hire pack horses or hike in afoot, you'll 
find a portable craft a big improvement 
over the makeshift raft you probably 
used in the past. 

Owners of sizable runabouts, small 
cabin cruisers, and similar craft which 
are not large enough to tow regular 
tenders astern or stow them aboard can 
use portable boats for side trips away 
from the anchored larger craft and to 
reach shore in shallow water. These 
extra boats aboard also lend a feeling 
of security. Similarly, private-plane 
owners may use such a small boat—but 
it must be exceptionally light and com- 
pact because of the limited carrying 
capacity of most such aircraft. 

If you’re considering the purchase ‘of 
a portable boat, remember that although 
lightness and compactness are vital, they 
are not the only considerations. The 
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craft must be so designed that it can 
be set up for use, and taken down later, 
in a short time. It must have no imprac- 
tical features which can go wrong at a 
critical moment. When ready for use it 
must be rigid or stable, depending upon 
its type; its seating must be fairly com- 
fortable; and it must be as safe and sea- 
worthy as its size permits. 

Let’s examine some of the types from 
which you'll probably make your final 
choice. I realize that prices today are 
subject to sudden change; those I quote 
were in effect when this was written 
and are meant merely to give you a 
rough idea of what you can expect to pay.

You can assemble or take down one of 
these craft in about 15 minutes. Since 
these boats have been made for years 
you don’t have to worry that some un- 
tried feature will fail when you need it 
most. They enjoy a reputation for with- 
standing hard usage and giving long 
service. As for price, figure on paying 
from $50 to $85, according to the size 
and type you select. 

In this same general category are 
folding kayaks. They're comparable to 
these other folding craft in weight, re- 
quire about the same time to set up or 
take down, and can 
usually be carried 
intwocompact bags 
If you want to en- 
joy ease of handling 
in use rather than 
great carrying Ca- 
pacity or stability 
a folding kayak is 
the craft for you

Collapsible boats and canoes. Several 
manufacturers are active in this field. 
You'll likely have a choice between a 
square-stern model designed for rowing 
or use with a small outboard, and a 
double-end canoe-type model for rowing 
and paddling. Both models usually are 
available in 10 and 12-ft. sizes. 

The canoe model's beam usually is 
about 36 in., greater in proportion to 
the length than that of a conventional 
canoe. It also has good freeboard and a 
flatter floor to boost both its load-carry- 
ing capacity and its stability. The 
smaller size weighs 45 lb. and collapses 
to make a bundle 60 x 8 x 8 in.; the 
larger size weighs 55 lb. and makes up 
72 x 8 x 8 in. 

The 12-ft. square-stern craft weighs 
75 lb. and has some 6 in. more beam, 
but also collapses to a 72 x 8 x 8 in.

made of waterproof plywood and utilizes 
patented hinging and other features to 
produce a hull which, when used, is just 
as rigid as a solid boat. They’re avail- 
able in various lengths, with a typical 
9%-ft. square-stern skiff type with 39-in 
beam weighing around 80 lb—complete 
with oars—and folding to 10 ft. x 15 in 
x 5% in. You’d have to strap a bundle 
of this size to the top or side of your 
car, or carry it on the deck or cabin top 
of a larger boat. 

Despite its weight, this craft is easy 
to carry. Two men can easily tote it 
some distance, say to an isolated pond 
where they would then enjoy all the 
advantages of a heavier, solid skiff 
Prices run from $90 to $130.

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bolted together in use, giving a rigid 
boat with good seating and load-carry- 
ing capacity. They’re made in metal and 
wood models, the latter usually of ply- 
wood. A typical three-section plywood 
eraft slightly more than 10 ft. long and 
having a 44in. beam will weigh around 
90 lb. and sell for slightly less than 
$100. Metal craft are slower in reappear- 
ing, but in ordinary times you could 
choose between two and three-section 
models. These were usually 14 ft. long, 
weighed 175 lb., and sold for about $100. 
Also available was a sharp-stern 13- 
footer weighing less than 100 lb. Al- 
though these weights sound high, re- 
member that you only have one section, 
or from one third to one half of the total 
to handle at any one time. 

Incidentally, the plywood sectional 
models are the only types considered in 
this article which are practical for build- 
ing at home. If you make one, cover 
each section with canvas so that the 
joints and seams will not leak. This is 
especially important if you’re going to 
remove your craft from the water often. 
This type construction is specified in 
plans which OvutTpoor Lire can supply 
for a three-section rowboat suitable for 
use with a small outboard motor. The 
weight of this model should not exceed 
90 Ib. 

Some factory-made plywood models, 
once put together, must be removed 
from the water to be knocked down into 
sections—a valuable safety feature. 
However, the sections may be launched 
and used separately, if need be. You 
can build homemade models this same 
way. 

One plane manufacturer is producing 
sectional canoes and skiffs, perhaps in a 
move to provide boats which can be car- 
ried by all but the smallest of private 
aircraft. These have entirely new fea- 
tures of design and construction and 
must not be confused with the sectional 
craft already discussed. There are ca- 
noe and skiff types, 14% ft. long and 
made of 10 sections of molded plastic. 
In use, you secure these together with 
built-in clamps and cover the whole with 
a waterproof sheath which is held in 
place by an airplane shock cord. The re- 
sult is claimed to be a perfectly rigid 
craft. 

Complete with buoyancy pads under 
the seats, the skiff weighs 70 Ib., the ca- 
noe 65 lb. Each model may be carried in 
two compact bags. I don’t think this

model, weighing around 25 lb. and in- 
flating to 8 x 4 ft. 

Such craft are the only ones likely to 
be within the limited carrying capacity 
(less than 40 lb.) of most light planes. 
Their weights are so low, and the space 
required to stow them when deflated so 
small that carrying by any other method 
is no problem. You could even take 
along a small outboard of from % to 2 
horsepower, using it with the mounting 
which most manufacturers of rubber 
boats can supply as an accessory. 

If you have the October, 1946 issue of 
OvutTpoor Lire handy, you'll find on page 
156 an article on rubber boats, their 
care and upkeep, under the title, “Pick- 
ing That Rubber Craft.” 

All models discussed here have proved 
their worth in years of service or under 
severe experimental tests. In making 
your final choice you'll probably be 
guided by the weight and size of the 
craft when packed. But regardless of 
which you choose, you'll get the indis- 
pensable features of any craft—rigidity 
or stableness; appropriate seating and 
load-carrying capacity; maneuverability 
with oars, paddles, or motor; sufficient 
seaworthiness for the usual calm-water 
use; lack of troublesome or dangerous 
construction failures; and a life long 
enough to justify the price paid.—J. A.

Using a Broken Shear Pin 


AR TOO often fishermen and boating 
enthusiasts run their craft over a bar, 
snag, or the bottom with the almost in- 
evitable result to the outboard motor— 
a broken shear pin. Usually, when there 




















is no extra pin in the boat, its occupant, 
believing there is no other way out, 
starts to row home. 

However, this is unnecessary, for as 
an emergency measure only, you can 
use a broken shear pin! Here’s what to 
do: Remove the broken pieces, place the 
long one to the left, and the short ends 
to the right, as in sketch No, 2. The 
propeller will then only thrust against 
the left-side piece of pin. 

Should another break occur, it is some- 
times possible to repeat the operation, 
placing the shorter broken bit at the 
right.—John N, Anderson. 


When Launching Your Boat 


E SURE to attach enough weights to 

the wooden cradle in which a heavy 
boat is to be launched after a lay-up to 
reduce its buoyancy and permit the craft 
to float free in deep water. Otherwise a 
great deal of shoving and prying will be 
required to work the hull loose—with pos- 
sible resultant damage to the planking 
and paint. 

If wedges were used to hold the boat in 
position in the cradle, make sure that all 
of them have floated loose before starting 
the motor. Unless you take this pre- 
caution, any wedges that have stuck to 
the paint will come off when the boat gets 
under way; and should they be drawn 
into the moving propeller, they could 
easily do serious damage.—J.A.E,

An Inboard for Trolling 


Question: What would you suggest in the 
way of a good small inboard for the hull |! 
have? The latter is 16 ft., with a beam of 4! 
ft., and weighs about 300 lb. I am most inter 
ested in having a good trolling speed. Fuse 
economy is very important, since the boat wi 
travel on the water for days at a stretch, ar 
carrying gas will be a problem—Gill Merchant 
Mich. 


Answer: From your description, I'd say yo 
boat is suitable for installing a small inboar 
and I think it would be just the thing for tl 
use you have in mind. You'd find it reliabl: 
economical, and capable of running satisfactori 
at idling speed for trolling. Installation may be 
easy or difficult, depending on how readily th 
bottom construction permits boring for the 
shaft 

I would not get too small an engine, how 
ever. Something from 3 to 5 horsepower should 
be O.K. Whether you get an air or water-coole 
job will be a matter of personal preference. Ai 
cooled motors develop their power at rather 
high speed. The water-cooled types are slower: 
and for that reason may last longer. Otherwise 
there is not much difference in economy 
reliability 

Be sure to get a power plant with at least 
one-way clutch, if you don’t want to go to the 
expense of a complete reverse gear. The clutc! 
will give you neutral for starting and idling 
and you'll find it very convenient.—/J. A 


18-ft. Skiff 


Question: I have an 18-ft. skiff which draw 
very little water, and I plan to use it on the 
Mississippi River where the currents are fairly 
strong. How powerful an outboard should | 
get?—Teddy Johnby, Mo. 


Motor for 


Answer: A 3'%-horsepower motor should drive 
your boat up to 6% miles an hour. Speeds y« 
could expect to obtain with outboards of 5, 8 
and 10 horsepower would be approximately 
9%, and 10 miles an hour respectively 

When you attempt to go more than 8 mile 
an hour, the shape of your hull may interfer 
with increased speed, however much power 
used. Though a 5-horsepower motor would 
deubtedly give you sufficient speed for ordinary 
usage, a 7 or 8-horsepower outboard might 
better.

its center. 

Then melt some canoe or hard-type marine 
glue and daub it between the two layers of can- 
vas and slightly outside the edges of the hole 
on the patch. As the adhesive comes in a yellow 
and a darker color, use the one which best 
matches the craft’s paint, for the sun often 
causes the dark glue to show through light- 
colored paint. 

The glue will harden right after application, 
so you'll need a heated iron of some sort to 
press against the canvas around the patch and 
sweat the glue through both layers of canvas, 
bonding them together. Smear a little glue on 


the frayed edges and smooth with the iron. 
Don’t use too much heat, or you'll burn the 
canvas and thin the glue. Remove the tacks 


and paint the patch. 





If the canoe’s covering is cemented down, 
then you'll have to use marine canvas cement. 
In this case slip the patch in place as described, 
but with its underside coated with cement. Daub 
some between the layers too. You can now 
either tack the edges of the old canvas down 
around the patch, or apply weight to make the 
layers adhere. For the latter, 
with waxed paper and place a sandbag over it 
until the cement has set.

Galvanized Nails O.K.? 


I am building a skiff with white 
pine planking and oak frames. Are galvanized 
nails as good as screws for the framing, and 
if so, how should the nails be countersunk?— 
Paul Hanson, Ill.

Answer: Galvanized boat nails will hold well 
in oak, but screws will draw the members to- 
gether better in a small craft with light mem- | 
bers. Drill holes in the pine planks for the 
nails, but don’t countersink for them. Instead 
punch the heads in past the surface a little, 
leaving an indentation which will hold putty 
well. 

If you find that punching in the nails either 
cracks or slivers the pine, then you'll have to 
countersink for them slightly. Do this with a 
drill a little smaller than the nail heads, and not 
with a rose-type bit such as is used for screw 
heads. 

Drive nails in at various angles and they 
will hold the members together better than if 
knocked in straight. Use screws at the ends 
and

Open Outboard Cruising 


Question: I am considering taking a cruise on 
Lakes Erie and Ontario in an outboard-pow- 
ered open boat. Could you give me some idea 
as to the practicality of the idea, the equip- 
ment I'd need, and the right type of boat to use 
with a 5-horsepower motor? Will the Barge | 
Canal of New York state permit such craft | 
through the locks?—Fred Westphal, N.Y. | 


Answer: With a suitable boat, reliable ail 
gine, and a good camping outfit you can cruise 
the Great Lakes very nicely and perhaps have 
even more fun than you would with a cruiser, 
with its greater responsibilities. You should 
obtain charts for the waters you plan to cover, 
not so much for navigation purposes as to know 
where you are, the distances to harbors, and 
so on. 

You should have simple tools for the motor, 
spare shear pins, a 5-gal. can for carrying ready- 
mixed oil and gas, a water jug, a simple tent or 
fly, rubber mattresses, blankets, cooking gear, 
and other items for light camping. Also, be | 
sure to have all equipment required by govern- | 
ment regulations for boats of your type. 

A 5-horsepower motor, in good running order, | 
should be suitable as long as your boat is not 
too heavy or overloaded with gear. One or two 
people in a 14 or 16-ft. boat is the right number 
for such a cruise. The boat should be of the 
runabout type—general-purpose, not a speed 
model. A short forward deck would be ad- 
visable, but a canvas can be made to serve | 
the same purpose. 

The Barge Canal will permit outboard out- 
fits to pass, although at some locks you may | 
have to wait for a larger boat and go through | 
with it. This won't be a hardship, since | 
traffic through the canal is fairly heavy.—J. A. E.

BUILDING a trailer the average 
boat owner can add immeasurably to 
his sport. Those illustrated will ac- 
commodate craft up to the size of small 
cruisers—and it’s a wonderful feeling to 


| know you can tow your boat to new 
| waters whenever you want. 


You can build either trailer to fit your 
boat. Dimensions given for the frame- 
work are merely suggestions which you 
may vary to meet the weight of your 
craft. In the V-type trailer the long 
beams are set on edge. You'll find 2 x 4- 
in. clear pine or fir will take a boat 
weighing up to 400 lb.; the same size in 
oak will handle 600 lb. To make the 
trailer strong enough for almost any 
reasonable load, use 4 x 4’s. 

Use oak for the rectangular-frame 
model; 2 x 4’s for boats up to 500 Ib., 
4 x 4’s for such heavy craft as small in- 
boards or cruisers, and 3 x 4’s for 
weights between these extremes. Some 
men build these trailers in double- 
decker style, with a box or body below 
and a framework above. They use the 
box to carry motors, boat equipment, or 
camping gear; the framework to support 
a conventional boat or maybe a couple 


of light craft, such as canoes, carried 
one above the other. 

You can build in whatever improve 
ments your ingenuity devises—for in- 
stance, a removable crosspiece contain- 
ing a roller which you can attach to 
the end of the trailer frame to facilitate 
getting the boat on and off.—J. A. EZ. 





To Prevent Rope Chafing 


SE a 1-ft. length of rubber hose to 
make chafing gear for your boat’s 
painter or stern line. Be sure the diame- 
ter of the hose is large enough to accom- 
modate the rope. Cut the hose length- 
wise or spirally, then place it around the 
rope where wanted. The natural tension 
of the rubber probably will keep it 
securely in place. 
If you keep your boat tied to a dock, - 
remember that changes in tide or water 
level affect the length of line needed to 
hold the craft in its berth. Rain also 
shrinks rope, the average line shorten- 
ing about 1 ft. after a storm. To provide 
for this, leave a little more slack in the 
rope than seems necessary.—J/.A.H. |

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Female’s Role in Breeding 


GOOD, healthy litter of gun-dog 
puppies, physically sound and 
mentally alert, is enough to warm 
the cockles of any sportsman’s 

heart. Sold, they may mean welcome 
extra income; given away, they may 
cement the ties of friendship; or, if one 
or two are kept, they may spell added 
enjoyment in the field. Yes, pups are 
cute—and valuable—but if you're con- 
sidering raising even a single litter, be- 
ware of one major pitfall. Don’t under- 
estimate the importance of the dam! 

Although most breeders with long 
years of experience behind them say 
that the dam’s influence on the litter 
amounts to about 50 percent of all the 
factors involved, too many men consider 
only the qualities of the stud dog and 
ignore the female. They claim the bitch 
is merely a carrier of pups; whatever 
characteristics she may possess will have 
virtually no chance of being passed on 
to the litter. Working on this erroneous 
theory, they select as a brood bitch a fe- 
male with obvious faults, pay high prices 
for the service of a well-known stud 
dog, and then are baffled when the pups 
are mediocre! All too often they con- 
demn the owner of the stud, when 
actually the fault lies in their own stu- 
pidity. 

It should be apparent that you’re just 
wasting your time when you breed a fe- 
male which has poor proportions, faulty 
feet, deficient teeth, a lack of bone, or 
any other serious defect, in the belief 
that the use of a superior stud will in- 
sure sturdy puppies. The bad traits may 
be the dominant characteristics and thus 
tend to be passed on from generation to 
generation. 

I admit that it’s hard to guess just 
what sort of pups will be whelped by a 
young female never before bred. The 
best thing to do in such a case is study 
the records made by her own dam, and 
that dam’s other pups, especially in field 
trials. Of course the question of her 
physical conformation is simple. She 
should meet, or come very close to meet- 
ing, the accepted standard for her breed. 
If she doesn’t approach these require- 
ments, don’t breed her in any expecta- 
tion of getting top-notch pups. 

If you plan to breed dogs on a fairly 
large scale, remember that the brood 
bitch you select will be the mainstay of 
your line. You can breed her to any stud 
dog you care to, but it is through her 
that your kennel’s strain will be main- 
tained. So be sure to choose her with 
care. Unfortunately, you'll be taking a 
gamble even though you exert every pos- 
sible precaution. There are some splen- 
did females which cannot pass on their 
good points to their get; on the other 
hand, there have been bitches of no par- 
ticular note in field performance or phy- 
sical conformation which have produced 
outstanding pups. In general, however, 
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a good brood bitch means good pups, if 
she’s suitably mated, so take great pains 
in selecting her. 

Some astute and outstanding breeders 
have the ability to spot a bitch which 
can produce good pups even though she 
herself is not impressive. Usually, how- 
ever, the female has demonstrated this 
ability before the breeders take a chance 
by paying for the service of, or buying, 
a fine stud. When Edward Dexter, Buz- 
zards Bay, Mass., and his dog trainer 
Capt. C. E. McMurdo, decided in 1889 
to try to improve the pointer in this 
country so that he could compete with 
the all-conquering Llewellin setter— 
which just then was sweeping all be- 
fore him in the field trials—they con- 
ferred with Dr. John H. Salter, the 
famous English breeder. On his advice 
they imported the male King of Kent 
and the female Hops, a well-balanced 
team. 

The King of Kent was sturdy, had 
plenty of bone, muscle, and speed, but 
was headstrong and hard to handle in 
the field. Hops, never prominent in field 
trials or hunting, lacked the perfect 
physical conformation, but was known 
to produce good pups. Dexter and Mc- 
Murdo knew of her ability, and the ac- 
complishments of her ancestors, and 
decided that by mating her to King of 
Kent they might obtain some excellent 
pups.

TRAVELING WITH YOUR DOG 


ANY sportsmen who would like to 

shoot over their own dogs hesitate 
to take them on long trips because they 
fear the animals will be too much trouble 
while traveling. I used to feel that way 
about it, but I don’t now. Knocking 
around the country a good many thou- 
sands of miles in the company of a 
setter has shown me that traveling with 
a dog isn’t so bad—after you and your 
pet have acquired the know-how. 

Usually the easiest way is to travel 
by car. Nearly all dogs enjoy riding in 
automobiles, and most of them become 
blasé tourists after a few short trips. If 
you, like me, don’t like the long-distance 
transportation of dogs in a partly opened 
baggage compartment, it is best to give 
your animal his own particular place in 
the car and make him understand that 
he must stay in it. 

As you can guess, that place shouldn't 
be on the front seat, where he might 
interfere with your driving, and it 
shouldn’t be on the floor, where fumes 
may make him sick. The best place for 
him is on the rear seat, which shouldn't

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be so crowded with luggage that he can’t 
stretch out comfortably. Don’t open the 
rear windows wide enough for him to 
stick his head out—if he does so fre- 
quently, he may develop eye or ear trou- 
ble, or a bad cold. 

If your dog eats prepared dog food at 
home, his feeding while traveling by car 
won’t pose any problems. The advertised 
brands are sold in most sizable towns 
and in many small ones. If you want to 
play safe you can easily carry several 
days’ supply with you. If he eats table 
scraps at home, you will save yourself 
inconvenience by getting him used to 
packaged dog food—-although hamburger 
can be bought in almost any butcher 
shop in the United States or Canada, and 
at most roadside eating places. You can 
get fresh water at any service station or 
farmhouse. 

Few dogs are subject to carsickness. 
If yours is one of the unfortunates, and 
your veterinarian has no better sug- 
gestion, you probably can avert trouble 
by feeding him only after the day’s ride. 
If you feel that he must have something 
in the morning, give him only solid food 
—no milk—at least half an hour before 
you start. 

Finding a lodging for the night while 
traveling with a dog proved to be much 
less troublesome than I had expected. 
It is easiest if you stay at tourist camps 
out in the country. My experience has 
been that not more than one out of 10 
camp owners objects to your taking 
your dog into your cabin with you. And 
the attractive, well-conducted camps 
aren't any more likely to object than are 
the ramshackle ones. In tourist houses 
or “motels” in small towns your chances 
aren’t so good, but I’ve never found 
them to be worse than 50-50. 

Keeping your dog with you when you 
must stay overnight in a big-city hotel 
sometimes is difficult, but at other times 
is surprisingly easy. Each hotel has its 
individual attitude toward dogs. Most 
smaller hotels—especially those which 
have a number of dog-owning permanent 
guests—don’t object to them. Most of 
the big, bustling “downtown” hotels pa- 
tronized principally by business people 
have no-dog rules which they enforce 
strictly. Some hotels will accept dogs 
small enough to be carried through the 
lobby and in elevators, but not larger 
ones—which of course keeps out most 
sporting dogs. Nearly every big-city 
hotel prohibiting dogs has an arrange- 
ment with a reliable kennel which will 
send for them. 

There are numerous exceptions, of 
course, but I have found that most small- 
city and country-town hotels will let 
your dog in if you can assure the desk 
clerk that he is well behaved. 

A well-behaved dog, from the view- 
point of the hotel manager and tourist- 
camp proprietor, is one that doesn’t dam- 
age carpets or furniture, or annoy the 
other guests. The necessity of foolproof 
housebreaking can’t be overemphasized. 
Quietness at night and in the early morn- 
ing is almost as essential. When I first 
took my setter traveling, he was both- 
ered by our spending each night in a 
different place. His sleep—and mine— 
was broken by his periodical prowls 
around the room, which he punctuated 
with loud sniffings at the strange furni- 
ture and occasional growls at unac- 
customed sounds. One day I noticed a 
cheap cotton blanket in a store window. 
Thinking that being cold might be the 
cause of the dog’s restlessness at night, 
I bought it. That night I spread it on 
the floor of my tourist cabin. The setter 
sniffed at it, pawed it into his idea of a 
comfortable layout, contentedly sprawled 
out on it, and went to sleep. So far as I

Ever since then that blanket has been 
the principal item of his traveling outfit. 

Traveling with a dog by railroad is 
more likely to be bothersome. If your 
dog is small enough to be carried in 
and out of a Pullman car in a container 
of some sort—not in your arms—you 
can take him with you in a stateroom, 
bedroom, or compartment. But the Pull- 
man Company’s rules forbid the leading 
of dogs through its cars, so nearly all 
sporting dogs have to travel in the bag- 
gage car, either in containers or on a 
leash. 

For a good many years dog owners 
have been demanding that the railroads 
permit them to take their dogs with 
them in day coaches, and all but one of 
the important lines have been refusing 
on the ground that the dogs would be 
objectionable to the other passengers. 
The exception is the Baltimore & Ohio, 
which some 15 years ago began permit- 
ting dogs of any size to ride in its 
coaches, with the single stipulation that 
they be well behaved. There hasn’t been 
one serious complaint registered so far 
from a dog-disliking passenger. 

Some inland-waters steamboat and 
coastwise-steamship lines permit pas- 
sengers to take dogs in their staterooms, 
but most of them insist that the animals 
be kept in kennels on the lower deck, 
where they may be visited and exercised. 
None of the airlines permits dogs in the 
cabins of planes. About half of them 
will carry dogs, in containers, in the bag- 
gage compartment at the regular excess- 
baggage rate. Before you ship your dog 
that way, make certain that the baggage 
compartment is heated—dogs have been 
frozen to death in unheated compart- 
ments. 

The bus lines won’t transport dogs. 

To take a dog into Canada you must 
have a veterinarian’s certificate that it 
is in good health and that it has been 
vaccinated against rabies within 6 
months. The Mexican requirements are 
the same, with the additional stipulation 
that you must have the certificate legal- 
ized by a Mexican consul before you 
cross the border.—Arthur Grahame.

Training a Beagle to Trail 


Question: How should I train my 4-month- 
old female beagle to trail?—Mervyn R. Koch, 
Pa. 


Answer: Since beagles apparently are born 
with a hunting instinct, this phase of their 
training is not difficult. However, retaining 
control of your dog in the field is another mat- 
ter, and the training must be conducted with 
this end in view. 

Start by dragging a freshly killed rabbit, or 
a rabbit skin, for several hundred yards. Con- 


ceal it, take the pup from the yard, and let her 
sniff around until she finds the trail. If she has 
the right blood in her, she’ll go away on it in- 
stantly—although, in her eagerness, she'll un- 
doubtedly lose it. If she fails to find it again 
in a short time, take her back to the starting 
point and let her try again. Repeat this five or 
six times a day, but don’t let her become fa- 
tigued. At the end of a week, you can let her 
find the rabbit. However, don't let her mangle 
it. 

She’ll probably improve rapidly, although 
it’s doubtful whether she’ll give tongue until 
she’s more mature and on a real track. When 
you think she’s had enough experience, take her 
out in the field and let her start a real rabbit. 
After several such chases, tie an 18-ft. check 
cord to her. If she refuses to leave the track 
when you call her, jerk the cord. In time she’ll 
learn to obey—but you'll have to have patience. 
—C. B. M.

Answer: The term of pregnancy is usually 
from 60 to 63 days. It is possible for either, or 
both, matings to give results. When the pups 
are a few weeks old you'll probably be able to 
tell just what breed they are.—J. R. K.

shank to gnaw on. Administer % gr. 
barbital morning and night for 2 weeks, a 5-mg. 
thiamin hydrobromide tablet daily, and add 
cod-liver oil to his diet. Avoid constipation; 
give him 1 tbsp. mineral oil two or three times 
each week.—J. R. K 


Curing Pointer’s Warts 


Question: Please tell me how to rid my 
9-year-old pointer of warts. These are soft, 
start as tiny swellings, and grow until they’re 
the size of a man’s thumb. They go away in 
hunting season because the thorns and briers 
cut them back, but they reappear as soon as 
the season ends. He gets them on his back, 
legs, and face, but I know they’re not contagious 
because they haven’t spread to the other dogs 
Tenn. 


Answer: Apply a 5 percent solution of tannic 
acid and salicylic acid in alcohol, with cotton, 
to the warts—especially the sore ones. The 
larger growths may need surgery; 
they don’t affect the animal 
would be wise to let them alone.—J. R. K 


Nervous Spells 


Question: We have a 14-year-old mongrel 
that has developed some sort of nervous spells 
She gets up and runs around the room several 
times a night and has skinned her nose badly 
trying to force her way into the room where my 
folks sleep. She’s not exercised much, but still 
is lean because we keep her diet down. I’ve 
found that if I feed her when she gets a spell 
in the night she'll go back to sleep. How can 
I help her?—Charles Gandal, N.Y. 


Answer: These spells may be caused by 
various ills. Feed her nourishing food, includ- 
ing a raw egg three or four times a week, and 
add cod-liver oil to her diet daily. Give her 
\% gr. phenobarbital once a day for a week or 
so. Also administer a 5-mg. thiamin hydro- 
chloride tablet once a day.—/J. R. K. 


Coon Dog Tires Easily 


Question: My 6-year-old coon dog used to 
hunt well, but now she tires easily. After half 
an hour she comes back to me and acts as if 
she lacks the energy to continue. She seems in 
good health otherwise. What do you suggest? —

Answer: This may be caused by various ills. 
Give her 1 tsp. sherry with vitamin B: three 
times a day and have the blood examined for 
heart worms.—/J. R. K.
